Brown was right In his opinion 89 
times out of 98 tries, while Miss 
Cameron was correct 160 times In 
202. 

In legit the scores are based on 
120 new shows that opened be- 
tween Aug. 1, 1933. and June 1. 
Picture score is on a basis of June 
to June. This Is Vajubty's 11th an- 
nual box score on' the Broadway 
drama critics and the seventh on 
the New York and Chicago film re- 
viewers. 

Leading the Chicago picture ret 
inue Is Ellen Keene of .the Times, 
whose pen name Is Doris Arden. 
Miss Keene's percentage, tor 147 
rights in 216 chances, is .680, as 
against Miss Cameron's leading 
New York percentage of .7*2. The 
New York and Chicago second place 
winners, respectively, are Bland 
Jdhaneson of the Mirror, with .690, 
and Mae Tlnee (Frances Kurner) of 
the Tribune, "who hit .445. 

The New York and Chicago film 
winners both use the much-disputed 
star system in rating' pictures. In 
legit the same style of reviewing 
didn't work so well.. Burns Mantle 
of the News, only one using stars 
in his «leld, finished last in the 
drama score. 

Second to Brown in legit is last 
year's winner, Gilbert Gabriel of 
the American. His .864 was 44 per- 
centage points behind Brown's .908. 

Variuit's combined staff reviewr 
ers' percentages for the '33-'34 sea- 
son are .791 in pictures and .942 in 
legit. 

Legit season, as gauged through 
the box score, left the customary 
holes in both the pro and con 
opinions as to box office influence 
of reviews. Some shows that wkre 
panned became hits, others that 
drew rave notices . finished as flops.

It's strictly the show window for 
newsreels from, now They 
figure, that names may pull them 
out of the ru* and cop .many of 
those bookings which double-fea- 
ture policies have lost for them. 

From Graham McNamee and Ed 
Hill in Universal and the new. 
Hearst reels to Lowell Thomas in 
Fox — the latter reel going one better 
with the industry's first name 
editor,^ Laurence Stallings — the- reel- 
men figure they will be in a better 
position to battle the Mickey Mouses 
and rad'o name shorts out of the 
few minutes of program time be- 
tween doubles. 

Salesmen for '34-*35 will be able 
to mention names rather than just 
the reels: "Reel executives feel to- 
day that the average exhib doesn't 
know the difference between the 
reels; that he regards the reels, 
anyway, as so much filler, and that 
-when it comes to. that he would 
rather have something with a name 
for marquee purposes. With this 
in mind reelmen feel that competi- 
tion among the reels, quality and 
what-not, isn't worth the candle at 
tho average box office. Such spokes- 
men don't blame inter-reel differ- 
ences for the fall-off in business. 
They :know that over 50% of the 
country's theatres today are using 
two feature lengths at every show, 
and that that's the real trouble.

Fusing the stage with the screen 
along new lines is Earl Carroll's 
novel proposal as being the logical 
way to revive interest in the legiti- 
mate stage, on Broadway and off. 
That is the producer's reaction to 
his debut in pictures. Carroll has 
gone Astoria, if not Hollywood. 

Haying a flair for novelties on the 
stage, the revue maker sees the way 
to attract motion picture patrons 
as well as playgoers. It is admitted 

that such producing will be eostlier, 
but the draw should be wider and 
the legit of the future can be pre- 
sented in 2,000-seat theatres. Pres- 
ent small capacity houses are re- 
garded as obsolete. 

Eureka 

Carroll's idea which tie believes 
will be Eureka to play wrlghts would 
bring translucent screens into legit 
stage usage. Rather than have the 
characters in a play describe or 
mention a place or locality, the lo- 
cale would be visible by back pro- 
jection, That in combination with 
front projection, all pictures to be 
in color, would create an - illusion 
that words and players cannot alone 
accomplish. 

The idea is not merely theory. 
Carroll has been experimenting in 
the ERPI studio, in Astoria, L. I., 
and already it is claimed that back 
projection is practical a distance of 
nearly 36 feet. Projected scenic ef- 
fects -would not eliminate stager set- 
tings, but rather add to the effect- 
iveness. Desired scenes, might be 
visible from the front through a 
window in the set, or other opening. 

It is likely that the Carroll .plan 
will soon be attempted. Studio 
space is available in Astoria. Three 
set shows would be no projection 
problem. Musical shows and revues 
calling for elaborate settings would 
be given more authenticity than 
painted scenery. In other words, 
plays would have atmosphere that 
pictures only now contain, even 
though the screen is principally 
concerned with Mack and white ef- 
fects. Since scenery would not be 
dispensed with, the number of stage 
hands required would likely ap- 
proximate the; crews of the present, 
but several platforms or planes 
would be necessary for certain ..pro-;

Treasury 
claimed company -yiras deficient are 
constitutional, board decided that 
in 1926, 1927 and 1928 DeMille used 
the company to escape paying heavy 
income surtaxes. Asserted defi- 
ciencies of $92,340 for 1924 and 1925 
were overruled, giving ' the film 
pioneer partial victory. 
: Subject to recalculation oh ac- 
count of disputed minor items, com- 
pany 1 debt to Uncle Sam amounts 
to $90,789, which Internal Revenue. 
Bureau maintained was due under 
statutes -providing .that additional 
tax of 50% shall be imposed when 
corporations are used to escape 
tax liabilities. ' v 

Opinion was based on conclusion 
that large sums borrowed from the 
company could have been paid out 
as dividends except that such pro- 
c-dure would have made director 
personally liable to heavy sur> 
charges. 

Review of evidence by the board 
revealed that during nine- year 
period from formation of corpora- 
tion until 1932 DeMille earned in 
salaries $304,000 and borrowed 
$1,450,945. Corporation paid into 
surplus over- same period $1,841,703 
and paid out in dividends, chiefly 
to DeMille, who held' all but 12 of 
2,998 stock certificates, $99,106. 

Observing thai surplus accumu- 
lations in 1924 and 1925 might well 
have been, for 'a legitimate purpose,' 
board said DeMille's handling of 
company Alms from 1926 on was 
indication : of his intent to » avoid 
paying stiff surtaxes. 

Pointing out that DeMille bor- 
rowed relatively small amounts up 
to 1926,- board emphasized that, 
method used by director to obtain 
funds to mal.e property settlement, 
with divorced wife marked change 
in company operations, Each sub- 
sequent year found DeMille Produc- 
tions lending its principal owner 
large sums with : no effort to repay. 

The remaining big borrowing 
comprised $195,000 obtained on per- 
sonal note without additional secur- 
ity in order that DeMille could pay 
Anna G. DeMille $200,000. Corpora- 
tion borrowed $100,000 on a . mort- 
gage to produce the. funds. 

Appeal. Bd.'s Opinion 

'This transaction we believe 
marked, the crystallization of a new 
attitude toward the corporation and 
its utilization for the very purpose 
proscribed' by the statute/ majority 
of Appeal BoaVd asserted. 'Since 
the company belonged to. DeMille 
it was .open to him to have 
tributed the earnings to himself in- 
stead of borrowing in the manner 
indicated. Except for' taxes, the 
practical net result both to the cor- 
poration and to DeMille would have 
been .substantially the same in both 
cases. He chose to borrow the 
surplus. 

'Assuming that the accumulations 
(of surplus) during 1924 and 1925 
were for a legitimate purpose, the 
loaning of this large sum (in 1926) 
marks the abandonment of that pur-r 
pose and leaves us no alternative 
as to Intent. The loan to DeMille 
was made without security. Any 
repayment by DeMille would have 
to be made chiefly out of his sal-

Due to the asserted breach, the 
complaint recites,, the. average an- 
nual profits, from the Iris, and Hol- 
lywood, which had been $43,000 
prior to July 1, 1933, have dwindled 
into a loss; 

For this the plaintiffs nsk $250,- 
000. 

Judgment for a second $250,000 
as exemplary damages is demanded 
against Charles P. Skouras, who is 
singled out among the trustees of 
the F-WC circuit on allegations 
that he expects to profit by sale 
of the 'bankrupt: estate, and that 
he advised the purported breach of 
trust so that he might increase the . 
profits of - the Egyptian at the ex- 
pense of the Iris arid Hollywood. 

Voluminous complaint recites that 
during 1929-30 F-WC paid the 
plaintiff, Sinks, a compensation for 
the privilege of using first run fea-' 
tures in the Pantages arid Egyp- 
tian. Prior to June 30, 1930, Earl 
Sinks and West Coast Hollywood 
Theatres, were each owners of one- 
half interest in the lease and equip- 
ment of the Iris, and W.CH-T, was 
owner of the lease on the Holly- 
wood. Complaint states that F-WC 
was owner of one-half of all out- 
standing stock in W.C.H.T., and 
that the remaining half was con- 
trolled by Jl Leslie Swope, J. M. 
Young and Frank A. Grant. 

In order to avoid ruinous compe- 
tition between the Hollywood and 
the Iris, the recital continues, Earl 
Sinks and W.CH.T. entered into an 
agreement covering the manage- 
ment, operation and. division' of 
profits ..Qf the two houses. This 
deal permitted F-WC to purchase 
all feature pictures to be exhibited 
at the two theatres for the bene- 
fit of the joint venture because Fox 
was able to buy on better, terms. 

Deal Year Old 

On' July 1, 1933, Fox- organized- a 
corporation, the Theatre Holding 
Company,- Whereby it acquired one- 
third interest in the Slnks-W.C.H.T. 
agreement, the plaintiff, Howard J. 
-Sheehan, having previously ac- 
quired the interest, of Swope, Young 
and -Grant to one-third interest, in 
the deal. ; . i 

Following an. agreement between 
Fox and third party for operation 
of the Egyptian on a 60-50 basis, 
plaintiff Sinks agreed:, .that the 
Egyptian, Iris and Hollywood 
houses, should alternate in selection 
of first runs in the Hollywood .dis- 
trict. Subsequently F.-WC en- 
tered into the operating deal on tlie 
Egyptian, and other theatres with 
United. Artists and, according to the 
compialrit, was granted permission 
of plaintiffs to change, the hou'»e 
policy' to' select "from ' all . available 
features not more "than three, pile 
every two weeks' or 75 per year fbf 
the Egyptian. 

On Dec. 25, 1933, F-WC adopted, 
the policy of showing double fea^ 
tures arid changing its program 
each, three to five days. 

This, the charges state, was 
without consent, of plaintiffs, 
violation of its trust to act for the 
best advantage of the three-theatre 
joint venture. 

./As a result, plaintiffs, declare, 
none of the first class pictures ; - are, 
available for the Hollywood rid 
Iris until they have lost their value 
in prior runs. Custom has fallen 
off, and operation has been at a loss.

Stressing a wide range of screen 
material for the new year, Warners 
met in Atlantic City yesterday

Announcement concurrent with 
A. C. sales meet merely lists the 47 
productions : definitely set, with a 
foreword by Major Albert Warner 
concerning the ambitious program 
to be undertaken, but With nothing 
concerning sales policies. 

At present Warner Bros, has- 19 
Stars, 38 featured players, 18 direc- 
tors and 73 writers, the largest con-

Following the Atlantic City meet 
the sales forces shove off Friday (8) 
for the Chicago regional Monday 
and Tuesday (11-12), from there 
going to San Francisco for a two- 
day conclave June 18-19. By that 
time the sales policies will have 
been announced. 

On the 1934-'35 product a number 
of new names go on the Warner 
player list, including artists who 
have, either been placed under con- 
tract or are on .loans, They Include 
Franchot Tone, Dolores Del Rio, 
Claudette Colbert, Leslie Howard, 
Robert Armstrong, Ginger Rogers, 
ZaSu Pitts, Reginald Owen, Osgood 
Perkins, Veree Teasdale and- Edna 
Best.- 

While the production budget to 
cover the .entire program of 60 is 
not divulged, because it provides 
ammunition for forces which attack 
salaries spent in pictures, a total of

Instead of a group of producers 
haying the power of decision on the 
propriety of questioned films in 
whole or in part, as is now the 
case, the authority for a final ver- 
dict is likely to. be rendered by a 
body ot prominent citizens repre- 
senting various business. and profes- 
sional pursuits. In other words, the 
proposal on tap Is to. establish new 
enforcement machinery for the Hays 
production code which was written 
by a Catholic priest' five years ago. 

The Idea is that if the public is 
so concerned oyer the type of prod- 
uct being released, to make that 
public share the responsibility as to 
what shall arid shall not leave the 
Coast for the screen. According to 
authoritative sources, if the plan Is 
launched, It will closely approxi- 
mate the following outline: 

The present moral (Hays) code 
will stand in its present form and 
remain applicable to all major stu 
dios. The Hays director of moral 
relations, Joe Breen, would continue 
..in that capacity on the Coast and 
carrry on his duties of scanning all 
product prior to preview and re- 
lease. Should a producer of a pic- 
ture object to Breen's interpreta- 
tion of his film, then the new pro 
posal. calls for final decision to be 
left to a jury of laymen rather than 
the current appeal board comprised 
of producers.. This plan stipulates 
that both the producer and Breen 
must abide by the verdict of the 
-special body which, however, would 
only be called in the ca& of a dis 
pute. If Breen gives a picture his 
okay the responsibility remains his. 
Should he rule out a sequence or a 
scene, and the producer agree, 
there would be no necessity for as- 
sembling the appeal board. 

There is nothing definite at the 
moment as to who would have a 
voice, in selecting this jury, how a 
panel would be assembled and what 
would be the' desired number. 
Neither is anything said concern- 
ing the situation where prior to pro- 
duction Breen disapproves a script 
which a studio has bought. In the 
past most such emergencies have 
been .forestalled by the studio get- 
ting, an opinion from Breen on a 
story before jpurchase-Jt ia not often 
that a company has ignored a Breen 
: warning! but it has happened. 

This idea, now under considered 
tion in major circles, would, mark a 
revolutionary change for the picture 
business and Would come at a time, 
it is believed, when less than 5,000,- 
000 stay-away crusaders could deal a 
drastic blow to any picture.

Roman Catholic faith; 

Three members of the cast of 
'Bolero' received such missives. 

With fact coming to light that 
certain writers are organizing to 
refuse scrlpi stories which might 
be considered offensive, feeling in 
Hollywood ; s that actor-directed 
propaganda has also been directed 
against writers,, particularly those 
of the Catholic faith. 

Authors Favor Clean Pix 
One of ;he newest twists in the 
campaign against off-color films la 
an undercover organization of 
writers. Who, fearing for their , jobs 
unless the screen is cleaned up, have 
agreed among themselves not to 
work on scripts that could be con- 
sidered offensive to the religious 
groups now active In .this direction. 

Attltr le of these scenarists is 
that unless their producer bosses 
see the writing on the wall, they 
(the writers* will find themselves 
without jobs. 

The scenarists who are carrying 
on their anti-dirt campaign through 
a word of mouth claiming that some 
producers and supervisors look 
upon the religious agitation an a 
Joke. They have a further peeve 
against certain stars, particularly 
comics, who work in off -color dialog 
into scenes during production that 
was not originally in the scripts. 

Most of the writers who are in 
this undercover move aS an indus- 
try protective measure are of the 
higher bracket order.

$2,500,000, have *een withdrawn in 
the Paramount bankruptcy as result 
of the approval of the reorganization 
of the Pacific theatres owned by Par 
which were, placed under lease to 
Fox Film in 1930.

ually declining, with a brisk sell- 
on Tuesday and again' on Thursday. 
Activity picked Up on Saturday, as 
compared with Other days of four- 
and-a-half-day week <because of 
holiday Wednesday),, and again it 
was on the down side. Dow-Jones 
industrial averages, touched bottom 
on closing day at 90.85, and closed 
week at 91.41 where they Were off 
3.64 points comparied with wind-up 
on previous Saturday.. 

With industrial issues reaching! 
into new low grond and steel stocks 
touching new 1934 lows for three 
days in succession, the Amusement 
Group acted remarkably well. 
Variety's Amusement Group aver- 
ages declined 1.02 points as com r 
pared with the close on Saturday 
of week preceding. As with the in.- 
dustrial averages, they managed tp 
finish week, up fractionally from the 
bottom. The close was interesting 
in that it was at virtually the same 
level as that of two weeks ago Sat-r 
urday. 

If the Amusement Group, reverses 
its trend, as many expect the stock 
market,' as a whole, to do in the next 
few weeks, the trend is apt to be 
down rather than up/ The 12 issues 
in this group have. been showing an. 
upward trend ;for the last, two or 
three weeks. And this would only 
be .natural considering the extreme; 
heat In the middle west, and which 
seems to have enveloped the whole 
nation. Then; too, the drought 
scares in the grain raising states 
have not made the general publio 
exactly generous about spending 
their money at the box office. Labor 
unrest, strikes and threats of many- 
impending, also is a disturbing fac- 
tor, to this group of stocks, as well 
as the others. 

Loew Strongest 

Of the leaders in this group, Loew' 
was the outstanding good actor:

Dime Admish Return Seen in Chi 
As Exhibs Rush Protests on Ban 



Chicago, June 4. 
Despite all efforts to stall a return 
to 10c. admissions in this territory 
It appears that the industry will be 
forced to back away fro: i. its presV 
ent 15c. minimum and allow dime 
ducats to all exhibitors who wish to 
operate at that v price. 

This eventuality seems certain 
from the large response at the clear- 
ance and zoning meeting last week 
when the Lindy theatre asked for 
the right to let 'em in for a dime. 
So many people were present to 
testify that the board was unable 
to reach a decision on its single 
get-r together. As a result board has 
sent out a general . notification to all 
exhibitors in this territory, whether 
or not- they have signatured the 
film code. The exhibs are invited to 
be present at the follow-up trial, on 
10c. admissions which will be .held 
this Tuesday (5);. > 

Zoning board was frankly bowled 
over by the terrific response from 
the exhibitors who jammed the 
hearing room, though there had 
been, ho general notification of the 
hearing oh-the Lindy theatre case 
Boards heard some 27 exhibs in one 
session which didn't break until 
after 7 p.m. though the meeting had 
been called to order at 2 p.m. 
New Sales Policy 
Peeling on the film row is that 
the broadside" demands of the ex 
hibitors, both indie and circuit, will 
force a switch in selling policy this 
year to allow 10c. admissions. Ex- 
hibs are asking the exchanges to 
set. up a week of release in . which 
exhibs desiring dime tickets may 
operate. It is considered likely that 
the exchanges will designate the 
sixth week of general .release as the 
opening spot for a 10c. house. 

Other houses which have cases in- 
volving the 10c. admission problem 
are the Haymarket, Crystal, Olyrn 
pia, Milda, Eagle,- while the other 
exhibs with such problems are with 
holding suits, figuring one of the 
above cases will settle the entire 
admission problem once and for all

Smith, to Washington, armed with 
documents to place before NRA 
officials to have the Government 
dissolve the contract entered Into 
between the IBEW and the major 
companies last January whereby 
the IBEW took control of the 
soundmen working in the studios. 

The sound engineers Organization, 
an outgrowth of the International 
Alliance of Theatrical Stage Em 
ployees, local 695, will present 
claims that the collective bargain 
ing provisions of the NRA are be 
ing violated through members of 
the craft being forced to join the 
IBEW, and although a large major 
ity voted some time ago against 
IBEW, producers and the union 
forced through contracts which 
disregarded the rank and file of 
workers in the sound division.

An industry-wide illusion that the 
Blue Eagle has a bag of tricks from 
which can be drawn an- answer to 
every trade problem is. slowly but 
surely being shattered. This is 
being borne out as the Code Au- 
thority blazes the NRA path in pic- 
tures. And that path Is now long 
enough, industry overseers concede* 
to establish that many of the age- 
old problems of . the business ...will 
continue as such, with the code in 
its present form powerless to revise 
or correct them. 

Here are some of the thinks which 
the Eagle can't do, as represented 
in its attitude toward - such prob- 
lems to date: 

(1) It can't dictate what admis- 
sions any theatre can scale..

Lawsuits popping up against the 
Blue Eagle are causing the Code 
Authority little or no concern, NRA 
aides aver. The code itself clearly 
provides for. privileges extended 
signers and non-signers. But,. aides 
point to the recent action of the 
C.A. in designating a committee to 
determine, advisability of lifting the 
membership bars and giving several 
thousand non-assenters another 
chance to get on the line. 

While non-assenters can only de 
fend themselves, having no right to 
file complaints with the local boards 
or C.A., those who avail themselves 
of such code benefits as the 10% 
eliminations clause must contribute 
to the support of the Eagle. 

Codists are confident the .Buffalo 
plea to the Supreme Court will not 
get. far. They declare that Edward 
Wick ignored the procedure pre- 
scribed by the code; that instead of 
appealing to the Code Authority 
from the desist order to exchanges 
he went into the civil court. 

Lotteries are banned . under the 
code, NRA aides remind. They will 
ask for a dismissal of the exhibitor's 
action when it comes up for trial in 
Buffalo next Friday. 



Chicago, June 41 
Two more cases go into the ! 
of the New York code authorities 
as two midwest exhibs, dissatisfied 
with the decision handed down by 
the. Chicago clearance code board, go 
running to the eastern chieftains for 
a possible reversal. 

One case is particularly interest- 
ing because the local board ruled in 
favor of an Illinois exhib a 
squawk of too much protection and 
sliced the clearance in half. That 
is the case of the Amus-U theatre 
in LeHarpe, 111., which cq.nplalned 
against-, the 14-day protection held 
by the Illinois theatre in Macomb. 
Code board ruled that 14 days was 
excessive and" sliced the protection 
to seven days, effective with the 
1934-35 product. But M. Ewlng. 
operator of the Ahius-U is not at 
all happy with this favorable de- 
cision and is going to New York 
to ask the Code Authority to give, 
him the rieht to. play day-and-datev 
with the Illinois spot.. 

Other appeal case is that of the 
Westmont in Westmont, which lost 
its attempt to get the local code 
board to slice the protection period 
held by the Tivoli in Downer's' 
Grove. Code- ruled that the . present 
clearance setup is entirely reason- 
able.

son, but in Australia, British film' 
Imports jumped from 8.2% In 1930 ;

Figures are via-' the U. S, Depart- 
ment of Commerce andjndicate that 
the determination of" the British- 
producers to Improve, their export 
position is a serious and persistent, 
challenge to American-made prod- 
uct. 

The figures would show' that the, . 
proportionate actual gain made by ; 
British film imports into Australia > 
corresponds almost to the actual ' 
percentage of loss - -by American 
films; over the three-year period 
from 1930 to .1933 inclusive. 

Whereas British films gained. 
17.2% in the Australian market over 
this period, American films lost-. 
20.2%. The total number of im- 
ports into the Australian Common- 
wealth for 1933 were 1,479 films. Of 
this number the U. S. tops with* 
66.3%. Great Britain's percentage 
is 26.7%. During 1930, the total 
Australian film imports were 2,148. 
At that time the U. S. topped with ; . 
86.6%, while the British percentage 
was only 8.2%. 

British importations amounted to 
37.7% of the total American per- ' 
centage In 1933. 

American imports to Australia in 
1933 totaled 980 pictures while Brit- 
ain's amounted to 380. All other 
countries accounted for. only 119 
films in this period. The figure in- 
cludes features and shorts, Amer- 
icans total in features being 4G4, 
Britain, 108, and other countries, 23.

Doucet, his wordly mistress, who is 
Hans' mercenary stepmother, De 
Witt Jennings, as the unrelenting, 
goading millowner, Alan.

Two months ago B.&K. took over 
the two remaining Randolph street 
legit -houses, Garrick and Apollo, in 
quick succession. Apollo is still 
shuttered, waiting for B.&K. to de- 
cide on a policy. Garrick opened 
Memorial Day with 'B*. week pic- 
tures at 40c and 26c, which sur- 
prised a good many people. V It. had 
been expected that the Garrick 
would go in at 26c and 15c on the 
first week of general release to buck 
the Jones Woods next door. It Is 
certain that B.&K. will eventually 
use either the Garrick or the Apollo 
for that low-priced policy. 

B.&K.'s move to Randolph street 
not only clears that thoroughfare 
of any and all legit houses, but it 
intimates a move on the part of 
B.&K. to corral show business on 
that avenue. . It is the hunch around 
that B.&K. has decided that the 
hub of show biz in Chicago is 
Randolph and that the organization 
will sooner or later concentrate its 
loop forces on that alley. This con- 
tention is- demonstrated further by 
B.&K.'s futile attempts to collect 
the other remaining houses ■ on the 
street, RKO Palace and the Woods. 
Besides, there is every reason to 
believe that B.&K. will give up the 
big McVickers on Nov. 1 at the. ex- 
piration of its present option 
B.&K., has been ready several times 
to throw the house back into Aaron 
Jones' lap t but the. World's Fair 
possibilities stalled It at this time. 

Garrick. is at present noteworthy 
for the excellent remodeling, job 
Ben Adler and B. B. Buchanan have 
taken an old, antiquated theatre 
and turned: It Into a < thing of joy. 
Lobby, marquee and front are the 
flashiest thrown -up anywhere in 
these parts'. Many highbrows are 
going to sniff and cal it 'typically 
Balaban & Katz,* but for show busi- 
nes-it's okay. Particularly impres- 
sive is the new lighting oh the 
under-side of the marquee, with the 
lights running only lengthwise. But 
the globes are in deep mirror-like 
aluminum grooves which, On re- 
flection, give an impression of three 
bulbs instead of one, and on actual 
light Values give the light intensity, 
o£ two bulbs due to the mirror 
effect. Aluminum, iised plentifully 
in the. front to break up a back- 
ground of blue vitrolite. 

Seating capacity has .been re- 
duced from some 1,200 seats to 900, 
due principally to the sealing up of 
the gallery. New seats have been 
installed. Sound is Western Elec- 
tric. On the physical side the house 
has everything. 

Cost of the remodeling estimated 
at $60,000, which B.&K. figures to 
get back during the five-year tenure 
at the rate of $200 a week on the 
overhead sheet. B.&K. has the 
house for five years at a guarantee 
of $500 weekly plus a small per-' 
centage. It doesn't have to worry

Seating capacity arid 40c top, 
however, offer a problem.

whereas vaudeville would, riot have 
succeeded. 

Current show Is the sixth of trie 
series, and the cleanest. Plenty of 
trouble, with plenty of headaches 
for all concerned. Second day show 
looked more like a revised version 
of the day before. Lots of bits de- 
leted, with others substituted. A 
Clayton, Jackson- and Durante 
'Wood' bit did not prove half as 
funny in the hands of the Palladium 
Gang as when C. J. & D. handled 
It. Jans and Whalen bit from 'Art- 
ists and Models', did riot meari a 
thing and was also ordered out after 
first day. Lots of things substi- 
tuted, including other Jans and 
Whalen bits. 

Three. Sailors, who were dickered 
for In .the last few; weeks, with 
George Black claiming he would 
like them, but overhead as is al- 
ready too hefty/ Were called in after 
first day, and are now in for five 
weeks with option. Boys Only did 
their , act (as there was ho chance 
for them to rehearse any bits with 
the rest Of the gang), which has 
been hero three, weeks in last two 
months. , But despite that were one 
of the hits on bill. 

Show operied with crazy circus 
bit, introducing some club juggling, 
acrobatics and Cliff Berzac's com- 
edy mule, with. Jimmy Nervo. at- 
tempting to ride it. Some more of 
the gangs' disguises, this time to 
impersonate film actors: A few scat- 
tered laughs here and there. 

Alphonse Berg gets next spot with 
his 'fashion, shop'. Berg has not 
been here in years, but his dex- 
terousness in creating dress designs 
is interesting to the femme ele- 
ment. A little comedy infused here 
by the gang, but fell rather flat. 

This Three Bonos, originally in- 
cluded in opening scene, get a spot 
for themselyes and do very well. 
Acrobatics still this . team's strong 
suit. 'Home From the Honeymoon' 
is one of those messy bits, using 
lots of flour and water, With the 
gang getting into a filthy state; No 
'Crazy' show here is complete With*- 
out at least one of these scenes. 

Closing first halt is a sort of cab* 
aret. Nothing^ crazy' about it, ex- 
cept a little clowning by Bud Flan- 
agan, as a comedy 'waiter, somewhat 
reminiscent of Harry 'ZoUp* Welch. 
Best Item here la Irene* Vermillion, 
whose control acrobatics and jump- 
ing splits got best hand of the even- 
ing.

Chesney Allen 
then takes' charge, with entire stage 
being mussed up with broken plates 
and busted eggs. 

Closing scene is 'The Hall of Mir- 
rors', used first in the Coriimand 
show here couple weeks ago. One 
of those tinsel things, with black 
background. Nothing happened. 

As a whole show is. Very disap- 
pointing, entirely . lacking punch. 
But it should do business. It is 
booked for 10 weeks and will prob- 
ably stay about 16 weeks.

Expectation is that by June 20 a 
new company and ownership will be 
set up over Fox-Met under its rer 
organization out of receivership, 
The plan, just worked out by . the 
committee representing the:. : .holders 
of 6^% gold notes and 6%% sink- 
ing fund fold bonds, asks the cot 
operation of. the noteholder^. Under- 
stood that ;the committee repre- 
, sents about 87% of the noteholders' 
' now. Committee is sponsored, prin- 
cipally by investment houses which, 
originally distributed .the securities. 
On Nov. 1, 1931, interest was in r de- 
fault on $12,460,700 of principal, 
amount of notes outstanding and > 
noteholders protective agreement 
was reached, receivership following 
on J jne 6, 1932. 

Assets included 134 theatre lease- 
holds, eight theatre fee properties, 
in Greater New York, upstate arid 
New Jersey, plus equipment, fix-, 
tures, etc. As of May 1 last when- 
the receivers filed thelf fourth rer 
port, other assets included $400,000 
in cash. Because of the complexity ' 
of the situation it is declared impos- . 
sible, pending judicial determina- 
tion, to state the exact , line -of de- 
marcation of all items between the 
mortgaged and unmortgaged assets, 
In addition, to the $12,460,700 in 
notes and bonds, liabilities include 
$830,262 in real jestate mortgages, , 
miscellaneous accounts 6f around 
$7,000, receiver's liabilities of around 
$26,000, and other general creditor 
claims, including those of doubtful 
validity of approximately $5,461,798, 
of which $4,536,742 is the Fox The- 
atres Corp. claim*. 

During the receivership 55 theatre, 
leaseholds were relinquished' or dis- 
posed of, reducing -properties to 79^' 
Plan of reorganization, for Fox- 
Met, calling for organization of a 
new company to take over assets 
and liabilities, deals directly with 
only the 87- theatre leaseholds' ano* 
fees, with separate- provision made 
for liquidation Of the interest of de- 
positing noteholders in the unmort- 
gaged cash assets of the corpora- 
tion. No specific provision is made 
for participation in the plan by any 
general creditors except miscellane- 
ous invoice creditors whose claims, 
around $7,000, it is proposed to pay 
in full out. of noteholders share of 
unmortgaged cash* when received. 

The plan contemplates, foreclosure 
of the mortgage securing the pres- 
ently outstanding notes under pro- 
ceedings now pending in the Fed- 
eral courts. 

Capitalization . of the proposed

Stock market wertt .a, Tittle higher 
oh Moi.day, closing fraoHjionally up 
compared with Saturday.' "pre-holi 
day market on Tuesday witnessed a 
slip in stock values in listless trad- 
ing. Thursday ...-looked much the 
same as the missing Wednesday' of. 
this week to traders, and they sold 
the stocks down again. The way 
the steel issues yielded ground was 
the most discouraging factor, and 
it affected the whole market, Ex- 
cuse for selling was impending 
strikes in steel plants. However, 
this news has been out and gener- 
ally understood; for a, 'week or more, 
and a few of. the smart lads were 
beginning to think that several of 
the steel and. industrial stocks might 
soon be a buy. 

Wheat Above $1 
Thursday also saw wheat going 
above $1 for the. first time since 
last summer. -Because ,of the ex- 
pected shortage in actual crops, 
many traders rated this as bearish 
on stocks since it. might diminish 
farm purchasing power. Until the 
extent of damage is better known, 
it is hard to estimate just how this 
might affect stock values. 

Trade news generally was favor- 
able, with 'Steel operating rate UP. 
a slight rise in power output, a 
healthy increase in freight car- 
loadings and a decline in oil. produc- 
tion. On the other side of the pic- 
ture, business failures showed a 
slight increast though still more 
than 200 less than . a year ago. And 
U. S. -foreign, trade showed a big 
drop, both imports and exports, as 



compared to a year ago. 

Numerous amusement issues suf- 
fered in Saturday's drooping mar- 
ket. Columbia Pictures, on the big 
board, slumped to its -lowest point 
in the week where it was off 1% 
.points .net at 31%. It had gone to a 
new 1934 high 'earlier in the week 
When it soared to 34%, reflecting 
again the favorable dividend action. 
Consolidated Film Industries Pfd. 
nearly hit 17, and then, slid off to 
15% where it was down 1%- points 
on the. week. Fox A stock, which 
was active and strong, getting to 
16%,, also sufferer 1 in the general 
.decline and hit 13%, for a net loss 
of one point; Pathe A was another 
soft spot Saturday, declining to 
20% - and ' closing the week with 
nearly a point loss. 

Radio Pfd. 4B stock was pretty 
sloppy all week, and when the sell- 
ing hit it o'.i Saturday, it dropped 
to 28%, the lowest point it has 
reached in weeks. It closed at. 29% 
where it was 3 points net. 
Earlier in the week it had climbed 
to 33. Eastman Kodak went the 
way of the other high-priced Issues, 
and wound, up with a 2% loss at 
93%. 

Two preferred issues on the stock 
exchange went the other way. War- 
ner Preferred lifted itself 1% points 
in a day's transactions, while 
Lioew's Preferred did belter on a 
few. sales and closed up 2 points.. 

All .other common stock Issues in 
the amusement group closed with 
fractional Josses. 

Many amusement bonds also suf- 
fered.- General Theatre Equipment 
liens were off 1% points; Para- 
hidunt-Publix 5%'s lost two points 
and the certificates of the some 
bonds were , off 2% points net, and 
Warner Brothers 6's declined 3% 
points to 56%. A feature of the 
decline in., bonds was that most 
activity came on Saturday in the 
liens which suffered heaviest losses. 
Other amusement liens slipped frac- 
tionally excepting Paramount-Fa- 
mous-Lasky '47 certificates, which" 
showed a fractional gain, and Pathe 
7's, which went up 2% points in one 
day. 

Until a more definite picture can 
be obtained of the amount of loss 
that is likely from the drought and 
hot weather' in the middle west and 
northwest, the market looks like a 
pretty risky proposition. For a 
time,, it appeared that the market, 
was about to reverse its trend and 
start upwards but the heavy liqui- 
dation on Thursday, Friday and 
Saturday did not seem to back up 
such a view. However, shrewd 
traders Or** of the opinion that a 
period of slow but steady accumu- 
lation soon will start or already is 
under way. 

For the amusement group, the de- 
clining business in June; July and 
August is likely to make itself felt 
In the immediate future. With 
June and part of July out of the- 
way, .amusement stocks may resume 
a genuine upward move in reflec- 
tion of an anticipated- and an actual 
pickup in x'all business, particularly 
at the box office.

Getting this date ahead of the 
advertising for the picture will pre- 
vent most, persons from shifting 
their birthday to coincide with the 
dates... 

All who are entitled should re 
ceive cards inviting them to be 
guests of the theatre on their birth- 
day. Singles will he sufficient. AH 
others receive cards reading, 'The 
management regrets that your natal 
day does not coincide with the play 
ing ,■'■• dates for 'Many Happy Re 
turns', but you. will receive many 
happy returns on your small outlay 
if you- invest in a ticket for this 
screamer in which a happy com- 
bination of well-liked players are 
headed by those' incomparable fun- 
sters, Burns and Allen."

It makes the theatre the 
focal point of shoppers from out of 
town and where space permits, it 
pretty well pays for itself. 

Loew's probably figures that if it 
can .get the shoppers to use the 
place, it can advertise the entire 
string of theatres in the metropoli 
tan district. Sounds like a good 
scheme.

Bookmarkers 

Recent press books suggest that 
even now some publicity experts 
lack the lowdown on this useful 
accessory. They advise book mark- 
ers which center on the picture ig 
noring 'the reason for library co 
operation.' ' " 

When a grocer or a baker comes 
into a co-operation, it's through a 
desire to move his goods. He- doesn't 
mind helping theatre tickets if, at 
the same time, he can also sell hi3 
co.Tee or his' bread. But he wants 
his. 

It is precisely, the same, with 
public library. They, too, have 
something to sell, and they want to 
sell it. intensively in order to be able 
to present 'figures in justification of 
their being. They wa. t to show 
they perform a service to the Com 
munity which entitles them to sup- 
port, soma fashion, from that 
community.. 

Most libraries do not care for the 
book marker which advertises 
current or recent best seller. It 
does not have to advertise those 
books. There is usually a demand 
in excess of the library's ability to 
supply. What the library wants is 
to add to its lendlngs; to increase 
the book turnover* It wants to dis 
pose 'of the comparatively dead 
'Stcck.-^fF-lction^takes- care^ofr itself 
to a large degree. On the back of 
the marker .advertise non-fictional 
reading suggested by the title. Help 
them to sell books on the war in- 
stead .of the war fiction. Sell books 
about the South Seas Instead of one 
book. It does not even have to be a 
play taken from a book if the sub 
Ject of the drama can make for in 
terest in non -fictional titles. Get 
this slant, and you'll be able to 
plant frequent markers, and i>" 
asked for more. 



All-Star Casts 

Probably no single item has 
cost producers and exhibitors 
more: monetary loss than the ' 
name .fetich, 'No box-office 
names' is a more damning com- 
ment than 'bad picture.' Stars 
may save a poor production, 
but the best of production ap- 
parently, cannot save a picture 
without big names. 

Any exhibitor can- recall in- 
stances where a picture with 
a very nearly perfect acting 
cast and a good story has done 
a crash at the box office where, 
on its' merits, it deserved a far 
better fate. But he seldom does 
anything about it. The most 
perfect ensemble acting is of- 
fered, often with apologies, 
where its excellences should be 
blared to the skies. < ^ 

. With the stars falling more 
rapidly than they are created 
through the practice of using 
the name, in as many pictures 
,^as .possible, it would be the 
course of wisdom to plan a 
campaign of education and try 
to school patrons to respond to 
the appeal of good acting in 
which all players are working 
for 'the effect of the drama 
rather than to increase their 
own IumlnOmisty at the ex- 
pense of the general effect. 

It can best be done, perhaps, 
through the managerial per- 
sonal guarantee. The^ results 
may be' slight at first, but if the 
exhibitor organizations would 
sponsor a concerted drive, It 
might be possible to persuade 
the public that there can be 
delightful entertainment. Even 
a slight improvement will help 
the box office, which how sags 
whenever there are no- big 
names on display on the mar- 
quee. 



Stress the Bepeat 

Many exhibs have been sorry af- 
terward that they failed to give 
proper emphasis, to the fact that 
'Tarzan and His Mate' was not a 
reissue of 'Tarzan, the Ape Man'. 



They, at least, ill be keen on 
stressing the fact that "Bulldog 
Drummond: Strikes Back' is not the 
original of some years ago, but a 
continuation of that character which 
does not require a knowledge of the 
original to be comprehensive. 

Perhaps, the best gag will be the 
slogan, 'Another fast Bulldog Drum- 
mond story' to be tagged to all men- 
tions of the title, with the advertis- 
ing taking such slants as, 'You re- 
member what a whale of a story 
'Bulldog Drummond' was. Here's 
another with Ronald Colman again 
the hair: trigger hero.' 
' Probably it will be best not to 
offer this as 'better than' the origin- 
al. That's seldom a successful sales 
approach. Tell them it's as good and 
you will have told plenty. Then 
they'll probably tell themselves its 
better, and find some pleasure in 
that fact. 

If you can get a good cutout it 
will help to make up a number of 
them and make the character the 
chief sales appeal. Probably that 
will work better than any other ap- 
proach, particularly if the advertis- 
ing is started with a cutout of the 
character with merely the title as a 
prelude to the straight advertising. 
Colman is so pleasantly remember- 
ed in this character that you have 
nothing more valuable to offer. 

Paging Via Screen 

Warner Strand, N.' ., paved the 
way for 'Dr. Monica' with notices 
on the screen asking that Dr 
Monica call at the managers of- 
fice or announcing a telephone call 
Plenty of lobby stuff, but figured 
the paging would help. too.

Entrants are invited 
to make a compact exhibit of their 
hobbies, miniature ships, coaches, 
stamp collections; anything which 
permits collection or making. Ask 
each to write a card of not more 
than 200 words for the display, and 
group them as attractively as pos- 
sible. * 

Hook in to the original idea of the 
exhibit which was to the effect that 
-with greater leisure, due to the 
NRA, the people were in need of 
some engrossment for their spare 
time. 

Work particularly for novelty and 
variety. If an old soak makes home 
brew his hobby, let him enter a few 
bottles; Avoid bulky' displays, 
where possible. 

Provide"*' ballots for votes and let 
the public decide which is the most 
interesting ' llsplay, the oddest 
hobby, etc.-. Number the displays, 
to save copying names, and do not 
group two similar exhibits side by 
side to prevent confusion. 

■Most newspapers will help along 
on this idea, and it can be run up 
to something that will pull them In 
whether or not they desire to See 
the picture. Especially good for 
ample mezzanines or long lobbies, 
but as good in the rest room and 
can be. amplified with brief chats 
from the stage about the more pop- . 
ular Items.

ranks to date is featured the quality 
note rather than the matter of 
quantity. From Baltimore to Los 
Angeles it has been established that 
it wasn't so much a shortage of 
pictures as an inability on the part 
of the average complainant to be 
able to book good major product. 

The Code Authority is making It 
plain that it figures pictures solely 
from the standpoint of totality 
This takes in foreigns and lnde 
pendents as well as majors. 

Only One General Perspective 

An attitude occasionally revealed 
In answer to an exhibitor plea for 
quality is that this is outside the 
NRA realm; that, In so many words, 
the NRA has one perspective for 
all pictures produced. The com 
plainant is sometimes being told 
that he can't expect the C.A. to book 
his theatre; that if he Wants some 
more of the major product he must, 
himself, do his own negotiating. 

The only C.A. ruling so far slight 
ly different from the ordinary is 
that made in the Fox West' Coast 
appeal from the L. A. Grievance 
Board, deciding in favor of Cistrand, 
an Alhambra (Calif.) independent, 
and ordering Fox to. turn over at 
least 20 major features to its com- 
petitor. 

The C.A, took full time out, how- 
ever, before it handed down this 
ruling. Dangerous precedents could 
be. established, it was whispered. If, 
In view ..of the number of general 
pictures available to Alhambra — 
virtually sufficient product for all 
theatres — the C.A. completely rati 
fied the Cistrand contention that it 
Was not getting enough quality pic- 
tures, a right to buy angle might 
easily become injected. 

So the C.A. compromised by hand 
ing the Alhambra 13 features from 
five major companies serving FWC 
These were immediately character 
lzed in New York as strictly sluff 
product. 

Repercussions are expected to 
.come from this decision, however 
Proponents for the right to buy, 
which went down to defeat in Wash 
lngtoh last fall, view it as a pOs 
sible.wedge to re-Introduce the issue 
when the code is reopened next 
September. 

The limitations of the code and 
proof of the fact that most of the 
film field" still believes it can dis 
pose of anything under the formula 
were revealed In the C.A. dismissal 
of various of its lieutenant boards' 
decisions.

The 
bondholders are petitioning the 
courts for a review of the referee 
order approving the terms and con 
ditions of the reorganization, one 
on which trustees and attorney have 
worked for more than a year, in- 
curring some outside expense at 
the same time. 

In their petition; just filed, the 
bondholders, cite that Referee Eich 
horn refused to take proof of allega 
tlons and overruled objections en- 
tered upon the record.

week. If the anti-dual forces are 
successful, approximately 200 of the 
350 features to be made during 1934- 
'35 by major companies will be clas 
sifled as 'restricted' in 'booking con 
tracts. This means that none in 
such classification will be permitted 
to be shown on a program where 
there is ah additional feature: 

Major objective is an immediate 
understanding so that contracts can 
be corrected with the partial kill 
on dualism actively in effect .on the 
eve of the hew sales season. 

The MPTOA is working hand in 
hand with major distributors, urg- 
ing them to curtail dualism by the 
contract route. 

Reducing multi-feature policies, 
it is conceded by industry spokes 
men, can never be achieved by 
strictly exhibitor organization prom- 
ises. Recalcitrant groups — even a 
single exhlb in a territory— have up 
set ail such attempts in the past 
and are now definitely abandoned as 
being outmoded and obsolete anti- 
dual methods, 

The Blue Eagle has been of lit-, 
tie or no aid, up to the present, in 
thwarting dualism. The offensive is 
taking Into consideration that the 
code is certain not to be reopened 
until next' fall and that unless the 
present contract move succeeds 
doubles in their present quantity are 
certain to be with the industry for 
another year. 

Indies Have Other Ideas 

While the majors are pushing 
their own movement, relying largely 
upon the copyright laws and the 
wholesale support of the MPTOA, 
independent -producer forces are 
wasting no. time. Over the week- 
end they were reported to be in- 
spiring various -formations of Indie 
exhibitors throughout the country. 

The purposes of one of the latest 
trade association attempts enumer- 
ate: 

(1) 'To refrain from saying or do? 
Ing or cauBlhg to be done by any 
associate any deed or act which 
might have a tendency to destroy 
or obstruct any move that is being 
made, promoted or contemplated by 
any other organization of exhibitors, 
which might benefit the independent 
exhibitor as a whole, or in any given 
territory, even if such an organiza- 
tion is riot wholly in accord with 
our views or principles. 

(2) 'Not to recognize or to place 
too much weight upon any opposi- 
tion to our policies by any other ex- 
hibitors organization, but rather to 
work continuously along construc- 
tive lines. 

(3) *To devote Itself chiefly to the 
solution of promoting peace and 
harmony, first among various in- 
dependent exhibitor factions, and, 
second, between all exhibitors 
whether independent or- affiliated 
on policies and principles affecting 
the exhibition field of the industry; 

j- and - last to promote a closer- ; and 
clearer understanding of each oth- 
er's problems between the two vital 
factors, the producer-distributor 
and the exhibitor.'

•" ven under, the restrictions of 
the present law, the broadcasters 
find themselves at the mercy of an 
organization which claims to con- 
trol the public performance rights 
to a million or more copyrighted 
compositions,' Schuette said, slam- 
ming ASCAP. 'Under the present 
law a single innocent infringement 
of any one of these compositions 
entails a minimum statutory dam- 
age of $250, plus attorney's fees. 
The mere threat of such a suit is 
so strong a club that the American 
Society of Composers, Authors and 
Publishers has found It impossible 
to exact arbitrary licenses not only 
in practically every broadcasting 
station In the country but from 
thousands of other users. 

Remarking that broadcasters 
have ho objection to extension of. 
copyright necessary to ban unli- 
censed broadcasting, providing they 
are - properly safeguarded^ Schuette 
warned that ASCAP powers would 
be far more sweeping if the treaty 
is sighed, or the enabling act passed. 
Singling , out the provision which 
gives the author the right to. pre- 
vent broadcasts -Of , modifications of 
his work, Schuette .. said this, fea- 
ture would create a 'serious sltuar 
tlon. ..because there are few liter- 
ary or musical works that can be 
presented oh the air in exactly the 
original form.

One 
reason I thought I could make good 
as a producer Is because I had been 
reading Louella Parsons.'

info that Fields, was not available 
for radio. N 

Meantime, Frank Black, the net 
work's chief maestro, had been 
whipping into auditions shape a set 
of operettas that NBC. imported 
from. Europe over a year ago. It 
occurred to the commercial division 
of the web's program department 
that since the frame with Fields 
was out. there might be a. chance of 
celling the operettas as a substitute 
to Campbell Soup. 

Still under the impression that it 
was Fields and a crossfire patter 
session that NBC was working on 
the canning company's reps showed 
up -on invitation at the studios last 
week. They listened to the Black 
presentation politely, but after it 
was all over the Campbell spokes- 
men let loose with a withering blast.

disapproval.. , Before station au- 
thorities could do anything about 
the- matter, Joseph had concluded 
his program. 

No action 'was taken by the Earl 
of Bessborough, the King's repre- 
sentative here. Protests were so 
immediate that H. S. Gooderham, 
president of the station, and Maurice 
Rapkin, program director, acted as 
spoil as the squawks came pouring 
in. Both admitted that Joseph's 
script had not been looked over 
by studio, officials. 

In. his role as 'Uncle Al,' Joseph 
referred to the derogatory remarks 
expressed in public here by the 
Governor r General regarding the 
civic reception to Mary Pickford. 
The script read: 'If the GPvernor- 
General becomes very unpopular 
and is withdrawn, we : won't have 
to. guess very hard at the reason. 
With all due respect to those in 
authority, Miss Pickford is very, 
very dear to the people of her na- 
tive city. She is of good red blue^ 
not blue— and. therefore, we can't 
take, an affront to her— particularly 
when it .comes from an alien to the 
Land of the Maple. It was either 
one of two things, egotism or lack 
of tact. Tact is a quality that a 
gentleman in his position- should 
have plenty of.' 

Program Director Rapkin states 
that the artist made 'an unhappy 
mistake which ws regret.' He points 
out that the studio management 
frowns upon any editorial comment 
unless this comes from news com- 
mentators. 

'By the time I got in touch with 
Joseph we were besieged with tele- 
phone calls, many from pron.inent 
people, and an unfortunate, incident 
had grown to alarming proportions,' 
said Rapki

Washington, June 4. 
Nature of Federal Government?* 
new communications control policy 
will be determined this week by con-, 
ferees of the House and Senate, who 
are hurriedly trying to patch up a 
compromise bill in. time for final en- 
actment before adjournment, which 
Is tentatively carded for end of the 
week. 

Exact effect of the Dill-Rayburn 
bill on broadcasting, remains to be 
decided at conferences between ne- 
gotiators for the two Houses, Inas- 
much as each t ranch passed a dif- 
ferent bill which treated radio In 
individualistic manner. Outlook is 
that the .most obnoxious Senate 
amendments will go by the boards 
and the new act will correspond 
pretty much with existing law. 
Avoi ing Tangle 

Major concessions by the Senate 
probably will be imperative to avoid 
a tangle which would , jeopardize 
chances of getting the bill approved 
this session. Chairman Rayburn of 
the. House Interstate Commerce 
Committee, . .author of the version, 
passed by the lower branch, Is ne£ 
disposed to tamper at present witb 
the existing statute. Feels question 
of changes should be left to the 
proposed new commission which is 
to report next session on. desirabil- 
ity and. character of added legisla- 
tion. 

• -The question of how radio con- 
flicts will be ironed put depends 
principally upon the stand of Sen- 
ator Dill of Washington, author of 
the.. Senate-approved draft. The 
head of the Senate Interstate Com- 
merce Committee ifl understood not 
to be very enthusiastic aboujt 'the 
new features embodied in his meas- 
ure, but niay put up a fight for the 
anti-moriopoiy and educational pro- 
gram clauses. 

NAB. expects compromise will re- 
sult in scrapping of the provision 
of the Senate bill requiring stations 
to give equal opportunity to candi- 
dates for political office or persons 
discussing public questions. Broad- 
casters' lobby has convinced House 
leaders that v this feature is con- 
fused, ambiguous and, in a sense, 
contradictory.

Most likely agreement will involve 
a trade by which the House will ac- 
cept the Dill amendment calling on 
the new commish to investigate the 
feasibility of setting aside by stat- 
ute facilities for educational,: re- 
ligious, social and cultural programs 
and which will require the Senate 
to back down on the anti-monopoly 
amendment which limits the amount 
of facilities j^iven a single corpora- 
tion in any broadcasting area. 

The latter amendment, which 
caught broadcasters by surprise, 
was apparently a last-minute in- 
spiration with the Senate bill au- 
thor, and objections have been 
pointed out to Dill subsequently. 
Understood he agrees the provision 
is riiisleadirig and vague. Broad-" 
casters contend that this section 
might be construed to require sta- 
tions which have no competition in 
their service territories to yield part 
of their time to other stations in 
more intensively covered regions. 
Would hit particularly the one-sta- 
tion towns of the south and west. 

Major point to be resolved is size 
of new commish. Dill bill calls fca 
flye-man outfit, while Rayburn 
measure specifies seven-man body. 

The Rayburn bill whooped 
through the House Saturday (2) 
without an amendment, aside from 
a, minor.- Change. .by the .committee, 
being proposed and with only a 
handful of members sufficiently in- 
terested to participate in the dreary 
discussion. The sole alteration was 
to make the effective date July 1.

Generally Agreed Widespread Upping of Local 
Rates Will Come in September— 15 % Seems 
Universal Amount of Increase— Advertisers Seek 
to Hold Present Rates by Announce ments Spread

■General rate boost all along the * w " * w 

line in ''radio is being freely pre- 
dicted among radio men, with the 
rate increase due to hit by Septem- 
ber when the fall business starts 
hoppinsr, 

Though ..varioufl estimates of the 
amount of the raise have been made, 
it is surprising how the great ma- 
jority of the radio heads agree that 
the general upping of rates will .be 
approximately .15%. . This will bring 
the average rate of a metropolitan 
station from $-i00 to $460,^. 

This general inci*ease is being 
brought about by the expectation of 
a sharp flood of network accounts 
throughout the Industry with the 
Starting of the fall weather. And 
that therefore the only way for the 
station to make any real money is 
to increase, the revenue from its 
local sales. This despite- the new 
NBC rates, which call ' for neat 
boosts in station compensation, par 
ticuiarly i metropolitan areas 
which demonstrate any genuine su- 
premacy of an individual trains 
mitter. 

Stations feel that they have come 
to the end of their hopes on their 
present setup of prices and , that the 
only^way they can increase revenue 
is' m Increase rates.. This Is the 
basic reason for the jump In rates 
by WBBM. the CBS ace here, on 
June 15'. But other 'stations, too, 
are jammed to the . gills with shows 
due to heavy network demands and 
cannot see their way to clear any 
additional coin under their current 
scale. 

Preparedness 

Advertisers feel this expected 
general rise in time prices this 
coming fall, and many of them are 
being approached by stations with 
propositions to save that additional 
expense by buying winter time on 
the air at present prices. All sta- 
tions are willing to accept fall con- 
tracts at this time. But they are 
generally insisting that the adver 
tlser make it a 50-50 proposition 
and risk by signaturing a non-can 
cellable contract. In the case of fall 
contracts now being drawn up the 
stations are blue-penciling .the 
clause allowing the advertiser*- to 
cancel on a two -week notice. Stu 
dlos feel that they are taking a 
gamble In tying up their time for 
the coming season and that the ad- 
vertiser should be willing to shoul 
der the same amount of risk 
Rate* Holders 
Advertisers are making a general 
use of rate-holders In the announce 
ment section. Though cutting down 
on their ether expenditures for the 
summer the clients are striving to 
keep the present rates for possible 
winter expansion by using an- 
nouncement or two weekly as a 
means towards, holding the present 
price. This rate -holding system is 
being used extensively by the large 
buyers of announcement campaigns, 
particularly the patent-medicine 
companies arid the oil and gas '-dis 
tributors;

Upbeat Holds for Both Networks; 
CBS in May 100% Over May, 1933: 
NBC Luckier on All-Summer Accts. 



Columbia last month went over 
its May, 1933, level by almost 100%, 
while NBC's margin between the 
two lunar periods showed a jump 
of around 5.0%. For the first time 
since broadcasting, started, on the 
upbeat this past fall NBC has ex- 
ceeded a 1932 total. Latter web's 
total for last month was $2,450,000. 
In May, 1932, NBC took in $2,305,448, 
while the. May, »33,- tally came to 
$1,662,877: Indications are that 
NBC and CBS will maintain a sim- 
ilar upward pace through the cur- 
rent month, with the latter net top- 
ping June, 1933's, income by over 
100%. 

For last month, Columbia gar- 
nered from time sales $1,244,577, as 
compared to the May, '33 total of 
$624,256. Unlike NBC, Columbia 
did not better its May, 1932, making 
It the first time this ,year that CBS 
hasn't done so. On the accumu- 
lative business for the first five 
months of 1934, as compared to. the 
parallel stretch for 1933, ' Columbia 
shows an increase of 63.5%. 

NBC continues to disclose a 
stronger grip than Columbia In 
holding on to its accounts for the 
summer. Five of them dropped off 
the latter web last week, this in- 
cluding the Camel business which 
supported two' half hours a week. 
Because of the low grosses of last 
summer, Columbia, howev.er, will 
have little difficulty coasting through 
the warm spell. 
• In June of last year, NBC did 
$1,512,139, and CBS, $553,056.

Air Advertising Production 
Costs Greatly Exceed Sim-, 
ilar Charges for News- 
paper and Magazine Dis- 
plays 

4 A'S DATA 



American Association of Adver- 
tising Agencies has found that the 
average commercial spends between 
25% and 30% pf its . appropriation 
for network broadcasting on talent. 
According to figures, the Four A's 
says it has at hand, disbursements 
for air entertainment this past sea- 
son have . not indicated an appre- 
ciably upward course. Past . eight 
months have _ seen more big.- money 
names in radio than ever before but 
the salaries paid the nether strata 
of performers have been consider- 
ably under the levels . of previous 
years. 

As it Is, the production cost of air 
advertising is over four times that 
prevailing for. news or magazine 
print. Expense for preparing an ad 
averages between 6% and 7%. 

On the basis of the * Four A's 
analysis regarding talent costs the 
entertainment ranks should for 1934 
derive over $25,000,000 from com- 
mercial sources in radio. NBC and 
Columbia jointly are expected to 
easily pass, the $50,000,000 mark. Be- 
tween them the cross country nets 
have so far this year excelled last 
year's income, by better than 50%. 
National Association of Broadcast- 
ers estimated that the aggregate 
amount taken in by local stations 
from spot broadcasting in 1933 was 
at least equal to the total garnered 
by the major webs, which was $35,- 
000,000. With indications pointing 
to the continuance of this ratio for 
1934, radio advertising as a whole, 
it is predicated,- will have little 
trouble achieving a record tally of 
$100,000,000.

Sponsor Identification Survey 



Jack J. Bpurke of the. Department 
of Marketing at New York Univers- 
ity has conducted a radio, sponsor 
identification survey, modelled after 
the survey published during the 
spring in Variety. Results of the 
survey are substantially similar to 
the results and percentages obtained 
by Variety. 

Bmirke, with a companion, made 
nearly 700 personal interviews in 
New. York and New Jersey over a 
period, of nine weeks in order to ob- 
tain the statistical data upon which 
his summary Is based. He v discarded 
about 100 of the answers for. one 
reason or another and based his 
final analysis upon! 600 replies. 

Questionnaire used cited 20 well- 
known radio programs and asked 
listeners to identify the sponsor. All 
but three names On Bourke's list 



were used on Variety's list which, 
however, included 25 names. Bourke 
check-up was conducted under the 
guidance of Prof. H. . W. Dickinson, 
of. New York University, and was 
frankly an independent research 
suggested by Variety's own efforts 
in this direction. 

Most notable disagreement be- 
tween the Variety and university 
surveys concerns Jack Benny, a 
leader with Variety but last on the 
Bourke list. What may account for 
the poor reaction here is the fact 
that while the survey was on Benny 
switched from Chevrolet to General 
Tire. Eddie . Cantor is 13th on the 
Bourke summary, 2nd, on Variety's. 
But otherwise the relative rankings 
are. quite even, both in percentage 
of sponsor familiarity and in se- 
quence of programs, one to the 
other.

In Other Words 

Queried by Variety on his atti- 
tude toward news casting, Publisher 
Owens parried by saying further 
conferences with his confreres were 
necessary before he could come ,out 
definitely for or against the several, 
prevailing practices. However, the 
official statement skimmed the cor- 
ners with this announcement: In 
many metropolitan centers of. the 
United States radio broadcasting 
stations, owned arid operated by 
newspapers, have rendered an out- 
standing press arid radio service to 
their readers and listeners. It is the 
intention of the management to 
achieve the same high 'standard of 
service for T^RHM:' 

KSTP, local NBC outlet, Is one of 
the pioneers in the freedom of the 
airwaves regarding news casting, 
Stan Hubbard, v. -p. and gen. mgr., 
being one of the prime factors In 
the formation of Radio News Asso- 
ciation, Inc., of which his station is 
one corner of the. triple alliance 
formerly represented by KNX, 
KSTP and WFI. 

WCCO, local CBS. affiliate, is, on 
the other hand, tied in with the 
Publishers' National Radio commit- 
tee plan. Thus, the prevailing set- 
up puts WRHM squarely in the 
middle. 

It will be Interesting to local radio 
observers to see what the new pub- 
lisher-owners will decide anent 
news casting, since they can't, being 
newspaper-owned* buy the RNA 
service — and it is considered un- 
likely that they will string along 
with the so-called 'news' dispatch 
se rvice dished out by the PNR 
members.

Decision in the case of Alfred Kreymborg, poet, against Jimmy Durante 
and NBC for alleged violation of copyright, raises a point of law. 
Court found that copyright does- not protect public performance of poems 
or books for profit. It does protect dramas and musicals as well as 
sermons, addresses and the like. — 

Poems in question were later incorporated in a copyrighted . drama, but 
the court ruling was that the poems having been severally copyrighted 
as such before Inclusion in the drama, the blanket covering of the dra- 
matic copyright does not afford them the claimed protection. 

Claims must lie under the first, instance of copyright and subsequent 
adoption into a better protected form doed not accrue to their benefit. 



Toronto, June 4. 
Statement of E. A. Weir, former 
assistant to Hector Charlesworth, 
chairman of the. Canadian Radio 
Commission, that CRC staff artists 
Were running a racket in 'teaching 
auditionists the . art of broadcast- 
ing as a sideline to Commission 
duties,' is denied by Stanley Maxted, 
regional director for the Govern-, 
ment-owned network.

Publishers r.s a body held their 
first meeting on the new contract 
last week. Copies , of the agreement 
as drafted to date were distributed 
among those attending, with the 
suggestion that they study it and 
turn in their suggestions for modi- 
fication to John G- Paihe, chairman 
of the Music Publishers Protective 
Association, who in turn will pass 
them on to the publisher members 
on the ASCAP board. 

Pubs at the gathering were in- 
formed what provisions of the 
agreement members of the ASCAP 
board* agreed upon.

Scramble among publishers to have their songs plugged on the air by 
indiscriminate paying of leaders for special arrangements, took a divert- 
ing' turn when one pub took- his plaint about being' double 
crossed by a hotel bandman to the . American Society of. Composers, 
Authors and Publishers. He demanded that the society . do something 
as to getting back the $25 he paid a leader for a special arrangement 
that didn't materialize. 

Accused bandman,- in the meantime, got to two members of the ASCAP 
directorate with .his version of the dispute. He contended that even 
though he wasn't given a generally annotated treatment on paper; the 
arrangement, his combo played was riot the same as the publisher's stock 
orchestration. What he had done, said the leader, had been to give the 
•number a 'mental ' reconstruction', and as long as this version differed 
the slightest from the stock arrangement he contended that he haft kept 
his 'part of the agreement 

Rules of the Music Publishers Protective' Association, of which the 
complaining publisher is. a member, specifically prohibits the compen- 
sating of band leaders for special arrangements.

Basic purpose of the; Magistrate's 
decision is to determine whether, 
as License Commissioner Paul Moss 
contends, the agents are* =merely 
employment agents coming within 
the province of the law, or, as coun- 
sel Maurice Goodman and Harold 
M, Goldblatt for the reps, claim, 
they are personal representatives 
giving acts and performers unique 
and special- service and advice. 
Magistrate Brodsky can either dis- 
miss the city's complaint or hold 
it over for a trial before a jury in 
Special Sessions. Conviction in 
the latter court could mean a maxi- 
mum fine of $500 or a maximum 
jail sentence of six months or both. 

The agents who received sum- 
monses to appear in - court were 
Jack Curtis & Charles Allen, Mark 
Leddy and Eddie Smith, Marty For- 
kins, Charles Yates, Ferdi Simon 
arid Harry " Romm. Curtis was 
chosen as the test case at this hear- 
ing for all the agents, the reps.' 
counsel conceding to Corporation 
Counsel assistants, Sidney B. 
Schatkin and Herman J. McCarthy 
that the sum and substance of his 
testimony would be similar to the 
answers that could be gotten from 
the remaining seven.., Curtis, how- 
ever, never reached the witness 
stand. 

Buster West's Case 

Testimony from Willi under ex- 
amination by Schatkin revolved 
around the booking of Buster West 
through Curtis into the Palace, 
N. Y., at $750 for the week. Willi 
admitted that Curtis had submitted 
the act for employment by RKO; 
that the RKO Booking Agency de- 
ducts a 5% booking fee from acts; 
that the Vaudeville Collection 
Agency, an RKO subsidiary, gets 
another 5% from the act"s salary 
that., went to .Curtis. When ques- 
tioned by Schatkin as to the reason 
why the 5% wfis deducted from the 
act's salary for. the agent, Willi 
admitted, with prompting from 
Magistrate Brodsky,; that this was 
done to protect the agent. Brodsky 
here, laughingly referred to actors 
as 'roamers.' 

Under cross-examination by 
Goodman, Willi declared that he 
had frequently gone to see acts on 
the suggestion of Curtis in outlying 
theatres, and some times in rehear- 
sal halls, and that the agent had 
pointed out the changes he pro- 
posed to make in these acts/ This 
testimony was part of Goodman's- 
attempt to ..prove that the agents 
are personal representatives and 
play a part quite different from 
that of an ordinary employment 
agency. 

The booker stated that the RKO 
Booking Agency was duly licensed 
by the City of New York and that 
it took out 5% from acts' salaries 
in conformance with the employ- 
ment agency statue. Asst. Corp. 
Counsel Schatkin, however, was 
under the impression that the law 
contains no stipulated maximum 
commission that an agency can ex- 
tract from an employee, but Good- 
man set him straight on this, stat- 
ing, 'The gross commission an em- 
ployee can pay an agency Is 5%. 
This the booking agency extracts: 
from acts, so, in asking that Curtis

Official body of German actors, 
with headquarters in Berlin, denies 
any boycott of American acta as re- 
ported recently. Organization states 
that not only is the report liable to 
cause disturbance among Interna- 
tional artists, but that good artists 
were, and always will be welcome in 
Germany, . 

On the other hand, the letter 
brings out that German artists have 
more of* a complaint against the 
U. .8. than American acts have 
against Germany, for. It states, 
eight German acta were cancelled 
this season by RKO-^-aomethihg, as 
far as known this has never hap 
pened in Germany, as the author! 
ties will force managers to. fulfill 
their contracts.' 

Report that the German artists 
association protests was in of* 
feet that Germany , was only ioa-^ 
porting about three or four acts a 
month now, against the dozen odd a 
month that were booked there be- 
fore the Nazi government. The let- 
ter, however, does not refute this, 
detailing that In January four U. S.

Maintaining a torrid pace all 
season, John Mason Brown of the 
Evening Post winds up as batting 
champ in the legit critics' Swatters' 
League. With a very nifty average 
of .908. for trie "33-'34 legit season, 
Brown gave a 44-point trimming to 
is nearest competitor, Gilbert Ga- 
it briel of the American; John Ahdef- 
j eon of the Journal finished' third at 
% .353 

This is Vaiuett's 1.1th annual 
compilation of the New York legit 
reviewer's' critical hits and misses^ 

By % a strange coincidence Ga- 
briel's batting percentage of .864 is 
exactly the same as his .'32-'33 aver- 
ago,, with which he won the box 
score. But this time it got him no 
•better than second. Brown's win- 
ning figure of .908 is exceptionally 
high for a full season, being only 
nine percentage • points behind the 
record of .917 established by Gar. 
briel in '31-'32. 

For Gabriel, finishing second 
rather than first, might prove to 
be lucky rather than sad. Had he 
won it would have been three in a 
row for the American's actor- 
scarer. That would hi^ve prompted 
Variety to turn the whole box score 
over to Gabriel, arid, let him wrassle 
with the dang thing himself. 

In snapping. Gabriel's Whining 
streak at two, Brown kept alive the. 
bugaboo which has followed all 
double winners since the annual box 
scoring began. But for Brown it 
was only gettiri' even, for Gabriel 
stopped Brown three years ago. after 
Brown had knocked off the batting 
crown in '29-*30 and '3Q-'31. Gabriel 
had been a two-timer once before, 
In '26-'26 and '26-'27. 

Between Brown and Gabriel this 
box score business is getting to be 
a two-man proposition, it seems. 
They've combined to take, the title 
lor the past five years and together 
have won seven , out of 11. The 
other members of the Broadway 
critical league are getting ,to re- 
semble the Brooklyn Dodgers. 

This year's score keeping- com- 
menced Augi 23, when the season 
officially opened with 'Love and 
Babies,' and ended May 17, when 
Invitation to a Murder, was ad- 
judged to have concluded the legit 
year. During that period 120' shows 
opened. By their box office , ratings 
14 of the shbws were hits, 16 mod- 
erately successful and 81 flopped. 
Six shows, all flops, that opened be- 
tween June 1 and Aug. .1 :are 
Xslass'ed at 'summer shows,', and, as 
is the custom, not counted in this 
tabulation.

Richard Lockrldge of the Sun, 
who finished seventh last year, 
jumped two places this time to take, 
fifth with .774. He is followed by 
Dean Percy Hammond, whose mark 
is .763.

Only 36 
cases of slipping it to 'em easy dur 
ing '33-'34, with everybody more or 
less calling them as they saw them 
Garland was the worst offender in 
this respect, but his eight 'no opin- 
ions' in so far as they lead the field, 
denote more than anything else the 
general improvement in that respect. 
Atkinson, whose evasions formerly 
were up in the 20's, delivered but 
six this time. Only Mantle, whose 
star system demands an opinion, 
was totally immune. 

Mantle was the most prolific 
show-catcher, seeing all but 14 of 
the season's premieres.

ducers enjoyed a decided improve-* 
ment during the '33-'34 >ogit season.

Even more satisfaction was . de- 
rived by the legit boys • from the 
results of their dealings with Holly-

approximately 1800,000 in buys for 
film rights of *33-'34 legit shows. 
This large item went far in helping 
tte street to recoup its stage losses. 

At the bqx office the 120 shows in 
the season just , ended smashed no 
records as a whole, but they did 
fare better than those of any season 
since 1929. Quality, not. quantity, 
counted. The 120 new shows pro- 
duced totaled three more than '32- 
'33, but still considerably below the 
annual quota of 150 to 200 that pre- 
vailed five and more years ago.

While Equity's 21st.ahnual meet- 
ing at the Hotel Astor, New York, 
Friday (1) Was not accompanied by 
all the flt-eworks expected, there 
were several closely contested votes 
on new amendments to the . consti- 
tution. Much more important was 
the lack of -interest by the member- 
ship at large. Leaders viewed the 
growing listnessness of old-line 
members with no little concern. 

There were 448 members in at- 
tendance, but only 241 were paid up 
in dues and privileged to vote, the 
others being onlookers, but with 
booing and 'shushing rights. At 
least 1,000 Were expected and the 
grand ballroom was engaged. 

Because an important element In 
Equity failed to attend, the younger 
group, an organized minority, domi- 
nated the session, but In a generally 
orderly manner. Only boisterous in- 
terlude during the afternoon came 
when a member lisped, admonitions, 
to the gathering and referred to the 
group as being 'insurgents' and 
'radicals' who should not be per-, 
mitted to Sway the membership. He 
drew plenty razzing. 

Regular Ticket/ Elected 
Regular ticket which included six 
nominees by the younger group was 
elected; officers being named for 
three years. Group succeeded in 
getting two out of four of its pro- 
posed amendments adopted. Two 
were not decided on until Saturday, 
when four tellers counted the votes 
at Equity's .offices. Because of 
closeness in rising votes, ballots 
-were=thcn^Gaiit. : on«b.oth^pri3PiisaL%=: 
Meeting was eonchuled on schedule, 
by five o'clock, although it was 
thought that another session would 
bo needed to consider the flock of 
resolutions which the group had in 
mind. Only one was considered and 
the balance will doubtless come up 
at "the next general meeting, slated 
fur September.

Amendment , most closely contest- 
ed was that which will give mem- 
bers in. arrears of dues for not more 
than 12 months, the . right to vote.

Imme- 
diate cries for a recount ended in a 
closed ballot, When the count was 
made Saturday it was first an- 
nounced the amendment was adopt- 
ed;, 121 votes to 120, a tie being 
prevented when one vote was 
thrown put, that member owing a 
small amount of dues. Monday, 
however. Equity announced that the 
count was tied up, because of which

Some indication that the result on 
that amendment will be put to ref- 
erendum, as provided for in the con- 
stitution, Clause, reads that if less 
than 750 senior resident, paid -Up 
members are present, amendments 
may be put to referendum at the 
discretion of the Council or by peti- 
tion of 100-paid-up members. Deci- 
sion will be made after Council takes 
action one way or another on the tie 
vote. 

Loeb's Talk 

Equity leaders fought the arrear- 
age amendment, while Philip Loeb, 
virtual leader of the younger group, 
calmly spoke for its adoption. 
Loeb's contention was that, any 
number of reputable actors, were 
actually unable to pay the dues be- 
cause of scarcity of work, and he 
argued that such members should 
have . a year's grace In time of 
stress. 

The other amendment' which .was 
balloted on, but defeated 13a to .98, 
would have had all nine of the nom- 
inating committee named from the 
general membership. Present rule, 
which holds,, calls for six from the 
k membership and three from the 
council. Since a majority count 
goes in deciding on nominees, there 
was no real argument for a change, 
^ and the leaders said that the trio 
'from the council really represented 
non-resident members. 

One amendment adopted gives the 
general membership the - right to 
amend, the by-laws, provided there 
is a two-thirds vote registered at 
general .meetings. This amendment 
is, a check on the council, which 
up to now has been the controlling, 
power in Equity. Group wanted a 
mere majority vote to make changes 
or add to the by-laws, but the older 
leaders won the two-thirds point 
Other amendment provides. for four 
general meetings annually, there be*, 
lng little opposition. Speaking . in 
favor of it, Albert van Dekker, one 
of the group's representatives 
elected to council, said such meet- 
ings are needed because th 'actor 
is dying on his feet, standing 
against the wailing wall and talking 
about the good old days.' - 
Gillmore Flustered. 
Gillmore, it was charged after the 
meeting, became flustered during 
the meeting and when putting one 
.amendment to vote was said to 
have asked: *Do you wish to adopt 
this proposal and thereby register 
objection to the opinion Of your 
leaders?' Peggy Wood of Council 
was. all primed, to go and read 
paper objecting to any element in 
Equity attempting to 'traduce 1 : your 
officers.' 

Strength of the liberal group will 
probably develop later because it 
elected six members to the Coun 
cil, which has a quorum of seven 
Howe; r , the average attendance In 
Council meetings is between 18 and 
20. Total number of Council mem 
bers Is 50, 10 of whom are elected 
annually. 

Single resolution considered and 
referred to.

On July 22 the Wagner Festival 

lays In Bayreuth will once again 
commence. Mrs. Winifred Wagner, 
Richard Wagner's daughter-in-law, 
who is the manager of the Bayreuth 
festival plays and the preserver of 
the Wagner tradition, has on this 
occasion made statements concern- 
ing the most important questions of 
interest to the inland as. well as 
The main question, natural- 
ly; at present is economic. 

Bayreuth has always known eco- 
nomic crises.. While Richard Wag- 
ner .'was still alive the plays in 1878- 
1882 had to be interrupted. Then, 
as a result of th«. war and the In- 
flation, period, the plays .were 
stopped for 10 years. • -After ; that 
one- third, of the visitors, stayed 
away, which proved another finan- 
cial blow. The first year to show 
any progress was 1930.' 

But the times when good profltB 
could.be had are. gone : and the re- 
serves created by the. royalties, 
which ceased • when the Tights' be-, 
came extinct in 1933, are. exhausted.

Washington, June 4. 

Complete Retails of the Home con- 
vention of the Copyright Union were 
revealed" here. when, the full text of 
the treaty to; which the United 
States has. been urged., to subscribe 
was published by Congress. The 
ban of secrecy was removed by the 
Senate following hearings on the 
Luce- Cutting bill paving the way 
for U. S; ratification. 

The . pact provides: 

1. That copyright protection shall 
be extended to the following literary 

\ and artistic works r 'All productions 
in the literary, scientific and artistic 
domain, whatever the' mode or form 
"of expression, such, as: books, 
pamphlets and other writings; lec- 
tures, addresses, sermons and other 
works of like nature ; ' dramatic , or 
dramatico-musical ' works; choreo- 
graphic works, and. pantomimes, the 
staging (mlse eh scene) of which is 
fixed in writing or otherwise; mu- 
sical compositions with or without 
words-; drawings! paintings; works 
of architecture and sculpture; en- 
gravings and lithographs; illustra- 
tions, geographical charts; plans, 
sketches and plastic works relating, 
to geography, topography, archi- 
tecture, or the sciences.' Also cov- 
ers 'translations, adaptations,, ar-. 
rangemehts of music and other re 7 
productions transformed from, a lit- 
erary "or artistic work, as well as 
compilations from different works.' 

2. Authority to exclude; partially 
or wholly, political discourses or 
debates is reserved to individual 
countries!. Each nation may provide 
own conditions under which lec- 
tures, addresses, sermons and like 
works may be reproduced by the 
press. 

3. The convention extends to pho- 
tographic works and 'to works ob- 
tained by any process analogous to 

•^/photography.' 

4. Authors in one country ehall 
enjoy in other countries the rights 
given to their nationals. 

5. Representation of a dramatic 
or- dramatico-musical work, per 
formance of musical production, 
exhibition of work of art, or con- 
struction of piece of architecture 
does not ■ constitute 'publication.' 

6. Authors not within Jurisdic- 
tion of a country of the union may 
obtain protection, in all countries 
by publishing /works In one of the 
member countries. But when an 
outside country does. not. protect 
In an adequate manner the works 
of authors within the union, pro- 
tection for outsiders may be con- 
ditioned or restricted. 

7. Author retains right to object 
to changes in his work 'which may 
be prejudicial to his honor or to his 
reputation.' 

8. Period of protection extends 50 
years beyond life of ihe*author, sub 
Ject to limitations imposed by mem 
ber nations. For collaborators, pro 
tectlon is determined by death of 
last survivor. 

9. Serial storied published in 
papers or magazines of one country 
may not be reproduced in other 
countries without author's consent. 
Economic, political, or religious ar- 
ticles may be reproduced unless 
right is expressly reserved > 

10. Protection does' not cover 
•news of the day' or 'miscellaneous 
news having the character merely 
of press information*' 

11. Right to borrow lawfully from 
literary .or artistic works is gov- 
erned by. legislation of each country, 
and any treaties, between individual 

nations. 

12. Stipulations of the convention 
Lpply 'to the publife repi-esehtation* 
of dramatic, dramatico-musical and 
musical works 'whether these works 
are published or not.' Authors pro 
tected against unauthorized public 
representation of a translation. 

13. Authors enjoy exclusive right 
to authorize use of their works for 

^.broadcasting under conditions pre 
"scribed by each nation. 

14. Unlawful reproductions in- 
clude 'indirect, unauthorized appro- 

;i ^^priations^of^a^literar-y^or^artistic 
""Vwork, such as adaptations, arrange 
ments of music, . transformations of 
a romance or novel or of a poem 
Into a theatrical piece and vice 
versa, etc., when they are only the 
reproduction of such work in 'the 
"same form or in another form with 
non-essential changes, additions or 
abridgements and without present- 
ing the character of a. new, original 
Work.' 

15. Subjeot to domestic restric- 



tions. Of ieach nation, authors of 
musical works have sole right to 
authorize adaptation for mechanical 
reprodu > and public perform- 
ance by mechanical means; 

16. Authors have sole right to 
authorize reproduction, adaptation 
and presentation of works by cine- 
matograph. Cinematographic pro- 
ductions protected as literary works 
when author gives the work an orig- 
inal character, but if this character 
la missing the protection is the same 
as photographic works. 

17. . Author's name must be signed 
to give him protection. Work pub- 
lished under anonymous or pseu- 
donymous name is, protected under 
name of the publisher who is the 
representative of the author. 

18. Infringements may be. seized 
by authorities of countries where 
the original work has right to legal 
protection. 

19. Convention covers all. works 
Which have not fallen into the. pub- 
lic domain of the, country of origin 
because of expiration of copyright 
term. No new protection afforded 
works which have fallen into, the 
public domain. 



Non- Story Pi 

Recent sales of book matter for 
pictures once more . prove that a 
best-selling volume, with little ot. 
ho picture angles, has as good, or 
better, chance of purchase for films 
than a little known work of narra- 
tive fiction. 

Such books as 'Life Begins at 40' 
and 'The First World War* have 
been bought for pictures, while nu- 
merous pieces of fiction go begging. 
'Life Begins' at 40' is. nothing more 
than a health treatise, while 'The 
First World War' is a compilation 
of photographs of the World War. 
Purchases of the picture rights in 
both cases were actuated by the 
value of the titles and the ideas they 
may possess, 

Last year Universal acquired the 
film. rights ".to the news record 'Only 
Yesterday.' Company used only the 
title, which it affixed to a foreign 
play. 



Pub*. Ask Plagiarism Immunity 

That $100,000 plagiarism suit now 
pending, in which P. F. Collier & 
Sons Co., publisher of Collier's, is 
co-defendant with Edward Gard- 
ner, Jr., author of a story that ap- 
peared in the mag a year ago and 
allegedly plagiarized, is claimed by] 
publishers to be a grossly unfair) 
situation. It is their contention 
that the publisher of a plagiarized 
story should not be held liable with 
the plagiarist. 

Publishers point out that it is 
utterly impossible to determine" If I 
a submitted story is an original or 
a. copy. There is no means of 
checking up on stories, and an edi- 
tor would have to read — an*-remem- 
ber — everything published to spot 
an infringement. 

Various means are used by some 
of the mags to avoid Just such an 
occurrence as the difficulty now 
faced by Collier's, but they are not] 
wholly satisfactory. Some mags 
accept a story only on condition 
that the author attest to Its orig- 
inality arid absolve the publica- 
tion of any possible plagiarism suit 
Other mags, like the Munsey 
group, pay new authors, or those 
.Unknown to the editor, after publi- 
cation on the chance that the same 
story may be claimed by another. 

Publishers, however, don't want 
to rely oh authors' statements and 
the memories of editors to avoid 
suits for plagiarism, and feel that 
the law should be so amended, that 
the blame would be placed solely on 
the plagiarizing soribbler.. 

Suit against Collier's and Gard- 
ner was brought by Robert Wins- 
more. Wlnsmore' charged that the 
Gardner story was a copy of his 
'Almost . Rellly,* which appeared in 
the Satevepost. in 1931.

Pembroke Stephens, "British news 
paper lad, expelled from Germany 
by authorities ^nrho were offended 
by. the despatches Stephens relayed 
to his London sheet, was the corre- 
spondent for the London' .'Dally Ex- 
press.' Stephens sent first-hand de 
scriptions of conditions in Germany 
to London and these apparently 
were unfavorable to the present 
German regime. 

In the May 16th issue of the Lon- 
don "Daily Express,' under Stephens' 
by-line, appeared a supposed first- 
hand account of conditions in Ham 
burg. His despatch .calls Hamburg 
■'a graveyard among cities,* and he 
cites that war-time scenes of suf 
fering have returned to that town 
as the export 'trade, on which Ham 
burg depends, went completely flop 
ro under the Hitler policies. 

Stephens mentions interviews with 
working-men and sailors who, ac- 
cording to his despatch, are dissat 
isfled with the Hitler rule.

Fair itself is in fine shape to come 
out- into, the money. It has al- 
ready, paid off 60% of the. original 
bond issue, which is a Record in it- 
self. And from every indication .the 
Fair will take in riipre than enough 
to pay off .100%. and if .it does so 
will be the only exposition in the 
history of the world to accomplish 
this feat. Only some $3,000,000 re- 
mains to. be paid off, and, that sum 
will be garnered from only 6,000,000 
admissions at 50c a head. Besides, 
the Fair has a piece of every con- 
cession on the grounds, that per- 
centage having caused rriany con- 
cessions to. drop out entirely. The 
Fair is slated to collect percentages 
running from a minimum of 17% 
of the gross gate receipts to 40% 
of the receipts and others in grad- 
uated scales depending on the gross. 
The lowest percentage of 17% ap- 
plies against restaurants with heavy 
overhead, while the 40% comes from 
concessions with no nut arid little 
upkeep. That latter group takes Jn 
the playtime and amusement tricks 
and how -those concessionaires 
howled and are howling about the 
Fair's .share of the taker 

[But it was ^take-it-or-leave-it on 
the part of the Fair officials who 
weren't so hot fOr the Coney Island 
at! any time. They feel that the 
public can get that around at their 
ainusement park or county fair. But 
despite the cool attitude on the part 
of! the Fair, the Coney Island Boys 
sat up and begged for spots on the 
grounds, even though they are 
juggled over into a hide-away, lo- 
cale. That attendance mark of 22,- 
500,000 last year has 'em sold. But 
the question is: what will be the at- 
tendance this year, and of that at- 
tendance how many will take the 
trouble to hunt out the hiding place 
of the amusement section? 

. Show business locally is hopeless- 
ly divided about the Fair. One-half 
Of the showmen are mire that this 
summer will top 1933 by at least 
5,000,000 people, while the other half 
can't see the Fair for dust. 

Meanwhile the rest of show busi- 
ness here is taking it On the chin at 
present, repeating the June disaster 
of last year. But they are all hold- 
ing their breath and waiting- for the 
July-August mobs of 1933 when 
there were so many people in town 
the theatres had to take tho roofs 
off to accommodate the oustomerH.

TIE-IN PLUGS 



Chicago, June 11. 

Taking a cue from sponsored ra- 
dio programs, commercial films be- 
lieve that they have at last found 
their way Into big money through 
use of regular show business meth- 
ods and show biz: personalities. In- 
dustrial films have, learned that the 
public is not interested in sitting 
through six reels of celluloid which 
show some hunks of machinery in 
operation or s demonstrate; how this 
gear fits on that gear. To the laity 
it's just another piece of. machinery. 

Industrial film men have discov- 
ered that people are interested, not 
in machinery, but in other people. 
Which means personality. 

This is something that showmen 
have known for years, but to the 
commercial film men it breaks as a 
new discovery, a new light, and the 
way to genuine click after having 
dubbed around in the darkness for 
the past fiye years. 

Industrial reel makers now are 
selling the agencies and advertisers, 
not pictures of their factories, but 
show biz personalities first and the 
factory second. With the break- in 
through radio having accustomed' 
the advertisers to show-mindedness 
the film men are finding it pretty 
easy to get this point across. 

Starting with the regular 'hearts 
and flowers' love story as told in the 
Ford motor car company, feature to 
the Olsen and Johnson film ride for 
Swift packing company, the indus- 
trial film without question shows 
this new trend. 

Radio Show Tie- Up 

Many advertisers are planning to 
tie-in their radio programs' with 
their industrial films, signaturing 
the talent to work In both media so 
as to better identify the personal! 
ties with the product and the manu 
facturer. 

American Airways recently com- 
pleted a flicker with a regular 
Broadway cast , of 17 principals and 
42 extras. Among the principals are 
Stanley Andrews, William Rams 
dell and Virginia West. 

What has particularly heated the 
industrials lately are the great plug 
insertions in recent films. Particu- 
lar bubble in the lot is the reference 
in that 'Three Little Pigs' cartoon 
to the Fuller Brush man, while the 
thre^ pictures centering around 
Greyhound Buses in the past, two 
months is another thing eating at 
the hearts of industrial rivals.. 

Trend Is in the direction of bigger 
and better names in these commer- 
cial Alms, and one. firm is now 
working on. a commercial film for a 
toothpaste which will use seven ra- 
dio and six Hollywood names. ,

Propose Recreational Boards of Approved Cinematic 
Amusements in All Cities, Specially Designed 
for Children 



Minneapolis* June 11, 

Virtual Government control of all 
young people's entertainment actiyK 
ties through establishment in every 
American town of a municipal com- 
munity motion picture . theatre for 
children is contemplated as the 
principal part of a project being 
sponsored by the National Congress 
of Parents and Teachers, nation- 
wide organization haying a member- 
ship of 1,400,000 throughout the.' 
United States. 

Announcement to that effect was 
made here by Mrs. Bobbins Gilman, 
national chairman of motion pic* 
tures for the Congress, who has 
started an active campaign to bring 
the scheme to fulfillment. 

Under the proposed plan which 
has been given . the official backing 
of the Parent-Teachers Association 
there would be a recreational board 
In every city in complete control of 
all amusements for- children. 

With Mrs; Gilman, long prominent 
as a social worker and reformer 
here, in active charge of the. cam- 
paign, steps will be taken by local 
Paren t • and Teachers' organizations 
everywhere to obtain enabling legis- 
lation which will extend; -echool 
board powers or provide for newly 
organized municipal recreation 
boards to provide and administer all 
children's entertainment activities. 

Next fall Mrs. Gilman will make 
a trip through 27 states to furthei 
the' project. 

May Even Produce 

The children's theatres would be 
supported by the municipalities. 
Only such pictures, would be shown 
as were, deemed suitable for young 
. people. Producers would be asked 
, to co-operate in providing film ma- 
terial*' Eventually the project might 
be broadened to include Federal 
production of pictures for young 
people. 

Mrs. Gilman points out that in 
practically every city there, are 
school auditoriums which could, be 
, utilized, for the proposed purpose, so 
that new theatres need not be built. 
In its earlier stages, she explains, 
the project calls for visual education 
to supplement text books' in the 
schools, with producers commis- 
sioned to supply educational filmB, 
and the use of community house 
auditoriums in cities for the exhibi- 
tion of films regarded as suitable 
entertainment for children. 'The 
local recreational boards would pro- 
vide and administer leisure time op- 
portunities for children,' explains 
Mrs. Gilman. 

The boards would be publicly sup 
ported and supervised.' Every state 
but Nevada now has a State Parent 
and Teachers' Congress and most 
towns throughout the country have 
local congresses, she says. The plan 
already has been adopted and Is be 
ing promoted in all states but. five, 
according to Mrs. Gilman who also 
Is president of the Federal Motion 
Picture Council of. America which 
has been seeking the creation by 
Congress of a f ederat commission 
to supervise the selection and treat- 
ment of all fll material and trade 
practices.

slon couldn't take it— a stinging 
razzing of the deletions made from 
motion pictures — so the National 
Council of Freedom from . Censor- 
ship; a unit- of the American Civil 
Liberties Union, is seeking a show- 
down on whether or not the p'ublio 
Is entitled to flnJ out what has been 
removed from- films. 

A demand that - the reports be 
made, available to 'interested citi- 
zens' has been made on State Edu-. 
cation Commissioner Frank: p. 
Graves, Chancellor James Byrne of 
the University of the State of , New 
York, and; each member of the. Board 
of Regents. The Education Depart- 
ment has jurisdiction, over, the ' 
sorshlp division.. 

Accompanying the demand was a 
memorandum, which said: 'If the 
censors accurately reflect current 
standards of morality and decency 
they have nothing to lose by a pub- 
lic-Inspection of their work. If they 
do not, then, as public- servants, 
they should welcome correction. 
With' the growing influence of. prop- 
aganda films, the opening of ' the 
records to the public Is of increas- 
ing Importance. It is vital that 1 , in- 
terested citizens have the opportu- 
nity to check what ' is eliminated 
from such films as the German 
Nazi 'S. A. Mann Brand,' the - Sov- 
iet Russian. 'Broken Shoes' and the 
projected Ne.v Deal films. 

'The argument that the effects of 
film censorship are nullified by pub- 
lishing the printed^ skeleton de- 
scriptions of what is eliminated is 
ridiculous.. The refusal 'of the 
Board of Regents to release its' cuts 
violates the rights of the taxpaying 
citizens of the state/ \' 

The National Council On ' Free- 
dom from Censorship formerly 1 was 
given descriptions of the deletions, 
from January, 1932, until August, 
1933, These were published in 
pamphlet form under the title of 
What Shocked the Censors.' In 
Augua\ 1933, the council was noti- 
fied 'objections . have been raised 
against the publication of the re- 
ports' and. no more of them were 
made public.

Among the first companies to file 
a petition under the new Bank- 
ruptcy Act ort . Thursday (7) was 
Radio-Keith-Orpheum. This de- 
spite the fact that ho reorganization 
plan for the. company is at hand. 
However, \>y- making the. move to 
come within + he bounds, of the Cor- 
porate Bankruptcy Bill, RKO ex- 
pects to be. able to. move speedily 
and more safely into reorganization 
at the proper time. 

Under the new act, companies 
such as RKO, which is In receiver- 
ship, and, therefore, not Insolvent, 
but alleged to- be -unable to meet 
maturing debts, Is hot known as a 
bankrupt but as a 'debtor.' It's one 
of the technical distinctions allowed 
by the new act. 

RKO is a Maryland corporation. 
The company Itself asks for the 
right to come wltblri th'e "definition 
of the new ict, find in its petition 
makes no request' specifically for 
appointment of trustees, except that 
in addition tr the right to reor- 
ganize under the new bill. It asks 
the- court, for. such other and further 
relief as the court decides it shall 
have. 

This infers that RKO has no aim 
td shift fro .1 tho Irving Trust, pres- 
ent receiver for the company. Tech- 
nically what RKO asks for is an 
extension of the present receiver- 
ship but with leave to reorganize 
from . within, Instead of having to 
assent to a sale of assets and sub- 



sequent reorganization under a ne\? 
holding firm or something. 

Altogether it may take the couTt 
about two weeks to act and finally 
dispose of the RKO petition, but in 
the meantime, M< H. Aylesworth, 
president of RKO, has Issued a 
statement that, while no reorgani- 
zation plan had as yet been pre* 
pared, the corporation took action 
so as to be in a position to reor- 
ganize as conditions permit. 

He also stated that neither the 
receivership .or th© new. proceed- 
ings aifect. the operations of ; the 
picture producing and distributing 
subsidiaries of tiKO or its princi- 
pal theatre subsidiaries. 

The RKO petiton which was pre- 
pared by RKO's downtown legal 
counsel, Cravath, de Gersdoff, 
Swaine & Wood,, through Attorneys 
Leonard Adklns and" Bruce Bromley, 
of that firm, is one of the most 
complete petitions filed under -the 
new act. 

This peti.icn not only alleges that 
the company will be unable to meet 
debts when maturing but. renders 
a fairly clear history of . the com- 
pany's receivership action and other 
actions pending, besides appending 
a detailed balance sheet of the firm. 

The petition is a voluntary one, 
and mentions that RKO has been 
in receivership since January 27, 
1933.

New Bankruptcy Act 
Forestalls Outside 
Control for Fox Met 



There is only an outside chance 
that any outside bidder will gain 
control of the Fox Metropolitan the- 
atres group. While Warners and 
Loew have been mentioned as like- 
ly bidders, any feasible chance 
either may have figured to make a 
successful bid looks to go astray as 
a result of the new Corporate Bank- 
ruptcy Bill. 

The present bondholders' group of 
Fox Met, controlling, as it does, 
around 80% or more of the claims 
against Fox Met, can go into court 
any time and and, as a protective 
move, petition for reorganization 
under the new Bankruptcy, Bill. Do-, 
ing this, the Fox Met group avoids 
the necessity of any foreclosure sale 
under whlqh. competitive bids for 
the circuit assets can be made. 

The Bankruptcy Bill allows for 
reorganization without foreclosure 
or sale of assets providing two- 
thirds of 'all classes, of creditors 
agree.. 

There is a curious tangle sur- 
rounding that Warner intention to 
bid for Fox Met. That's aside from 
the generally known - Warner antip- 
athy to the Skouras brothers ever 
since the Skourases and Warners 
spilt. There is the additional fact 
that the Warner Intention to move 
into the Fox Met situation, if it can, 
Is primarily tacked on the Warner 
difficulty presently to sell Its prod- 
uct to Loew or RKO,. on expected 
terms. 

In such: a predicament Warners 
are left only that avenue of looking 
around for theatre buys in the New 
York area. The Meehan talks on 
the Warner buy^m of Meehan's pre- 
ferred s tock hold ings in Keith - 
Albee-Orpheum are stated to have 
proved non-feasible. 

Under the foreclosure proceedings 
as planned, however, Warners could 
make a counter-offer for the prop- 
erties involved as against the one 
pending. There's this to consider, 
however, that the bondholders' 
group can bid to the full amount of 
their $10,000,000 bond representa- 
tion, which could force a competi- 
tive bid to rise above that figure, or 
possess certain financial emolument 
elements for creditors not contained 
or which may be superior to those 
offered under the current group 
plan. 

Insiders figure this unlikely to 
happen, and, with the final determi- 
nation up to the y court, anyway, it Is 
possible that the court may be in- 
clined to figure that the bondhOld-.

Speed with Which Petitions for Corporate Relief 
Were Filed Seemingly Awaited President's Sig- 
nature to New Statute— Roxy Theatre and RKO 
in Receivership, Par Already in Bankruptcy 
Courts— New Move Designed to Expedite Reor- 
ganizations and to Best Preserve Assets 



Almost simultaneously with Pres- 
ident Roosevelt's signing of the 
Corporation Bankruptcy Bill on 
Thursday (7) in Washington, com- 
panies In New York either in re- 
ceivership or bankruptcy directly 
or Indirectly took steps to have 
their respective company reorgani- 
zations come within the meaning of 
the new act. Petitions Were filed 
in the Federal District Court of 
N. T. bri behalf of Paramount-Pub- 
ilx. Radio -Keith- Orpheum and the 
Roxy theatre. 

Roxy theatre and RKO are in re- 
ceivership. Paramount-Publlx com- 
pany already was in the bankruptcy 
■ courts. 

The hew Bankruptcy Law is de- 
signed .to alleviate the financial 
troubles of industrial firms and 
municipalities. The bill allows for 
reorganization of a company from 
within on the sayrso of the aggre- 
gate two-thirds total of each class 
of creditors involved. .Under the 
new act sale or liquidation of a 
company's assets is avoided. 

In the case of all the companies 
in the industry which are seeking to 
benefit under the new Bankruptcy 
Bill, It means that reorganization of 
each of the firms can be had, if the 
court allows, without any physical 
or financial transformation of the 
company Involved. Companies can 
retain, thir respective physical iden- 
tities and reorganize. 

Thus, were the court to allow any 
or all of the petitions of the three 
industry firms involved in the pres- 
ent, requests, these firms would re- 
tain their respective names and 
physical setups as is. Under the 
old law there had to be a liquidation 
in the case of bankruptcy and a 
subsequent sale of assets, and In

. Plan for Par Too Indef Now 
In View of Co. s Petition Last Week 



All current estimates as . to when 
a reorganization plan will be set 
definitely for Paramount are prema- 
ture. There are too many problems 
involved. Additionally the plan 
Would have to await the Federal 
Court's disposition of the bondhold- 
ers' requests to allow reorganization 
under the Corporate Bankruptcy 
Bill. This should take In Itself two 
to three weeks. 

It is also not. uncertain that more, 
than one plan, by more than one 
group may be offered. 

That some kind of a bond Issue, 
although a small one, may have to 
be considered by the reorganization 
people, is likely because of the pos- 
sibility that certain bond holdings 
may be held variously in trust. 

In the main, the reorganization 
group as represented principally by 
Kuhn, Loeb is known to be consid- 
ering a possible large preferred 
share Issue in which bondholders, 
certain creditors and common stock- 
holders will share on some equitable 
basis to all. Under such a plan, as 
was! followed In various other In- 
dustrial bankruptcies,. common 
shareholders can have their stock 
exchanged on some basis for the 
new. shares. But there's nothing 
definite except that it's certain for 
the common shareholders to get a 
break, in an y Par re organization 
plan. 

That's on general principles, and 
also because there are large blocks 
of Par shares held by various banks 
in the Par . picture and without, not 
to mention Par employes. 

Then again In the possible consid- 
eration of a preferred issue there 
comes the question of the likely 
status, of the banking group credit- 
ors of Par in connection with the 
much discussed negative hocking 



case. Under the Securities Act, 
these banks may be unable to ac- 
cept a stock interest in Paramount 
That at least a part cash settlement 
with these banks may be made has 
been on tap right along. 

Perhaps in this connection also 
the various parties to .the reorgan- 
ization purposes may have to un- 
dertake a bond issue to satisfy these 
banker claims additionally. 

But above and besides all these 
angles, it may well be that if the 
banker group claims cannot be ad- 
justed to suit all sides, that these 
same banker people may of them- 
selves offer an alternative plan 
when the time comes for such 
action. 

Then again there " is. some talk 
that certain stockholder groups may 
offer a plan also for consideration. 
There are around 30,000 stockhold- 
ers of Paramount. In the final 
analysis it's all up to the court for 
ultimate determination, and what 
the creditors will .accept is some- 
thing nobody presently can tell, 
even before the matter gets to the 
court. 

It is logical to * 'a -me that any 
reorganization plan offered will in- 
clude some provision for executive 
operation of the company and the 
makeup „6f same to some extent. It 
appears hardly possible that a slate

with the plan, tut it can well be 
that upon acceptance of any plan 
the flrsjt step will-.be the election of. 
a board of directors. 

Quite naturally such a board will 
get its selection impetus from the 
group that controls whatever • re- 
organization plan is accepted. It 
will be the board which, after its 
creation, will pick its operating offi- 
cials. r

There were two petitions filed in 
the Paramount situation. The Fed- 
eral Court clerk's' clock, however, 
indicates that the petition of the 
Vanderllp Debenture Holders' Com- 
mittee had beeh filed ahead of the 
second petition which was recorded 
on behalf of three bondholder cred- 
itors holding in the aggregate 
around $15,000 in bonds, par value; 

The Vanderllp petition repre- 
sented holdings of around 2,400 
bondholder creditors. Allegations 
In each instance are similar, but the 
Vanderlip petition comes fully S5 
minutes ahead of the presumedly in- 
dependent petition. Both allege that 
the debtor company will be unable 
to pay its debts as they mature, and 
ask to allow Paramount-Publlx^ to 
come in under the new Bankruptcy 
Law for purposes of more economi- 
cal and more expeditious reorgani- 
zation of the firm.. 

Each of the petitions, including 
that of RKO and the Roxy theatre, 
ask that a trustee or trustees be 
appointed for such purpose. These 
requests do not indicate— and as ex- 
plained on the Inside In each In- 
stance— do not mean' that, the trus- 
tees of Par are aimed to be changed 
or that the respective receivers of 
the Roxy theatre and RKO (Howard 
Cullman and the Irving Trust re-» 
spectlvely) are to be shifted. As 
explained, the new Bankruptcy Act' 
actually means only an extension 
of the present status of any of the 
firms involved. 

-Some significance may be placed 
on the fact that Instead of the 
trustees of Paramount or the ref- 
eree or the Par company Itself ask- 
ing for leave to come within the 
new' Bankruptcy Law, it was the 
Vanderllp committee that did so. 
Some may , also put an 'involuntary* 
interpretation on the petition as 
filed by the three Independent de- 
benture holder interests, in the case 
of Paramount. But this is open 
also, especially since the Vanderllp 
petition was filed first, according "to 
the records. 

Change of Trustee? 

It would create more than pass- 
ing interest if ultimate results in- 
dicated that the Vanderllp petition 
or the indie bondholder petitions 
were aimed to change for new Par 
trustees. It is known that certain 
creditors have been most dissatis- 
fied with one of the three trustees 
over certain claim settlements and 
deals as approved by. one of tfce 
trio. 

One of these is the matter of . the 
Paramount Building reorganization. 
Another matter said to have Irked 
certain creditors is the contem- 
plated ERPI settlement. Still an- 
other rub comes, by way of a pro* 
posed AlHeM deal; With so much 
dissatisfaction having been ex- 
pressed over these proposed deals 
and settlements In some creditor 
quarters, reports have come that 
one of the Par trustees may resign 
voluntarily within the fortnight if 
not sooner. 

Such a. report may bear cor- 
roborative import on the inference 
that in connection with either the 
Vanderllp committee petition under 
the new Bankruptcy Act, or the in- 
die bondholders' petition, that cer- 
tain new trustees or a new trustee 
is sought by creditors.

Thus the relative petitions of the.

Day before the picture' opened at 
the Capitol the original legit ver- 
sion rounded put Its 300th perform- 
ance. The New York showing of 
the film had been, deferred to pro^ 
vide for a New York run, though 
the Group theatre had small idea 
that it would be still on in June. 
Present intention is to keep the 
stage play on to see whether the 
screen version will affect its 
draught.. 

Picture had been doing well out 
of town for two previous months. 
In some few towns, it got extra 
business on the strength of local 
stock production, but these spots 
were few, and in most bookings it 
will be Gable who does the major 
drawing, though word-of-mouth is 
pretty strong on this release. But 
It is as a vehicle for Gable and 
not as a New York stage hit that 
•Men' will do most of its collecting. 
(Film was once before reviewed in 
Variety on its Chicago engagement, 
over a month ago. This is the regu 
lar on-Broad way review). 

'Men' is ne of the outstanding 
recent releases, a keenly sensitive 
translation of the stage version to 
the screen, in which process it gains 
greatly in pictorial value, though 
this is at no time played up over 
the theme. The scenarist has done 
an excellent bit of writing, sincere, 
tender and convincing, and in spite 
of the fact that practically all of 
the action is held within the hos- 
pital — and there are bits which are 
deeply and emotionally moving — 
the picture still classes as enter- 
tainment and not in any sense a 
relative of the horror cycle. It is 
-sound writing; designed to bring the 
utmost to the screen, and there is 
no straining for comedy effect. 
There are laughs; some strong ones, 
but they rise out of the story and 
not from extraneous material. 

The story is familiar — the surgeon 
who gives his best energy to his 
profession and .thus irritates the 
woman he is to marry and who sug- 
gests that she is rich enough to 
permit him to adapt his office hours 
to their social engagements, in- 
stead of permitting, his px'actise to 
upset their social plans. Eventually, 
she is led to realize the importance 
of the. work, chiefly through the ef- 
forts of her fiance's preceptor,, who 
is eager to have his protege go to 
Europe to perfect his technique, All 
of this is told clearly and under- 
standably. The spectator is never 
at fault for motives^ It is all 
clearly defined. 

There is a side plot in the nurse 
who in an excess of admiration for 
his skill virtually seduces him and 
who dies while seeking to avoid 
^the^cjms^ uejace-^o^ 
very nearly upsets the major love 
affair. All of this is told in a style 
singularly free from clumsy devices, 
and the plot moves swiftly and 
naturally to its end. It does not 
Rive, during the showing, a hint of 
its footage. 

The story provides .luble with 
bettor opportunities than he has 
had in recent plays and permits him 
to disclose a tenderness wholly for- 
eign to the rough stuff he has been 
doing. He dominates the picture, 
though he has to .share many 
scones with Jean JTershnlt. Myrna 
Loy is an excellent choice as 



Gable's society admirer and reacts 
perfectly to her assignment, Eliza- 
beth Allen is excellent as the er- 
rant nurse, and the scene in 0able's 
room is played as well as it has 
been directed. The entire cast has 
been selected with care, and the re- 
sult is an ensemble effect seldom 
attained in pictures. 

The production is heavy, but ali- 
ways good taste, .the atmosphere is 
convincing, and the nice camera 
touches helpi particularly the death 
scene in which the' doctor readjusts 
the hospital bed, which has been 
angled . for- the greater comfort of 
the patient. This straightening 
process takes her face out of the 
camera field arid leaves only a cross,' 
the shadows of the window frame, 
against the white wall. 

From every angle 'Men' classes as 
oi>e of the current triumphs. It is 
cinematography at its best. Chic.

Growth, of duals 
will bring national demand up to 
TOO plx : 'a year, they contend — local 
makes included— as in silent days 
Last year's supply and that of yeai 
before totaled about 400. 

To prove present film shortage, 
exhibs told the minister that at their 
last association . meeting, April 18, 
manager of the Clichy Palace was 
still looking for a film to be shown 
May 18, Saintr Michel Cinema had 
nothing to run after end of May, 
half dozen other houses would have 
no films after June and July, and 
many more, in Paris and provinces, 
even using old films, would be 
stuck for bookings by August. 

Chains in Same Fix 

Big chains, such as Pathe and 
Gaumont, are in the same fix, says 
the association statement, althougn 
they supply their houses from their 
own producing units. 

In order to determine require- 
ments for. the 1934-35 season, says 
the: report to the minister, theatre 
owners have taken the. following 
factors Into account: 

1. Increasing competition, due to 
the construction of new cinemas, 
and particularly the constant in- 
crease In the number of sound 
equipped houses. 

2. Common practice of showing 
two feature films, in response to the 
demand of public. 

3. Inability of independent the- 
atres to get French films from the 
big producers, who hold them, nat- 
urally, for their own. chains. 

4. Increasing need to pick -and 
choose among French pictures, 
which are of irregular value. 

On this point the exhibs take a 
good crack at the local production, 
pointing out tactfully that 'It does 
not behoove us to criticize the 
goods which we ourselves offer to 
the public,' but 'among the 174 
French films issued in 1934, only 20 
were excellent, commercially speak- 
ing, and G5 were of medium qual- 
ity:' 

This is the real reason for the ex- 
hibitors' protest, although natural- 
ly it is soft-pedaled here. 
. Exhibs deliberately leave aside, 
from main body of their report 
the question of non-dubbed foreign 
films, because they, in general, can 
only be shown in specialized houses. 
They however, that 100 such 

could easily be used in a year, ith- 
out damage to the French trade. 

Present regulation forbids foreign 
language film to be shown In more 
than five houses in Paris and 15 in 
provinces, and exhibs ask that thi 
restriction be removed. 

M. Nebenzahl, against whor 
French workers have been. squawk- 
ing on ground ' that he gives for- 
eigners the breaks' in making film 
■Depression Is Over,- retorted that 
he. was giving employment to 500 
Frenchmen, on his picture, and 
threatened to take, his business else-, 
where if the French didn't like it. 
A^sTT>^lalTnetl~nr?frp^ 
zen. not German, and says his e 
ployme'nt list compiles with polk' 
regulations. 

Nebenzahl's critic, nay that all 
they want is for hi tn to use French 
teelinifians more. They point to 
Paramount, Metro and Alliance

(['FA ellstribu'ting organization 
here) as example of Franco- foreign 
film houses which know how to eo- 
operatf l>y employing, almost, 100 7i 
Frene'h si iff.

pink and lemon dresses for a vocal 
introduction.' for Lyman. The girls 
were hot picked for their voices. It's, 
pretty terrible, but it's brief. Then 
Lyman and his - boys, into a fast 
number, with the quintet getting 
laughs on 'Picblb. Pete.* Gets every- 
one in the mood and it's easy to 
shove on the rest of the show after 
that. 

Eleanor Powell gets in the first 
and some off. the hardest licks, with 
a friendly audience. They liked her 
and Were far from being reluctant 
to tell her so. She did three bits and 
then had to hush them with a 
.speech. Gives place to Ella Logan, 
a sort of English boop-a-doop girl, 
with a rapid enunciation and a ra- 
ther heavily English opening song... 
Does a second number and then 
tackled TH Be Glad When You're 
Dead,' which is a couple of years too 
late; Makes a nice appearance in 
long white skirts and does not essay 
dancing.

Vilma and Buddy Ebsen get 
more noise from the audience, though 
they might have done even better, 
perhaps, up in front of Miss Powell. 
On strict tapolbgy she smears them, 
but they win on their Ingenuous 
youthfulness. 

For the first time there is a close- 
in, girls back in line formation 
against a plains drop In a brief 
Spanish dance to pave the way for 
Carrillo in his Mex get-up from 
•Viva Villa.' He goes into a line of 
patter evidently written for this trip 
and none of his old standby s. On a 
shade too long' for a. single talking 
act at this stage of the game, but 
brought back for a flock of bows and 
a brief mention of 'Villa.' He does 
not work through a mike,, but the 
stage sound -grabbers pick him up 
and the amplification helped, though 
he got over as .clearly on his final 
nod, which was away from the 
mikes. 

Follows a number with the band- 
stand converted into a battleship 
with the usual turret backing and 
playing the martial airs from 1812 to 
date. Line on for the finish in white 
satin naval uniforms to wave signal 
flags while the turret is taken up to 
show a profile battleship.

Every so often they talk about 
moving the opera into Radio City- 
Rockefeller Center. This week 
they've not only moved in the opera, 
but Carnegie Hall, the lyceum and 
the chautaqua platforms as well— 
they have everything there but i 
picture house presentation. 

It's a most lethargic and unln 
spired cinematic prolog, an all 
wrong idea of what sort of a stage 
hors d'oeuvres belongs in the Music 
Hall. That it comes at this time

just doesn't Jeff. 

To further retard, what should 
now be designed as a crisp summer 
entertainment comes a mlsnomered 
VJay Divertissement/ which includes 
more-than-10 minutes of an brth 
odox concert piano recital, Liszt'; 
•Concerto in E Flat/ by Henrietta 
Schumann. The Stelnway artiste 
has been here before and as before, 
evidences her virtuosity to tho full, 
but just the same more than 10 
mlns. of Liszt in a picture house, 
whether lt'fl in Rockefeller's citadel 



or in the . Idle Hour dime nabe, is 
all ,wro'ng showmanship. 

'Milady's Jewels' which starts 
this portion of 'Gay Divertissement/ 
is set against a magnificent 'So- 
phisticated Lady* background, but 
somehow the girls' costuming isn't 
as effective as the inanimate settin~ 
The line should have been in sleek 
and slinking black satin gowns in 
stead of those burleycue-type 
tights. Sunny Fuller, acro-con 
tortive steppeuse, is featured. 

'Lazy Daisies' Is the finale and a 
Tin Pan Alley seventh heaven as a 
plugfest for 'I'm Not Lazy — I'm Just 
Dreamin.' That carried the plug 
to the nth degree but still, even 
if jt did become wearisome, it was 
something ;more in the popular 
cinematic tempo. At least it re- 
tarded those audible yawns of Im- 
patience which seemed to sway the 
house. Roy Barnes is the featured 
vocalist and Jack Lenny the billed 
specialist on the hoof. Vocal chorus 
and Rockettes combine in this num- 
ber. 

The vocal Intro is set agaihst a 
street scene which may or miay not 
have been meant to be Harlem.

(middies). " , . 

Buster West; who always works 
in gob togs, fits ideally as the i next- 
to-shut.

He's 
been backed with -one of the best 
publicity and exploitation : cam 
paigns accorded any visiting star, 
and has gotten more newspaper 
breaks than anyone who has ever 
hit Frisco. 

Holding the show to a maximum 
of 40 minutes, to push the cus 
tomers but in a hurry. Running 
five a day over the weekend and 
four rest of the week with full 
houses at all shows, and if top of 25c 
and' 40c was higher, gross would 
be sky high. 

Cantor m.c.'s the show, sprinkling 
here and there, and tossing In 
few of the familiar songs, all to his 
usual good- results. With him ojri 
stage aire Lillian Miles, .' last here 
with Olsen and Johnson in 'Take 
a Chance'; Mahon and Rucker, 
dance team: Frances Northrup, solo 
dancer. Miss Miles docs a pair of 
hotcha songs, Mahon and Rucker a 
waltz and Miss Northrup an aero 
number before the line of 12 girls 
The girls, incidentally, were form 
erly In the Jay C. Fllppen unit 
which has busted up.

The Palace is vaudeville's best 
alibi. 'Vaudeville's dead/ vaudeville 
says, 'because the Palace is gone. 
Vaudeville is just as. glorified at 
the Circle.' And the latter spot 
plays shows on around a $1,000 
weekly budget. 

If the current show can be taken 
as a criterion— and on recent evi 
dence it can— rail that's left of .the 
Palace is' the' marquee out front. 
Certainly, it hasn't the stage en- 
tertainment, now — and this is more 
important in its absence — It's 
strategy in booking the shows at 
the theatre's anaemic budget. This, 
former ace house, which has sunk 
to the level of a family- time break 
in jump-off, has apparently lost all 
vestige of vaudeville showmanship.' 

Present layout of five acts has 
dancing in the closing three, and a 
suspicion of dancing in the roller 
skating opener. The only act not on 
the hoof is the deucer. 

And, heavy on dancing it is just 
as sorely lacking in comedy. Three 
Slate Brothers, reformed, hoofing 
trio, now relying mainly on knock 
about, are holding down the chief 
laugh spot in next-to-closing, while 
Reynolds iand White, with a sur 
prise tramp and musical novelty, 
are in the deucer. At best they are 
both claimants to second positions 
in vaude houses, but on this par- 
ticular show things might have 
looked better if Reynolds and White 
were moved back to somewhat 
break the terp monotony. 

Another, angle the booker missed 
completely this semester is the fleet. 
Like the old Palace touch, so is sex 
appeal absent. Twelve Aristocrats 
containing seven girls, is the only 
thing in the layout that could pos- 
sibly attract the tars. Six! of the 
girls comprise a line working with 
six male partners in hoofery and 
slight adagio— and there is nothing 
so impersonal as an ensemble. So 
all that's left to make a gob sit up 
and take notice is Neila Goodclle, 
a brunet and voluptuous blues solo 
1st with the closing flash; There 
were a few sailors in the sparse 
audience at the show caught, and 
maybe the blonde cashier out front 
had more to do with that- than the 
show inside. 

Following the Three Robblns, 
fairly exciting mixed trio on roller 
skates, Reynolds and White spring 
their amusing tramp and musical 
conglomeration. Their laugh re 
turns lies in the trick makeup of 
the male, who lights the tip of his 
nose, does bends over the pit and 
shoots fire-crackers from the seat 
of his pants, hat and homey violin 
Until she uncovers near the turn's 
blow-off fbr a violin solo, nobody 
suspects that the other tramp Is a 



gobd-looktng femme. The unmask- 
ing gets applause and a how-off re- 
ception that probably could not be 
duplicated without the 'surprise. 

Jack Whiting, from musical com- 
edy and now billing himself as from 
radio/treys almost entirely on his 
nerve and a bubbling personality 
that works the same all the way. 
His singing is never strong, ma. 
dancing finish is an J™**?**™*' 
punchless routine, and bis *wo- 
male piano accompanists, wlwx are 
given a big opening buildup in a 
special, hardly live up to the pre- 
scription in sock. Whiting got a 
nice hand from the polite Palace 
customers. ■ ' . „ , . 

Slate Brothers' hoofery following 
Whiting is the explanation of why 
they are next^to-closing instead of 
Reynolds and White. Whiting dur- 
ing his act always threatens to 
break into a dance. Slates really 
dance, and the audience responds, 
after the usual mayhem stuff so 
common today with former hooflng 
combos. . A . ... 

Closing '2 Aristocrats dance well, 
but everything that goes before 
dulls their edge. The one thing 
they can count on in this show is. 
Miss Gbodelle's vocalizing, which Is 
pleasing. Act is nicely dressed and 
mounted and should be sureflre in 
a more favorable position. 

With It all the Palace has one 
claim to vaudeville originality this 
week: There Isn't a mike used in 
the entire show. Maybe that's why 
the bill ruhB only 60 minutes.

.worked last year was a small card 
over each telephone in the guests' 
rooms reading: 'You can catch the 
7 p. m. bus Into town,- get there in 
time to see the entire show at the 
Grand, with leeway to catch the 
last bug back. Call Main 1893 for 
the current and coming programs/ 
Only cost was the cards and a sum 
xner season, pass for the proprietor. 
But it cost an additional weekly 
ticket for two to get the bus driver 
to stop In front of the theatre going 
and coming. Figured that It helped 
business last year about $60 a Week. 
Another town has arranged for a 

-small card to be placed in the mail 
box of each arriving guest with the 
starting times of the shows, and the 
bus schedule. Printed back to back 
to prevent tearing off the house ad 
and saving, only the bus times, 
Small enough for the vest pocket 
or the feminine purse. A variant 
on this is the; telephone message 
slip, printed up with, 'While you 
were out (blank space) called;' 
Filled in with the name of the the- 
atre and 'to tell you that next 
week—* with the titles of the 
shows. Phone girl fills these in 
during her spare time, .for which 

,«he gets a weekly pass on her day 

Off; . 

In another spot the theatre pro 
vides the menu cards in return for 
its imprint at the top while in an- 
other the newsstand sells combina- 
tion theatre and trolley tickets at 
a reduction. Tough to get them 
away from the Cool beach or up in 
the hills, 'but It can be done. 



Kills Two Birds 

Killing two birds with one stone, 
W. J. Souttar, of the Palace, Wichi- 
ta, offered, prizes for the best let- 
ters in which the writers took up 
the cudgels for either 'Rothschild' 
or Viva Villa' as the better picture. 
The write could take - either side, 
but his letter was expected to show 
that he had seen both of the pic- 
tures. 

Offer was made to clinch the fact 
In the minds of patrons that two 
outstanding pictures had recently 
played the theatre, and to impress 
them with the idea that that was 
where the big fellows came. *Vlva' 
was the current offering, and the 
contest was primarily a business 
builder for the --Metro- release, but 
it helped to remind of the second 
treat. 

That's building up a house tradi- 
tion that will last when both pic- 
tures have passed. Not all stunts 
can be similarly treated, but the 
wise manager is always looking for 
a chance to do his house some per-: 
manent good, realizing that the 
house will be there after the pic- 
tures have gone elsewhere. ^- 

Seems to be a development of the 
resent grab for patrons to think 
only of the immediate ticket selling 
end and forget, the institution, yet 
institutional advertising will not 
only help the picture touted but, to 
some extent, every picture played, 
through the suggestion that the 
theatre should be patronized no 
matter what the attraction. 

Most managers are forgetting 
that they have two things to sell: 
the picture . and the theatre. The 
latter may be the more important.

Having a special letter to heads 
of women's clubs, . and wanting to 
give it the greatest emphasis, a 
manager sent but. his limited list 
by special delivery. He figured that 
a registered letter would convey a 
wrong impression while a telegram 
might alarm some of the women, 
but a special delivery seemed to 
give it just the right touch to gain 
the desired emphasis. Apparently 
it did, for he got action on 18 of 19 
letters sent out. 

Another manager tried the tele- 
phone and got bawled but by three 
women for calling them to the 
phone when they were busy. He 
talked fast, but he lost three good 
connections. He got better results 
some time later, by sending a glib 
talker to interview the prospects. 
Girl opened with an apology for 
taking up their valuable time, and 
that flattery seemed to reach the 
spot. . 

In one town a theatre was anx- 
ious to. hook to fraternal organiza- 
tions. Wanted to circularize the 
members, but none of the secretar- 
ies seemed willing to give up the 
addresses or mall ' out the printed 
matter themselves. Offer of 10% 
on all tickets sold put the matter 
in a new light, and the added sales 
apparently justified the split. 

A great deal depends on the ap- 
proach, and a wrong approach may 
not only hurt that scheme, but flop 
any other effort to get at a par- 
ticular class. Pays to figure , just 
what's right and not go at it by 
the trial and error method. 



Bright Idea, but — 

Sometimes good ideas are not as 
bright as they sound when they are 
thought out. Recently an exhib 
copied the idea of Variety box score. 
Each patron was given a voting 
slip on each picture attended. He 
was to mark it 'good' or 'bad,' ac- 
cording to his judgment and drop 
it in a box. Each night the votes 
were tabulated. At the end of three 
months the scores were to be' to- 
taled, with prizes to those closest 
to the box office reaction. In the 
case of level percentages, the per- 
son calling the turn on . the larger 
number of shows got the decision. 
Idea took hold nicely, and the in- 
terest ran high. But the scheme 
was a dud. Exhib figured rightly 
that those who voted 'good' would 
go out and try and send in others 
to fortify their estimates. 

Forgot to figure that those whose 
opinions wese adverse would do the 
same .thing. -..Scheme , has. ..been 
changed for the second quarter. 
Prizes now go to those calling the 
largest number of winners. That 
seems to be working out better. 

However, that will be dropped 
since the man who does the wor- 
rying has It doped that anything 
which quickens the critical spirit is 
not good at the place where opinion 
counts for most.

Teaser Book 

Gag that works . well oii any story 
with a trick ending is the teaser 
book for the lobby. Book is -mad© 
of sheets of cardboard, with a mov- 
able page. Top page spills the 
story, being worked out so that it 
arrives at the chief moment of sus- 
pense at the bottom of the page. 
Reader turns the page to find, 'To 
learn how it all came out, see . the 
picture on the screen. It would be 
a shame to tell you, how it ends.' . 

The book is a useful piece for any 
lobby display, with a weekly change 
of copy, not always of the teaser 
type, or they'll get wise and ignore 
it. Can be raised waist high and 
used to carry stills as well as de- 
scription, . or for all text. 

Covers are made of compo board 
or three-ply veneer. The cover is 
done in burlap or other stout fab- 
ric, and can be lettered with the 
name of the house. Inside are one 
or two loose pages, hinged either' 
with rings, similar^ to a loose leaf 
book, or with straight butt hinges. 

To jazz things up for a special 
picture, the book can be shown: the 
week before with a padlock and a 
sign indicating that when the lock 
is removed an important, message 
will be disclosed. 

Everyone knows that it will - be 
advertising, of course, but curiosity 
is a powerful spur. If desired, a 
little ceremony, can be gone through 
with when the book is unlocked,, 
with the mayor wielding the key.

The security 
which the Hays organization had to 
oiler 'from its build-up and relation 
with "women's club throughout the 
country over a period of years is 
now being openly derided by such 
independents. 

Industry Bewildered 

Industry leaders entered the 
week-end in- an admitted state of 
fear and complete bewilderment as 
to what tack to take in combating 
the Catholic Church drive which 
they conceded, while only in the 
skirmish stage, is already taking 
toll at many U. S. box offices. Of 
a score or more methods of retalia- 
tion none could be figured clothed 
with immunity from adding to the 
apltation. In national producer and 
exhibitor headquarters the opinion 
ot overseers in both camps was to 
'take it on the chin' a little longer, 
and for the industry to remain in 
silence until the Catholic Bishops 
deliver theit ultimatum from Cin- 
cinnati on Tune 21. 

Three big salvos from Cardinals 
preceding the convention are ad- 
mitted t.b have removed whatever 
skepticism existed among picture 
strategists. As long as the Church 
refrained from Federal censorship 
some of the leaders figured the 
situation could be handled. Cardi- 
nal Mundelein reversed this opinion. 

The Catholics can't win as long 
as they stick to banning some pic- 
tures and authorizing others. The 
lists would only confuse their flocks. 
Film strategists 'who believed that 
also went into reverse when Cardi- 
nal Dougherty last Friday ordered 
his great Philadelphia army to stay 
away from all picture houses that 
do not at all tlni^K sho\ clean pic-' 
turc#. 

Political hcnchm.ui of the busi- 
ness talked of positioning picture 
lecturers in the field to- addoess con- 
ventions of citizenry and to get 
their side of the story before the 
public. They theorized about pos- 
sibly capitalizing the crusade — 
cau.sing it to boomerang — by asking 
the public to make it a point to go 
to theatres and report back to the 
industry what Is wrong with pic- 
tures. 

Depreciate Air Rebuttal 

The air as a weapon of defense 
was also discussed. Longer heads 
of the business held up their hands 
at this, despite radio reports that 
the Hays organization is arranging 
time on NHC and last week had 
auditions for a 15 -minute period six 
nights per week broadcast. 

What man or woman, star or ex- 
tra, in pictures today, they asked, 



could be pitted against a Father 
Coughlan on the air? 

Using the air would simply carry 
the fight to possibly millions more 
throughout the U. S., the politicos 
reasoned. They saw a the' same 
time that with such aggravation 
which a picture defensive of this 
kind would inspire, parties which 
are now disinterested would be 
drawn into the fray and that quite 
likely before the industry knew it 
there would be censorship in every 
U. S. town and city. 

Faced with the direct statement, 
about the NBC time Haysites in- 
formally expressed belief that if any 
part of the industry is intending to 
use the radio as a part of any de- 
fense it is without the knowledge 
of the Hays organization. It was 
conceded that some picture inter- 
ests might be doing this on its own. 
Haysites at the same time, how- 
ever, refuse; to flatly deny, formally, 
that the Hays organization is an 
entirely disinterested party. They 
denied that their own radio uepart- 
ment. organized several months ago, 
has anything to do with an NBC 
booking which would endeavor to 
answer specific criticisms of pic- 
tures. This department debuted 
with a series of addresses on vari- 
ous phases of industry activity, 
mainly by film women. 

Haysites handled likewise reports 
subsequently emanating from a ses- 
sion of distribution and theatre 
heads last Wednesday in the Hays 
office that the religious war was a 
main topic for discussion. The offi- 
cial response was that religion did 
not come up formally at this meet- 
ing; that if it was discussed at all 
it came about informally and pri- 
vately in a conversational way. 

In Catholic circles Saturday (9) 
satisfaction over the progress of 
what church people- consider 'just 
the preliminaries' was much in evi- 
dence. „ 

They revealed that 'very con- 
servatively' 4,539,000 Catholics in 24 
dioceses are thoroughly organized. 
This, they point out, is only a com- 
parative handful since there are 79 
other dioceses yet to be arrayed in 
battle formation. In the meantime, 
some 6,000 units of the Holy Name 
Society, In Canada as weft as the 
U. S., are reported making headway 
in lining up more crusaders, 

Such Catholic spokesmen are con- 
fident that if the Pope has anything 
to do with pictures it will be to 
'give them not more than a sentence' 
In some future encyclical. The 
fight for a clean screen is regarded 
in such circles as strictly an Ameri 
can issue, at least for the present. 
Mundelein Blast 

Leading political contacts of fllm- 
*dom are In a state of consternation 
over the industry's immediate cen- 
sor status. The blast from Cardinal 
Mundelein is conceded to put the 
Catholic Church for the first time 
on record as reversing its consistent 
anti-censor attitude and advocating 
outside cutting machines for purg- 
ing purposes. With it filmdom is 
described as losing its strongest free 
screen ally. 

Industry contact men at the same 
time are reminding that months ago 
they warned the business of the 
present storm and that for the 
most part they were turned a deaf 
ear. , In the estimation of some it 
is now too late, no matter what the 
business offers to do, to dodge a 
serious Issue. 

Film strategists see the industry 
as being up against an unprece- 
dented- situation. All creeds are 
banded In the current clean-up at- 
titude so that the old retaliatory 
methods, such as pitting opposing 
prelates against each other, are out 
of the question. 

Others in major spheres are not 
taking it so hard, albeit they recog- 
nize the dangers of the future. 
There are some who read in between 
the lines of the Mundelein utter- 
ances. Purely speculative, they con- 
cede, they nevertheless feel that the 
Cardinal's^, declaration _^f or censor^ 
ship may have certain diplomatic 
motives and that a more modified 
form of national attack may be ad- 
vocated by the bishops. 

In the maelstrom of conjecture in 
other departments of the business 
there is the thought expressed that 
possibly the Cincinnati decision may 
resolve Itself into a papal encyclical 
ruling specifically on Catholic atti- 
tude toward moving pictures the 
world over. 

Karlier last week there were In- 
dications that Will Hays is remain- 



ing silent, awaiting the crusaders to 
make the final move. Hays' position, 
it was pointed out, is now about the 
most delicate that it has been in his 
long picture career. 

When asked for a reply to Cardi- 
nal Mundelein, especially those, 
charges pertaining to the produc- 
tion code written by the Cardinal's 
own secretary as just a scrap of 
paper in the industry's eyes, an im- 
portant picture executive in a stra- 
tegic spot and a personal friend of 
the Cardinal replied: "There is no 
reply.' 

Not even a. full reel of film is re- 
sponsible for whatever trouble there, 
looms in 1934-35, if Hollywood con- 
tinues its present practices. To 
prove this, statisticians of the busi- 
ness hold that the bulk of smutty 
scenes and double meaning dialog 
during the past year comprises less 
than a single reel when clipped out 
of yarlous features and pieced to- 
gether. 



Cardinal Dougherty's Broadside 

Philadelphia, June 11. 

Most vehement church blast 
against any amusement industry 
that has been made in years startled 
Philly last Friday when .Cardinal 
Dougherty, from his residence here, 
issued a letter urging Catholics to 
stay away from all films. 

This was opening step in a cam- 
paign being taken by the Legion of 
Decency, but surprising and im 
portant factor of the whole matter 
was the severity and sweeping 
nature of the. letter. 

'To stay aways from them (the 
films) therefore,' the letter . con- 
cluded, ?Is not merely a counsel, but 
a positive .command binding all in 
conscience' under pain of sin. 

Action is declared to be a protest 
against the deluge of sex and crime 
pictures and as a 'final, step in an 
attempt to elevate the moral tone of 
screen productions after other ef- 
forts to accomplish the purpose had 
failed.' ' 

Priests in every parish were re- 
quested to explain the purposes of 
the movement to members of their 
churches and to circulate pledge 
cards which are to be made part of 
the parish records. 



Presbytery Endorses Legion 

Syracuse, June 11. 
Seriousness of the drive against 
allegedly indecent pictures in this 
area was intensified when the Syra- 
cuse Presbytery placed the support 
of the Presbyterian churches 
squarely behind the Legion of 
Decency movement inauguarated in 
Central New York by Bishop John 
A. Duffy of the Syracuse Catholic 
Diocese. 

Neighborhood theatres, particu- 
larly those in the larger Catholic 
parishes of this city, are alarmed 
by the personal boycott weapon im- 
plied by the Legion of Decency 
pledge. At least one exhibitor op- 
erating a large ward theatre at- 
tributes recent patronage losses to 
Bishop Duffy's campaign and pub- 
Ished lists of 'not recommended' 
pictures. 

Representatives of the Catholic 
and Presbyterian churches will be 
in the audience when Irwin Es- 
mond, head of the m. p. division 
of the State Department of Edu- 
cation, discusses state censorship's 
part in cleansing the screen before 
the Cinema Critics Club here to- 
morrow night. 



Round- Robining Students 

Baltimore, June 11. 

College seniors are making the 
rounds of the Catholic primary 
schools, addressing the assemblies 
of children and defining the Catho- 
lic drive. Has not been decided to 
date what plan of action will be 
exerted to effect coverage of the 
younger studes through vacash, but 
it looks as though the names of the 
kids' parents will be added to the' 
list of the higher-schooling studes, 
so the mothers of the younger ones 
can get official info and be able to 
direct the picture attendance of 
their broods. 

Studes have been asked by the 
pastors of their churches and by 
Catholic school teachers to pen let- 
ters "of "protest totheplxproducers;

IATSE Convention Enlists Gov t 
Aid in Labor Ms; Own Air Station 



Troubles of operators and stage- 
hands with indie theatres which are 
either non-union, refusing to pay 
official scales, or have ousted 
I.A.T.S.E. men in favor of indie 
unions, notably in New York City, 
have resulted in action by the IA 
at its Louisville convention. The 
conclave, winding up Friday (8) 
adopted a resolution looking toward 
Government aid In making all in- 
dies live up to the Code. 

Resolution proposes* that Senators 
Nye and Borah, together With Clar- 
ence Darrow, be designated to con- 
duct an ■ Investigation into charges 
that certain Indies are not living up 
to the labor conditions of the NRA, 
specifically Section 7A. 

Whether or not the Government 
will accede to this request remains 
to be seen- Among the difficulties 
that brought this resolution forth 
have been the efforts of N. Y. Oper- 
ators (306). to force certain Greater 
New York indies to live up to the 
Code, 306 alleging its men were 
thrown out of many theatres and 
Operators of a secondary union,'. Al- 
lied, substituted. 

Action was also taken by the IA 
conventlonees urging a final settle 
ment of the question, of jurisdiction 
between the IA and IBEW (Elec 
trical .Workers) following the Hoi 
•Jywbod studio strike and the wrea 
tie for control of that Work.' This 
is up to the A.- F- L „ with which 
the I A pleads for immediate consul 
tation on this and minor jurlsdid 
tiona) disputes. 

At the same time the IA demands 
enforcement of decisions of the Nai. 
tional Labor Board in connection 
with the. studio strike, charging that 
up to now those decision's have not 
been entirely forced. 

A national radio station in the in- . 
terests of unionism is also proposed, 
to be known as 'The Voice of Labor,* 
■Vs-ith . the IA locals urged to help 
finance- it. 

Among other questions which 
came came up was whether to con- 
sider the request of associated 
assistant directors and script peo- 
ple in studios for affiliation with the 
IA. Moved and seconded that this 
group should put In an application. 

To militate against double billing.; 
that the IA publish all decisions 
concerning it and NRA, plus work- 
ing conditions in pictures; that the 
St. Paul local be commended for 
trying to encourage stage shows; 
that locals be limited to 20 members 
in an effort to drive out the permit 
system, and that the IA take a hand 
in an offensive against Claude Rob- 
inson, Clarksburg, W. Va., indie, 
who is non-union and attempting to 
swing Warner Bros, in that state 
to a percentage basis on labor, were 
also urged in convention resolutions. 



Elliott's Statement 

Louisville, June 11. 

Retiring President William C. El- 
liott, in parting address at the clos- 
ing session of the IATSE conven- 
tion here today, stated responsibil- 
ity for the calling of last summer's 
IA strike in Coast studios rested 
on the shoulders of the five business 
representatives of the locals in- 
volved and himself. Elliott took 
equal blame for the strike order 
with the business agent. 

No names of Coast officials were 
mentioned by Elliott during his talk, 
and excuse advanced for his part in 
the issuance of the strike order was 
based, he said, on letters and wires 
from the business agents of the

Amusement Group never did drop as 
low as close of previous week. 

Of the several representative 
stocks In this group, Warner 
Brothers oomraon really showed 
best action. This issue had a nice 
rebound, and approached critical 
6 U- point mark which has formed 
a resistance level on both the up 
and down side of stock's activity. 
For last three weeks this stock ap- 
peared to have been going through 
a modest period of accumulation. 
But until it definitely pieces the 
BYb -6% level too much cannot be 
expected. 

Pox Class A, ■ another issue that 
seems to be going through period 
of accumulation, again found the 
15-point level difficult to break 
through. However, it never did 
drop below 14, and it may in time 
again climb into IT and 18 dollar 
bracket. Radio Preferred B looked 
a little tired,, although it never fell 
below the 30-point mark during the. 
week. It was far up from close of 
preceding week. Volume and stock's 
movement on the chart points to 
another rise within a short time. 

No Extra Loew Divvy 

Loew's common managed to get 
past 33, but again found plenty of 
offerings just above this level. It 

closed down from the $33. mark, 
disappointment over failure of di- 
rectors to increase dividend rate or 



with this action. Loew's closed vir- 
tually at the same level it did early 
in May, with volume almost same as 
week ending May 5. 

Shrewd traders feel that their 
opinion of several weeks ago — that 
the market was in the stage' of ac- 
cumulation — was justified by mar- 
ket's action on Wednesday and more 
forcibly again on Friday. 

It is pointed out that minor 
fluctuations are beginning to look 
like the present period (two weeks 
ago) is one of quiet accumulation, 
and that a continued period of ac- 
cumulation over the next week or 
so makes the market look a lot more 
like a buy than a sell. Action of 
the market past week seemed to 
bear out this conclusion, for it re- 
bounded to that important resist- 
ance level between 98 and 100 in 
Dow - Jones Industrial Averages 
within a period of three days. 

There may be a period of further 
accumulation; that is to say, the 
advance may not be continued 
as vigorously as on Wednesday and 
Friday, but trend over the next 
month or two surely looks upwards. 
In fact, many smarter traders ex- 
pect to see the market booming 
along in much its accustomed fash- 
ion by July. 

Church's Attack 

Relative to Amusement Group, 
not too much can be expected just 
now, .what with the summer season 
just beginning and the broadsides 
that are being fired at motion pic- 
tures by Catholic Church activities. 



And if the drought cuts into purse 
of the farmer, his income for theatre 
admissions is likely to be curtailed 
to a certain extent, as has been in- 
dicated here, before. 

Week was noteworthy for the fact 
that President Roosevelt signed the 
Stock Exchange control bill. Pro- 
visslohs of this law do not go into 
effect until next month, and margin 
provisions do not become effective 
until October 1. Many traders and 
brokers were estimating just how 
little these would affect actual trad- 
ing. Many questions will have to 
be ruled on by the Federal Reserve 
Board and special commission set 
up before traders will feel that they 
know exactly 'what is what.' Some 
are inclined to think that most reg- 
ulating will be done by the Federal 
Reserve Board, just as it has done 
in the past. 

Failure of Loew's to increase its 
dividend is still a mystery to Wall 
Street. Earnings are reputed to be 
near '$4 a year and stock is only 
paying $1 dividend. ' Future expan- 
sion operations and probably some 
doubt as to what summer months 
might produce probably figured in 
this action. Nevertheless, the Loew 
stock went up with remainder of 
market Friday after dividend dec- 
laration. 

President signed new bankruptcy 
bill, and immediately RKO, Para- 
mount-Publlx and Roxy theatres 
filed under provisions of this new 
measure. That Wall Street consid- 
ered this action favorable was seen 
in neat rally staged by Paramount-

Both closed on top, with net gains 
of four points and near the highs of 
the year. Paramount certificates on 
the big board got up to 5, and 
showed a gain of half a point net 
for week. RKO failed to show any 
response, but Radio common and 
Radio preferred B were much 
stronger. Radio common scored a 
net gain of nearly a point for the 
week, and Radio B wound up with 
3% points advance. 

Eastman Kodak displayed re 
markable strength, and soared to a 
new 1934 at 98, where it closed for 
a net advance of 4% points. Only 
American Seating, which was un- 
usually inactive; Madison Square 
Garden and RKO failed to show 
gains . in the. amusement group on 
the Stock Exchange. Columbia Pic- 
tures certificates were up 2% points, 
Fox A advanced more than a point, 
Loew's sported a gain of 1% points, 
Pathe A soared 3% points net, and 
Loew's preferred was up a point. 
Other amusement stocks gained 
fractionally. Westinghouse, aided 
by short covering and favorable 
news for this company, climbed to 
37%, and closed week nearly five 
points ahead. Madison Square Gar- 
den sold down on threats of post- 
poning the Baer- Camera fight, and 
had little chance to rally after it 
was decidedly decided to hold fight 
on scheduled date.

That burst 
of volume on strength Friday 
seemed to have convinced most of 
the trading fraternity. But the wise 
ones were those who got in two 
weeks ago while most stocks were 
going begging and the market 
looked like it would wither away 
from lack of Interest, if for no other 
reason. Accumulation of stocks 
probably will continue during 
periods of dullness or slight re- 
lapses, and the shrewd traders fully 
expect the advance to be continued 
in the near future.

mer. This would, in Itself, keep the 
C.A. open almost daily as a court 
with- presidents of companies arid 
exhibitor leaders, as first string 
members, subject to call despite 
continuance of the practice of send 
ing second arid third string men to 
most of the meetings. 

At. its best the C.A. to date has 
proven itself capable of rushing 
through five cases in a single aft- 
ernoon. This was last week when 
J. Robert Rubin in the chair lim- 
ited representatives to 10 minutes 
talking time each. 

Even then there were no imme- 
diate decisions. Problems like the 
Skoura s-Rogowsky case, and 
United Artists contesting the 10% 
eliminations privilege In the code 
on the ground that It sells all of its 
features separately, were conceded 
to assure the C.A. many other 
hours of bitter fighting In executive 
session. 

To get an advance line on the 
situation Executive Secretary John 
C. Flinn this week is sending a 
questionnaire to all boards secre- 
taries, demanding that they itemize 
their own calendars and send In 
reports to C.A. headquarters. Flinn 
is hopeful that eventually the 
boards may be In a position where 
they can decide as final all charges 
in the field except those pertaining 
to clearance and overbuying. 

Exhibitor complaints of any order, 
however, cannot be treated lightly, 
'Today they are the main support 
of the NRA in pictures, some 6,000 
of them already having paid on the 
line. NRA aides in observing this 
also note the change in the last six 
weeks, before which the code was 
deriving Its financial sustenance 
from the donations of major com 
panies. 

Code Authority regards itself this 
week as getting a big weight off its 
chest in the virtual solution of the 
Hollywood extra trouble. Some 11 
recommendations of the extras 
committee, reached unanimously, 
are being officially framed and en- 
dorsed by "Washington now, aides 
report. 



Chicago. June 11. 

Surprising to the entire industry 
in this, territory is the manner in 
which complaints about premature 
advertising have grown to become 
the big problem of the grievance 
boards. Always considered by the 
exchanges as a minor and insigifi- 
cant matter, premature plugging 
comes forward as the ace worry 
and- howl of the exhibs. Particu- 
larly is this true of the big houses 
in the outlying sections, and espe- 
cially those which are circuit spots. 

Big protest-maker about competi- 
tive premature ads is the Balaban 
& Katz group, which has swamped 
the board with a long list of adver- 
tising howls. Grievance group al- 
ready has 15 ahead-of-time adver- 
tising squawks under advisement, 
the majority of which are B.&.K. 

Cases on the B.&K. side are the 
Congress vs. Oak, Crystal vs. 
Vision, State vs. Austin, Manor vs. 
Warners Symphony, Senate vs. 
Kedzle and the Kedzie Annex, Crys- 
tal vs. Harmony. Already decided 
in favor of the plaintiff are the 
B.&.K. Berwyn vs. the Villas, An- 
nette and Palace. Also there's the 
LaGrange vs. Hindsdale. 

, t Two Violations 

Two types of advertising are out- 
standing in the violations. First Is 
the issuance of pluggers and pro- 
grams which have coming pictures 
listed too far in advance. The other 
is the posting of paper, particularly 
one-sheets, in side frames on the 
front of the house. There is no vio- 
lation where the house uses paper 
inside the lobby and in the interior 
for plugging pictures under the title 
of 'coming.' 

All cases so far before the board 
have been won by the plaintiff. In 
every case ..sufficient proof of the 
misdemeanor has been presented, 
and the board found it easy to come 
to a verdict, which in all cases was 
a cease and desist order to the of- 
fender. Strange thing in the mat- 
ter is that the defendants didn't de- 
fend themselves, but all admitted 
that they were advertising top far 
in advance. They- simply said that 
they didn't know that they were 
breaking any rules, and that in the 
future they would cleave closer to 
the release ilne. 



Consolidated^ Labor 
Squabble Reaches Wash. 

Washington, June 11. 
Labor troubles of Consolidated 
Film of New York are before the 
National Labor Board for settle 
ment following refusal of company 
to obey mandate of the N. T. Re- 
gional labor board in- squabble over 
wages. 

Conference on differences was held 
here last week in hope of reaching 
a settlement without formality of 
new public hearings and taking of 
more testimony. Strike involves 50 
employees, members of Printing 
Pressmen's Union who checked out 
early in April. Principal Issue is 
wage scales, company contending it 
cannot arbitrate pay qUestldiis and" 
refusing to reinstate strikers and 
participate in bargaining without 
pay. Minor issue is jurisdicton of 
graphic arts or motion picture lab- 
oratory code.

Momentous NRA-Darrow Board 
controversy practically died out last 
Week with announcement National 
Review outfit will fold up at the end 
of the month, but new demands for 
a Senate probe of the film code were 
registered In Congress. 

Latest to urge a Congressional in- 
quisition is Fred J. Herrlngton, sec- 
retary of Motion Picture Theatre 
Owners of Western Pennsylvania, 
who resumed active participation In 
the attack on Division Administra- 
tor Sol A. Rosenblatt. Herrlngton 
urged Senator Davis of Pennsyl- 
vania to support the promised Nye 
resolution authorizing the Inquiry. 

Confusion caused by conflicting 
statements of Gen. Hugh S. John- 
son, General Counsel Donald R. 
Richberg, Rosenblatt, and Darrow 
group 'makes it Imperative for. a 
neutral investigation of all the 
facts,' Pittsburgh exhlbt wrote. Hit 
Rosy's defense that long, tedious 
hours were put in writing pact and 
remarked this is first instance when 
amount of time spent was a decid- 
ing factor in favor of the code.

The 
prize is a modernized house, and a 
chance is given with every $1 pur- 
chase.

Bank night, which 
originated in Denver, is claimed to 
be within any law. When operated 
according to instructions, which 
call for the register book being 
placed where anyone can sign,, and 
the calling of the number outside 
the theatre so the winner can claim 
the money without being forced to 
buy a ticket.

In the first decision handed down, 
since its organization, local griev- 
ance board held that 'merchants' 
nights,' as conducted by S. F. Heath 
at his State theatre, Wells, Minn., 
constituted a violation of the code 
and ordered Heath to discontinue. 
Complaint filed by F. E. Rolfe of 
the Pastime. Mapleton, Minn. 

The testimony showed that 
Heath had a tleup .with merchants 
ifi gix small adjacent towns whereby 
in return for payment of stipulated 
amounts by them to him he gave 
them an xinlimited number of 
tickets to distribute to their cus- 
tomers. These coupons were re- 
deemable at the State theatre box 
office on payment of 5c by the 
holder., Rolfe charged that Heath 
was violating the minimum admis- 
sion price clauses in the latter's 
film contracts. . . .' 

In defending Heath, W. A. Steffes, 
president of Northwest Allied, con- 
tended that pro-rating for each 
ticket redeemed the amount paid, by 
the merchants and Including the 5c 
received from each customer netted 
the exhibitor more per admission 
than the minimum requirement. 

The board decided that the 
scheme actually constituted a re- 
bate and unfair competition ior 
Rolfe, who is located 17 miles away 
from Heath Latter announces ni-

N. Y. Par Wants Tax Cut

Deciding against holding public 
hearing to determine the need for 
exercising authority contained in 
unfair practice sections of picture 
pact, Rosy last week served notice 
that he will receive comments and 
ideas of individuals concerned up 
to June- 16 and intends soon after 
the deadline to set up the 5-5 com- 
mittees to probe matters affecting 
writers and actors. 

There is no present Intention to 
establish committees to look into 
situation of directors, or technicians, 
though those groups may be set up 
in time. . 

Having delayed" action for dearth 
of names, ROsy said he now has 
several dozen nominations which 
are being looked into and feels an 
adequate supply of candidates is 
available to provide a good selec- 
tion. Committees will have five 
representatives of employers and 
five spokesmen for each professional 
cl&ss. • 

Recent squabbles between studios 
' and writers brought the matter to 
a head, While NRA felt it would be 
desirable and facilitate smoother 
functioning of the code to create 
actor committee at same time. Both 
groups will be authorized to make 
findings and recommend regulations 
covering fair practices in relations 
hetween employers and employees. 

What will be done with any 
recommendations is problematical. 
Code specifies that Administrator 
may approve, reject, or modify sug- 
g ested rules on c all public hearings 
on his own account if' there "is dis- 
pute about the recommendations. 
If approved, suggested practice reg- 
ulations would have snme force nnd 
effect f.f code clauses. 



Chicago,, June 11. 
Exception to the motion picture 
code ruling on release dajek of pic- 
tures has been made by the local 
distributors . and releasing ; board. 
Resolution of exception was drawn 
up at the zoning and clearance meet- 
ing last Week and has been for- 
warded to the Code Authority in 

New York. 

Local exchanges and exhibs point 
out that the code ruling that a pic- 
ture is available for general release 
following a three-day run anywhere 
in the territory cannot apply .to Chi- 
cago because Chicago has had an 
entirely individual releasing system 
and one which is no way similar 
to the 1 rest of the country. The 
three- day releasing system would 
not prove satisfactory in Chicago. Is 
the contention of the local industry 
and they have asked that the code 
authority allow this, territory, to set 
up a release system which divides 
this section into two districts, Ch- 
cago metropolitan area and the 
downstate district. 

Resolution stated that the three- 
day release clause was perfectly ac- 
ceptable for the downstate section 
and that it shOuld be allowed to play 
picture irrespective of the Chicago 
run. And that if the code ruling 
was altered to take the problem into 
consideration that.it would be nec- 
essary to hold back the entire state 
until the loop played its pictures. 

Localities have asked that the 
three^day clause be changed in Chi- 
cago to a seven-day period to be-, 
giri at the termination of the loop, 
pre-release run. If a picture did not 
play the loop ace houses that the 
picture should be considered avail- 
able for release seven days after 
the regular meeting "of the release 
board^.

Fitzpatrlck outfit turned around 
and entered a counter-claim against 
the agency, asking for $10,000 dam- 
ages on the allegation that the 
agency had consistently over- 
charged. Fitzpatrick side of the 
case states that the agency is 
allowed only its regular 15% com- 
mission on radio station billing, and 
claims that the agency got more 
than its 15%. The agency claims 
the extras are ..due for additional 
services in shaping shows, finding 
talent, traveling and entertainment 
expenses, according to the agency 
attorney, DaVid Spector. 

Claims Listed 

Statement of claims as drawn up 
by the Fitzpatrlck lawyer, Howard. 
Moses, goes, into individual cases. 
States thpit from Jan. 1. 1933, to 
March ,20, 1934. station. WJR. De- 
troit, billed the agency for $4,59.6, 
but - that the agency listed it aa 
$7,9i6.16, -and asks that the agency 
be made- to refund the overchargo 
of $3,020.16. 

Affidavit further claims that be-' 
tween Aug. 28 and Nov. 17-, 1933. the 
agency placed advertising on WHK 
in Cleveland, and that the station 
•charged $347, but that the Fitzpat-' 
rick company paid the agency on a 
billing of $660. Other overcharges' 
are claimed on WMBD, Peoria, for' 
$59.85; on WHB. Kansas City, for 
$692.52 in one instance and $1,02?. 52' 
on a- later campaign. Also asks re- 
fund of alleged overcharge on WLW, 
Clncy, for $1,704. and. on WCCO, 
Minneapolis, for $380: on KST, St. 
Paul, $12, 

Fitzpatrick attorney, in his coun- 
ter-claim, also states that there was 
advertising placed oh WOWO, Fort 
Wayne;' WLS, Chicago, and on 
other stations on which the client 
was not informed. 

Fitzpatrick claims that the 
amount of money due it from Air* 
ways on back' billing is $7,177.05, 
but Is asking for an even 10 grand 
to settle damages. Case will be de- 
cided in the Municipal Court here.

Row is expected to involve bitter 
charges and counter-charges be- 
tween union officials and chain and.

tions and complaining about com- 
pany unions. Protests that chains 
and individual stations refuse -to en- 
gage in collective bargaining, and 
have violated troublesome ' section 
7 A of NRA, are slated by union 
leaders. 

Industry is flatly opposed to Idea 
of cutting down working time of 
engineers in view of Radio Com- 
mission requirements governing 
operation hours. Feel burden on 
payrolls will be intolerable, and that 
many little stations will be forced, 
out of biz. 

To support .their stand, codlsts, 
will point out that recent surveys 
show wages have jumped eonsider- 
ably, employment is at record peak, 
and hours generally have been cut, , 
while business has not improved, 
commensurate with, added operating ' 
costs. '

Plaut has been his own company's 
showman, operating on the premise 
that if you want to get the maxi- 
mum listener percentage yon must 



give them the best and the biggest 
in the amusement worid. 

Plaut started out to. make the 
maximum figure for a marquee at- 
traction on this Sunday series 
$2,500. This budgeting went awry 
with the initial broadcast when 
Katharine Hepburn flouted this 
offer and said it Would have to be 
double that or else. Brushing aside 
the advice of his own advertising 
staff and ad agency reps who pro- 
tested against yielding to any such 
demands, Plaut ordered that she be 
booked regardless of the price. As 
the series proceeded the $5,000, 
$4,000 and $3,000 salaries became an 
almost . every, . week .^.eYen.t.. T ... JpiB: 
Barrymore asked $5,000 and got it, 
while ' to Clark Gable went $4,000 
for a bit in 'Manhattan Melodrama' 
which at the same time gained na- 
tional exploitation for a picture on 
the Verge of release. Joan Craw- 
ford drew $3,500 and garnered a 
similar break for the same producer, 
Metro, on 'Sadie McKee.'

A nd of tn * total bit 
programs 11 are devoted chiefly to 
comedy, or dominated by comedians 
By smash hit Variety means a 
conspicuous popular success. There 
are, of course, numerous- foptruies 
for such measurements; Including 
sales reactions, fan mall, Crossley 
reports, critical trade appraisal, and 
advertising agency ratings. Variety 
has taken all of these factors into 
consideration. 

A number of well-known pro- 
grams it will be noted, are not In- 
cluded. While It Is possible that 
some programs may have been un- 
fairly omitted, in general the omis- 
sions are deliberate. Question of 
listing the flops of 1933-34 was 
deemed too hazardous and calcu- 
lated to work injustices. Many air 
shows not ranking as hits have, 
nevertheless, served well the par- 
ticular advertising or merchandiz- 
ing problem which was their task. 
As to what constitutes a radio flop, 
there can be legitimate dispute. Re- 
newal after 13 weeks does not mean 
success per se, any more than the 
reverse would mean flop. That 
various programs presented during 
the year have been hopelessly 
botched from a production stand- 
point is undeniable. Such shows 
Would be deemed flops without 
argument, because the fundamental 
and minimum requirements of a 
radio program were not met. 

Variety considers programs from 
the viewpoint of •howmanship. 
Therefore, those shows which are 
rated as smashes may be held up 
as models of effective radio show- 
manship. •

Recently, completed Po,lk!s 1934 Census of Consumers compiled for 
..Oregon Journal, operator of KOIN, Portland, Oregon, reveals some 
interesting information for advertisers.

Two years' ago the. 1932 Polk survey, showed 1 74% indicating a sub 
stantial increase during the two worst years of 'the depression. These 
figures refer to homes only and do. not take into consideration the 
thousands of car radios that have been sold locally. 

A nationwide census recently made by the Columbia network showed 
a national average Of 60% of all homes owning radios. ' By comparison 
the figure of 84% in the Portland district makes it the "beet radio 
listening territory in the country.

With his resolution calling for in- 
vestigation of fitness of present 
commissioners stymied in Senate 
committee.

If John E. WHUams, deputy NRA 
Administrator for the publishing in- 
dustries, a hearing this week 
for the combined music publishing 
code, the' chances are that the lat- 
ter instrument will be In effect by 
July 16. Standard, and popular 
factions the music publishing 
business last week approved the. 
latest draft of the document as sub- 
mitted by Williams.

With the clause which sanctioned 
such , publishers distributing com- 
bines as the Music Dealers. Service. 
Inc., how: eliminated from the re- 
vised document, the jobber, opposi- 
tion to the code has also been dissi- 
pated; 

. Code obtained its stamp , of ap- 
proval frpm the .standard group, as 
represented by the Music Publishers 
Association, during the latter or- 
ganization's . convention in ! New 
York last week; Standard publish- 
ers, however, will ask at the forth- 
coming hearing in Washington that 
the functions of the industry's code 
authority be, changed. Instrument 
as it now stands provides for a joint 
co-ordinating commute whose au- 
thority will extend over hours of 
labor and wages.. Standard men 
want a separate- committee for 
themselves on the ground that it 
will, be less expensive to support 
this group than it would be if they 
were called upon to share the costs 
of a board that also supervised the 
pop division. 

MDS Strangling 

NRA administration ' struck out 
the clause sanctioning, distributing 
co-operatives of the MDS classifica- 
tion following protests filed by Irwin 
A. Edelman, general counsel for the 
National Association of Sheet Music 
Wholesalers.- . Edelmari contended 
that publishers combining to sell 
at one price, irrespective of quaritity 
purchased, was oppressive to small 
enterprises. He also submitted to 
Washington letters expressing opi- 
position to this clause, with. the sigi- 
nators composed of SJiapiro; .Bern, 
stein & Go., Harms, Incf, .Remick 
Music Corp, M. Witmark • &vSons, 
Famous Music Corp, Irving, Berlin, 
Inc., Santiy Bros., Ager,: , Yellen & 
Bornstein and Mills Music, Inc. 
These firms were among the origl 
nal organizers of the MDS: Letters 
Edelman submitted to Washington 
were obtained at the time these 
publishers settled with Max Mayer 
on the anti-monopoly suit he had 
brought against them. 

During the course of the standard 
publishers' convention last week, 
E. L, White, of the White, Smith 
Co., attacked the setup of the Amer 
lean Society of Composers, Authors 
and Publishers on its system of 
classification and its by-laws, which 
permits a self-perpetuating board 
of directors. White declared that 
the society was in dire need of a re r 
vised setup of government, that 
woud allow those in thfe ranks to 
have something to say about its 
operation. 

Edelman declared Monday (yes- 
terday) that there was one clause in 
the latest edition of the code to 
which he was making an objection. 
Article two, paragraph 10, he said, 
defined a dealer as any one en- 
gaged in the wholesaling-retailing 
of sheet music. 

Edelman stated that he would 
b p > o s e this definition on two 
grounds; first, that it was unneces- 
sary, since the dealer is not men- 
tioned in any other section of the 
code, and second, that if left un- 
challenged it might at some future 
date be used for a code modifica- 
tion that possibly would work to the 
detriment of the jobber.

Move before Justice Ham 
mer came as a. sequel to an action 
for an in junction that Hylton 
brought here just before the Callo 
way unit was about to sail for Eu- 
rope three months ago. Band, how- 
ever, made the trip unmolested by 
legal red tape. 

When Calloway reached the other 
side, Hyltoh filed a similar petition 
for an injunction with the English 
courts. Mills last week asked the 
New York • Supreme Court to stop 
Hylton from pursuing the. injunc 
tion proceedings in England on the 
ground that there is a prior action 
of -the same sort oh this side. In 
turning down this .. request, Justice 
Hammer . remarked that Hylton on 
this side is suing the Mills Artists 
Bureau, Inc., while in England the 
litigation' is directed against Mills 
personally. J. T. Abeles is attorney 
for Hyltoh in the U. S.; Samuel 
Jesse Buzzel reps Mills legally. 

Continental tour that the Callo- 
way band made was under the 
booking management of the Harry 
Foster office in London. Hylton 
claims that Mills, by giving this 
authority to Foster, violated a con 
tract that he (Hylton) held. This 
contract, contends Hylton, gave 
him exclusive booking call on the 
European tours of all Mills acts. 
Hylton now wants to collect the 
commission he declares is due him 
for this tour, and also obtain an 
injunction which will prevent Mills 
from booking, .any of his. attractions 
abroad unless through Hylton.

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Imported Totes Bergere Smash Hit 
At Casino, Chi; Apple Dance Tops Fans 



Chicago, June 9. 
They've been talking about bring- 
ing the Folies Bergere oyer to 
America for some years, but each 
time cold feet got irtixed up with 
show business and the deal flop- 
perooed. Last year a political gfoup 
of this city had $200,000 in promises 
pooled to bring the troupe over for 
the Fair, but the promises weren't 
negotiable. 

J. C. Stein, of Music .Corp. of 
■ America put up the coin and, with 
the odds running against him, the 
show sure' enough opened at the 
Casino on June 8. Let it be re r 
corded that this is. the most spec- 
tacular and sure-fire nite club re- 
vue ever spotted in this town. 

French Casino is the new name 
for Rainbb Gardens, which has had 
a long and hectic history. Some 10 
years it was one of the big money 
making niter ies in towri and made 
for the far north side, the heart of 
the night clubs business. Then it 
went into a slump with the rest of 
the biz and finally became a fight 
arena and a' jai a lai court. This 
summer there Was ah attempt to 
rehabilitate It as a niterie, with 
Prima beer tossing some coin into 
it. But it was a short-lived afCair 
and. closed about four week's ago. 

Jack Huff, who formerly had Lin 
Coin Tavern, stepped into the pic- 
ture on a deal with J. C. Stein for 
the Folies. They've redecorated the 
spot entirely, despite the fact th.it 
it was -Jt knockout already as the 
Ralnbo. At present the place is the 
last word physically. 

There is only one objection to the 
spot, but it's an objection that's 
going to spell success or failure. 
And that's the location. In 1924 the 
class of the city resided on the far 
northside, and it was a roaring sue 
cessful part of town.. Today the 
jnorthside has deteriorated and it 
doesn't attract the way It used to 
making the Casino out-of-the-way 
and a long trip from the loop. This 
is one thing that's going to militate 
against it. If. the show and spot can 
continue to overcome that one ob- 
jection, the place is in, because it 
has everything else. Once the cus 
fqmer is out here he's going to see a 
floor show that's goimr to send him 
out raving. 

Floor show is not a proper tag for 
this revue. It's more like a legit 
attraction, running some 135 min- 
utes, split up into three portions. 
Folies Bergere has been a name for 
many years, but In this presentation 
it becomes an actuality. However, 
the entire company and show is not 
purely from the Folies. Other at- 
tractions have been added, with per- 
formers in from the Bal Tabarin. 
Moulin Rouge, Casino de Paris. Col-: 
ieeum, Cabaret Montmartre.' Ambas- 
sadeurs and Empire theatres. Ba- 
sically, however, the show is the 
Revue- Folies Bergere. 

Show has been staged by Jacques 
Charles of the Moulin Rouge and he 
had done a socking job, while the 
Komarova ballet is tops for classical 
routines. Clifford. Fischer is respon- 
sible for the entire production. 

Show is presented with a certain 
verve and intensity which, makes 
each performer stand out. It is a 
revelation of genuine entertainment 
from performers who make it their 
duty to entertain. After the typical 
American nite club performer, who 
thinks it's smart to be careless, 
shoddy arid . what-the-hell, the in- 
tense workmanship of these perform- 
ers is a "heart-sock. .Rmile Boreo.is 
An "h1s"eleindnt"'h"eVe' ,_ a's.. the fn.c.', or." 
as the program has it, 'conferen- 
cler'. Always a standard vaude per- 
former, Boreo is top-notch . on the 
floor. It was the first time in any 
nite club in Chicago that a wise 
audience actually' shouted sand bra- 
voed for more. Borep stamps him- 
self .a surefire entertainer with his 
work here. He has" one number, 
'Dark Eyes', as sung by Greek. Rus 
alan, French, Italian and American 
Biijgors, which tears down the roof. 

Other individual outstander on 
the evening was Gloria Gilbert, a toe 
dander, who comes through, with 
spins which are remarkably fast and 
unbelievably sustained. There were 
other individual specialty workers 
who stood out, such as Olympe 
Bradhn, who' did an acrobatic dance 
with excellent showmanship. 

For the rest, it was the company, 
the costumes and the presentation. 
Particularly clever was the manner 
In which the French nudity was 
mixed with the most classical num-

©f 20 American performers in Tient- 
sin, qhina, April 29 last, by Henry. 
Bellit. The iatter, a former RKO 
agent and producer, Is alleged to 
have left the troupe destitute in the 
Chinese city and to have embarked 
lor home May 12 as first-class pas- 
senger on the liner Asama Maru, 
■which landed him in San Francisco 
May 30. 

Bellit recruited the show in New 
Tork and took Orient in 

February; A total . of 62 days was 
played' out of the four months and 
16 days spent oyer, there by the 
company. Stranded members claim 

they were guaranteed more playing 
time, as well as return transpor- 
tation to New York. 

After the alleged stranding in 
Tientsin, Sari Edwards, dance di- 
rector with the show, took, charge of 
the troupe's welfare. He appealed 
to the American consul at Tientsin 
and was ' informed by that office, 
from account, that Bellit had al- 
ready borrowed $400 ' from the 
American Legion for the supposed 
purpose of caring for the company. 
Consul Helps 
ix of the stranded company, in- 
cluding Edwards, then appealed to 
the' American consul at Shanghai, 
who made arrangements for them 
through the American Community 
Chest Fund. They were sent, home 
in steerage on the President Mc- 
Kinley of the Dollar Line, arriv- 
ing in Seattle June 4. 

Investigation last week revealed 
that the six people were still in 
Seattle without means of transpor- 
tation to their homes in New York, 
and vicinity.

Sands, who gave McLaughlin 
$150 on April 14, and $30 on May 7, 
has a receipt for his money; the 
chorines to .whom the money was 
coming hadn't received it— ana- 
Mrs. Dorothy Bryant, head of 
Chorus Equity, who was supposed 
to get the cash from McLaughlin 
for distribution to the choristers, 
had seen neither' Washington ■ hbr 
Lincoln of it. 

Mystery first became evident 
Thursday (7) when Sands, a pro- 
ducer, bumped .into two of the cho- 
rine complainants, Ida Weeks and 
Bobby Barnett, on Broadway.. Asked 
whether they had received the pay- 
ment for idleness, they 'replied m 
the negative. McLaughlin, wh<eh 
called, said he had , turned it 'over 
to Dorothy Bryant some time agd. 
Mrs. Bryant, however, stated that 
if McLaughlin had turned over any 
moneys to Chorus-Equity on this 
particular complaint she hadn't, felt 
a wrinkle of lt-^nor dif anyone 
else in Chorus Equity. 

Matter, continued to hang In the 
state of an enigma until th& folr 
lowing afternoon when McLaugh- 
lin said he hadn't sent $180 to Mrs. 
Bryant. The following morning 
Mrs. Bryant called the NRA au- 
thority and he declared the money 
would" be sent to .her immediately. 

When. queried about the long de- 
lay in sending the lucre to Chorus 
Equity, McLaughlin stated that he 
had been waiting for word from 
Mrs. Bryant as' to whether he wag 
to distribute the money to the 
chorines, or whether She would';, do 
so.

Death of C. Francis Jenkins last week is likely to start all over again 
the question as to who invented the motion picture projector. Jenkins 
rested his claim on the allegation that in 1902 he joined strips of ordinary 
photographio film together, forming a flexible base for a series of pro- 
gressive drawings. Seller arid others did the same thing in a limited 
Way with plates back in the middle '7Q's, : and Dr. Marey, in Paris, used 
actual stop photography and a 'viewing box* in the '80's. 

Jenkins helped Armat with his initial projector around 1895, which 
Edison was permitted to claim on the proposition that an invention by 
Edison would command greater interest than One by Armat and Jenkins. 
Later Edison improved the model after making the 60 Armat machines 
called, for under contract. Meantime, the late Jean LeRoy had inverited 
a projector and rushed out on the road with it, neglecting to take out 
a patent until about a year later. Robert Paul, in London, and the 
Lumiere Freres, in Prance, both brought in machines about the same 
time.

Latest hitch in revising NBA legit 
theatre code is conflict over tax 
laws and pact's ticket provisions, 
but signs, of an early compromise 
are encouraging. 

Lawyers of NRA and Internal 
Revenue Bureau have been confer- 
ring for the' past week trying* to 
straighten out the code so it will 
harmonize with the revenue statutes 
concerning admission taxes and 
make possible the desired tle-rup for 
enforcement purposes between code 
authority and Treasury Depart- 
ment. 

Revenue laws provide that 10% 
must' be paid when tickets are re- 
sold at higher prices, but when sold 
by the theatre at more than stamped 
amount, government share is 50%. 
Status. Of brokers in this situation 
is uncertain, and lawyers are try- 
ing to dope out whether they are 
agents of theatres or dealers in their 
own right; 

Other provisions, are pretty well 
set, Deputy William P. Farnsworth 
said today. Final revision of labor 
arbitration section will be submitted 
to unions as soon as conventions 
are over, and it is hoped complete 
agreement will be reached. 

Whether revision will be submit- 
ted for signatures this week re- 
mains doubtful, but the next fort- 
night should see some final action.

Referendum means that the 
amendment will be balloted on by 
mail by the entire membership.

fore the membership at large, at the 
discretion, of the. Council. That was 
decided on last week during the first 
Council session at which the newly 
elected representatives of the. young- 
er, liberal group attended. 

After it was announced that the 
arrearage amendment was adopted 
by a vote of 121 to 120, it was stated 
that one negative which had been 
tossed out, was valid and that it tied 
the count Tellers who counted the 
ballots were recalled and informed 
of the change, which ruled out the 
amendment. 

When the tellers appeared before 
the Council, those representing the 
group were inclined to be belliger- 
ant, skeptical that the member (an

Answers of producers that wave 
of crime pictures has passed and 
that new t'echhic; ,, is* being used 
wherever' violence is needed have 
carried little . weight with Govern- 
ment execs. U. S. critics point out 
that while Hollywood may not be 
grinding out new gangster enter 
talnment, films made, months ago 
are still being displayed in the 
smaller towns and subsequent runs 
and constitute a definite menace. 
They insist that until Hollywood 
stops glorifying kidnappers, bank 
robbers, ihurderers, bootleggers, 
and others of this gentry, it will 
be difficult, to develop in rising 
generations feeling of respect for 
coppers and antagonism to strong 
arm guys. 

Admitting that Hollywood prod- 
ucts generally try to get over the 
idea that crime doesn't pay, Gov- 
ernment psychologists and crim- 
inologists maintain that American 
youth isn't concerned with" such 
abstract ideas and principles, but 
is primarily interested in seeing 
that big-shot toughies have wads 
of dough,, swell apartments, fast 
cars, and plenty of girl, friends. 
This encourages the youthful lure 
for romance, adventure, and excite 
ment, they claim. 

Minors and Morals 
Feelirig is that Hollywood ef 
forts to conceal technic of mur 
derers, gangsters, and other vil- 
lains are essentially minor and that 
youth with criminal tendencies will 
supply the details themselves if 
they are Inspired with the basic 
idea that crime is entertaining, 
glamorous, and at least temporarily 
profitable. Government officials also 
think wave of kidnappings and 
prison breaks have been stimulated 
rather thari curbed by pictures 
based on such themes. 

The Federal reaction is nothing 
to be trifled^with, Judging from the 
passion displayed by officials con- 
cerned about the film matter. In- 
stead of merely regarding pictures 
as one of the Influences to be com 
bated in the crime situation, they 
are practically in a frenzy in con- 
demning films. Admit newspapers 
are to blame in part, but are hesi- 
tant about tackling the press and 
hopeful of more willing cp-opera- 
tion than has been, forthcoming 
from pix; 

Primarily concerned . about crime, 
Government officials also, are irrl 
tated by, sexy er.tertainment, be 
lieving that Immorality and crime 
are closely related and that any 
lowering of the moral standards is 
to be discouraged. The argument 
that film producers supply what the 
public wants doesn't . get very far 
under these circumstances, despite 
the admission that prohibition was 
a failure because the public de- 
mand . could not. be curbed by 
statute.

Sanford's Showboat 



-When It shoved off Tuesday night 
<6) from 4"2d street for Tarrytowh- 
and -return, Bobby Sanford's" Show- 
boat, operated by the Hudson River 
Day Line, commenced its. third Sea- 
son of nightly (except Sunday) ex- 
cursions up to the Zuyder Zee. 

This showboat venture has the 
customary selling points of a moon- 
light water trip, i.e v professional 
entertainment, continuous dancing, 
a smooth, boat ride and .plenty of 
shadowy, deck space for as much 
necking as one can get away with. 
Besides which the show,, staged, 
by Sanford, and performed by 26 
people, is more pretentious .. than 
the average deck affair. Also, a 
novelty angle in the fact that the 
show itself is given on another ves- 
sel, anchored off Tarrytown. The 
audience embarks from .the boat 
which brought it there, sees the 
show on the stationary boat, then 
retraces its steps up the .gangplank 
for the return ride. 

You can get a bottle of beer, but 
no liquor or wine on the Showboats 
The Day Line heads, it is explained, 
haven't yet applied for a hard stuff, 
license, and may not do so at all. 
As described, it's this way: thfey're. 
an extremely conservative family 
that doesn't believe in imbibing for 
themselves or others. Another thing 
they object to is Working dh Sun- 
day. Hence, the Sanford Showboat 
has no Sunday sailings. 

Somehow the % moral . motivation 
for banning drinking, but at the 
same time' providing spacious decks 
for unlimited necking opportunities, 
appears about as clearly as would 
the Palisades from the deck of San- 
ford's Showboat on a foggy night. 
The conflicting attitudes just don't 
jell, but this is the Day Line's 
6howboat and its own . business. 

Anyway, the fact that booze isn't 
openly for sale aboard ship didn't 
deter a large section of the passen- 
ger list from getting delightfully 
cockeyed. The boys and girls, but 
mostly, the boys, of course, were 
doing plenty of broken rhythm 
horn-piping, and it wasn't from sea- 
sickness. 

In the dining room a waiter ex- 
plained that cocktails were not ob- 
tainable, but that 'the hall boys up- 
stairs may be able to get you some- 
thing, to drink.' . A statement ,that 
had a very familiar ring. . 

Entire trip lasts four hours,, from 
8:30 p.m. to half past midnight. 
Rides takes an hour and a half 
each way and the show ■ consumes 
the other hour. Show is given on 
the S. S. Buccaneer, an old scow 
that has been scooped out and con- 
verted into a theatre, apparently 
seating around 750. There's a fairly 
good-sized stage at the business 
end, but ho special settings. Scenery 
is confined to a few travelers and 
eyes. 

Actors makeup on their way up 
the river, utilizing the Day Line 
boat's limited number of staterooms 
for dressing room purposes (pas- 
sengers can't rent a room for that 
reason). The costumes are on. the 
Euccaneer, so by a quick change 
by the actors into their stage garb 
the show is ready to go on by the 
time the audience is seated. 

Starring on the Showboat's open 
Ing bill is Lester Allen, with Peggy 
Hoover featured. Allen is first re- 
quired to get rid of an opening sper 
cial lyric, in which he is forced to 
impersonate*- George: "Bernard Shaw, 
for some unknown reason, and then 
is' free to go into his act, meanwhile 
running., through the show as m. c. 
An unorthodox 'theatre', audience, 
that was considerably noisier' than 
the worst kind of a nite club crowd, 
failed to deter Allen. . The: short 
comic, who knows all the ,» F answers'- 
(ask Pulaski), topped all the would- 
be hecklers, then proceeded to go 
about his business and chalk up a 
good-sized hit.. 

Miss Hoover. In the role of all- 
around ingenue; singing and danc- 
ing, is the class of the • show. 1 - Not 
easy to explain how production has 
passed up this blonde looker; she 
has all the necessary requirements. 

Beyond Allen and Miss Hoover, 
who are fortunately on quite often, 
the talent is mostly mediocre. 
Chorus line of 16 is. comely on the 
whole and smartly costumed be- 
sides, but ordinary in the stepping 
department. Bernard Bros, and 
DuVal Sisters are pair of twins that 
work together and alone. The boys 
^^are=by-far=the^best.^GirJs^ce^clbiJ^y 
coochers. and not strong coochers 
at that. Coley and Worth, mixed 
team, whose chief asset is .the 
cqmedienne's ciiteness, is badly in 
need of/material. The girl also needs 
a more aggressive straight than her 
partner now provides.

so briefly as to be almost forgotten 
is Katherlne" Spector, ho won the 
Queen Esther beauty contest .last 
spring. She sings a short chorus 
put in 'one,' and then, isn't seen 
agajn until the company round-up 
at the finale. 

Boat which , carts , them up . to the 
Buccaneer is a regular Day liner, 
recruited for the showboat service. 
There are two restaurants, one a 
dining room'. and the other a cafe- 
teria. .Latter was patronized mostly 
on the return trip right after the 
show. The attendants herded the 
passengers in like pattle and . then 
tossed the grubby food at them as 
though they were doing everybody a 
big favor. 

' In the dining room the service is 
better, but the food is terrible. 

That probably explains the few 
people who patronized it during the 
trip. Admish of $2. per head takes 
in no refreshments. 

One advantage that the Showboat 
won't have very long is the presence 
of the U. Sv fleet in the Hudson. It's 
an enthralling sight at present, but 
when it blows the passengers will 
have to.be content with the scenery 
only. 

Music 1 for the dancing and the 
show, is . provided by a Meyer Davis 
combo directed, by Milt' Merrill. 
Davis, In addition, to having the 
orchestra, is understood also to have 
a hunk of the. • shootin' match.

UPTREND 



Although it is claimed that busi- 
ness is better in some spots because 
of double featuring, distributors 
point to the dualless south as hope 
of an uprising, against the practice, 
With at least 60% of the coun- 
try's theatres doubling them up, a 
wave of opposition has suddenly 
risen against the policy, in most 
cases accompanied by bargaining 
between theatre operators? In Cleve- 
land, where the war between rival 
circuits is bitter, M. B. Horwltz, 
indie, flew to New York over the 
Weekend to discuss an armistice 
with Loew and Warners. 

In Kansas City, a key that de- 
graded badly during" the past year 
to a maximum admission of 25c, 
including downtowners, a truce is 
also declared in prospect: A sim- 
ilar move may be expected in St 
Louis, another dual-infested, key. 

Kansas City .havoc was first 
wrought when Loew sent its Mid 
land to a 25c top and Publlx, on top 
of that, put in a double policy down- 
town. At the Orpheum, where 
vaude goes with pictures, the ad 
mission has been no more. 

San Francisco is another low- 
admissioned town, but it hasn't 
fallen as low as Kansas City as 
once important first run key. 

The distribs view the South as 
one of their best arguments against 
dualing. Down in Dixie, where 
double featuring has always been 
heresy, the healthiest increase in 
business for both theatres and dist- 
ributors has occurred since the first 
of .the year: In the middle west- and 
on the Coast, Including L. A., busi-, 
ness has been the slowest to pick 
up. 

New England has seen a marked 
upswing in grosses but despite that 
this territory is the cradle of double 
featuring. 



Boston, 
Cardinal O'Connell, 
of Boston, has formally endorsed a 
plan of specific boycott of objec- 
tionable films developed by the state 
council of the Knights of Columbus. 
Thorough-going scheme or organi- 
zation for boycotts is set up by the 
K. of C, and its indorsement by the 
Cardinal, has. given wide publicity 
and impetus. 

Under the. Massachusetts 
will be divided . into three regions 
each headed by a director who be- 
tween them will organize 158 
K.' of C. councils of the state, in 
Operating the boycott: One or more 
parishes will be assigned to each 
council, and' committees of three or 
more will be formed to make ar- 
rangements for a quick contact with 
every Catholic family in the parish 
Whenever the need should arise.

Also all Catholic organiza- 
tions.: 

Concerted action referred to will 
be to boycott theatres showing any 
film, good, bad or indifferent, of a 
Hayes producer cited for a period 
of a month or more. If for threo 
months or more the producer is 
good, his picti res will advertised . 
through the same agencies which 
set up the boycotts. 

If a producer has been boycotted 
fc:' a month or more, his pictures 
will not be recommended by the 
central committee, to sit In Boston, 
until six months have elapsed from 
the conclusion, of the boycott. 

Indies showing quickies will be 
boycotted for three months, K. of C. 
figuring, that lonsrer boycott is only 
way to make itself felt with pro- 
ducers who haven't as much to 
lose as the majors.

Validity of Williams-Fox's Tri 
Ergon flywheel patents have been 
upheld by the U. S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals of the Middle District 
of Pennsylvania, in a unanimous 
decision handed down Wednesday 
(13). This decision is calculated to 
have far reaching repercussions on 
the talker art throughout the in- 
dustry as it affects both exhibition 
and. production where 'the flywheel 
process is utilized in making or 
screening films. 

The Circuit Court by its decision 
confirmed the lower court's ruling 
that the patent was valid and in- 
fringed upon. The suit was brought 
against the Altoona Publix Corp., 
and also the Wilmer and Vincent 
circuit. The actual defendant, how- 
ever, was Erpl, which*undertook de- 
fense of the action; . 

By its victory, Tri- rgon most 
likely will now enter into plans for 
-a trial for damages involved and 
likely as not institute similar ac- 
tions against other alleged violators 
of these patents. 

This is the second victory for Tri 
Ergon in the last fortnight. Re 
cently Tri-Ergon got a two-to-one 
decision from the Circuit Court of 
Appeals in New York, relative to 
the validity of the Tri-Ergon double 
print talker patents. In that de 
cision the Circuit Court reversed 
the decision of- Justice Campbell of 
the Federal District Court in 
Brooklyn. . 

Patents of Tri-Ergon, however, 
are in controversy as to ownership 
with Fox Film as against William 
^ox. Fox Film in suits brought 
against William Fox and expected 
to come up soon in the State courts 
of. Nassau county alleges, that the 
TrlrErgon patents which- William 
Fox bought for himself should be 
long to :?ox "Film, "as lie "Bought 
same as president of Fox Film; 

Fox FiLi, of all flim companies, 
cannot be Involved in any Tri-Er 
gon patent litigation, as it holds a 
license under these patents as 
granted through William Fox! when 
these, were first bought or some 
thing;

Par-Metro B way Pool Gives Capitol 
The 'A' Pix, but Stage Stays at Par 



The first pooling arrangement of 
Its kind among Important New 
Yprk theatres is between Loew's for 
the Capitol and Paramount for its 
Paramount, both on Broadway. It's 
.for one year, but understood it can 
be dropped if not working out. 

Capitol is to go straight pictures 
June 29, dropping Its stage shows, 
while the Paramount retains its 
units and in return for that cdrices- 
slon grants the Capitol precedence 
on film product, including its own 
and Metro. After the Loew house 
has taken first choice of both Par 
and Metro, what's left becomes 
available to the Par to go along 
with its stage productions. 

Effective June 29, the Cap picks 
Par's 'It Ain't No Sin' (Mae West). 
Par takes as a secondary first run 
selection Metro's 'Rear Car' 
(Charles Ruggles). 

Operation' of the Cap remains 
with Loew's, tn*e Par with Para- 
mount. But under the arrange- 
ments there is to be a split of the 
profits of both on' a 60-60 basis. 

A total of around 110 pictures be- 
tween Metro and Par is what Loew 
picks from. Cap needs about 40 on 
the year, figuring holdovers, Par 
having 70 left from 1 which to choose. 
Increase Stage Salaries? 

In view of . the weaker pictures of 
Metro-Par going into the Par, Boris 
Morros will probably attempt to 
Strengthen stage shows for draw 
and spend more for attractions. This 
may have the effect of increasing 
the average of salaries for stage 
acts at the Par to square against 
admittedly weaker product than the 
Cap will have. 

Some bookings made already by 
the Gap will be shifted to the Par 
stage, including the Duke Ellington 
dhow June 29, Ben Bernie July 20 
and one show that is set in be- 
tween. 

So far as the stage of the Par 
. is concerned, Metro-Loew organi- 
zation does not figure. Boris Mor- 
ros will have sole jurisdiction. 

Sam Deiribow, Jr., for Par closed 
the deal, together with repre- 
sentatives' of Loew and attorneys, 
before he left for the Coast last 
week. 



TO DECIDE THEATRE 
SCREENO GAME WAVE 



Chicago, June 18. 
For two years the Chicago exhlbs 
have been howling over the legality 
of a keno-lotto game known as 
Screeno. Thing has grown through 
competition from a single, theatre to 

some BO houses In town and more 
being added almost daily. Exhlbs 
figure it as the enticing way by 
which to give away free prizes .to 
the customers. 

Customers are given a . regular 
lotto card when they enter, and then 
at one time during the evening a 
number wheejl is flashed on the 
screen with a pointer being twirled 
to indicate winning numbers. Game 
is played just like keno or lotto, 
with the winners getting merchan- 
dise awards. The Screeno name 
and rights are owned by a Pes 
Moines company, which rents them 
out to theatres at $5 a week for one 
night's play. Theatre, however, 
must purchase the weekly supply of 
lotto cards from the company.

ing that this comes under the head- 
ing of unfair trade practices of 
giveaways and reduced admission. 
First case involving Screeno has 
been filed with the grievance board 
here under the clause concerning 
reduced admission.

DENOUNCE 
FILMS 



Washington, June 18. 

Congress last week, while clear- 
ing away the desks for summer re- 
cess, showed signs of responding to 
the rapidly accelerating campaign 
for enforced Hollywood house 
cleaning. 

As the Catholic Church drive re- 
ceived added Impetus by the affilia- 
tion of capital Jewish groups as 
well as the open encouragement of 
Protestant factions, two more bills 
-for Federal film censorship were 
sponsored in the House, 
• Although both . measures were 
doubtless motivated in large part 
by political expediency and a desire 
to enlist support In the Fall cam- 
paign from reform groups, close 
watchers, regarded the presentation 
of the latest bills as an indication 
that nation-wide agitation is likely 
to put many members, of Congress 
on the spot this Fall and make 
plenty of trouble for the film indus- 
try during the 1935 session. 

Familiar Hudson bill, dressed up 
In a few minor partlcualrs, was put 
forward by Representative CUlkln. 
republican, of Oswego, N. T., who 
simultaneously issued a blistering 
statement condemning the indus- 
try's attempted self-regulation and 
denouncing Hollywood products as 
crime breeders. 

A short but potent bill imposing 
stiff penalties for transportation of 
films in which any actors are em- 
ployed who have been accused of 
moral turpitude or whose actions 
are suggestive, unwholesome, or 
morally objectionable, was advo- 
cated by Representative Cannon,, 
democrat, of Milwaukee. Cannon 
also put out a statement lambast- 
ing Hollywood. 

Both, legislators asserted self- 
regulation cannot be expected to 
produce desired results and that 
Federal power must be exerted to 
Insure correct moral standards in 
picture entertainment. 

Culkin' lambasted film producers 
for failure to clean house voluntar- 
ily,, noting that industry repeatedly 
haa promised to onforce regulations 
and punish offenders but 'steadily 
the stream of pollution which has 
flowed forth from Hollywood has 
-become^wIdev^and=.mor.e^tUEb.ulent4 

New Yorker declared that 70% 
of Hollywood output is 'salacious, 
criminal, or Indecent,' and pro- 
tested 'hectic stories of sex appeal, 
white slavery and criminalistic 
vice.' 

Block booking was rapped by 
Culkin, whose bill would ban the 
practice. Legislator repeated usual 
argument that exhibs are tied hand 
and foot and forced to show pix 
they know their patrons dislike.

Not the least of these are legal 
forces.

the trade. Of course, where a rub 
may possibly come about Is that 
tinder the Corporate -Bankruptcy 
Bill's provisions of reorganization, 
such reorganization may be privi- 
leged to be realized entirely by the 
management. 

To : ilmpse the array of names 
that are variously mentioned as 
possible future Par hook-ins forms 
a. list of pretentious size, of past, 
present and new industry appli- 
cants. 

Jules Brulatour, N. L. Nathanson, 
Harold B. Franklin, Duncan Holmes, 
Eugene Leake, Charles D. Hilles, 
the Arm of Root,- Clark, Buckner 
and Ballantlne, Frank Vanderlip, 
Frank C. Walker, Dr. Julius Klein, 
S. R. Kent, S. A. Lynch, C. E. Rich- 
ardson, Sir William Wiseman, 
Joseph P. Kennedy,. Ralph Kohn, 
John E. Otterson and.

Charges • of a film buy monopoly 
by F6x-West Coast and affiliates in 
Pasadena, brought by Lou Bard, on 
behalf of his Colorado theatre there, 
were thrown out by the local griev- 
ance board when the case came up 
before it for decision, after testi- 
mony had previously been sent on 
to the Code Authority for deter- 
mination. 

Bard had complained that when 
F-WC. had dumped • the Colorado 
back into his lap after several years 
of operation, it failed to turn over 
one-third of the major feature prod- 
uct which it had contracted for 
Pasadena, partially for the Colo- 
rado, which it was at that time 
operating. 

Case was heard here several weeks 
ago, but lwcal grlefers ducked the 
issue by shunting the evidence to 
the CA. Latter tribunal sent* the 
proceedings back here and in- 
structed the local board to render 
an. award. 

Orily other case heard and deter 
mined last week by the local grief 
ers was a complaint riled by Vita 
graph, Inc. (Warners) against the 
Baldwin Park theatre, which 
charged an attempted contract vio* 
lation through evasion. Board found 
for the cornplainantr", and ordered 
the respondent, A. R, Miller, to 
comply with all contracts. 



Loew May Take Fox Product If RKO 
Drops Fox; 30 WB Films for RKO Chain 



Coincident with a deal under 
which Warner Bros, gives RKO 
half of its 1934-'35 product, the RKO 
circuit is displaying coolness to- 
wards renewing with Fox for an- 
other year. The 30 from WB under 
the deal, plus ito.own.(Radio), ojoa- 
half of the Par' product and the pick 
from the Universal and Columbia 
programs will carry RKO through 
without the necessity of Fox, it Is 
suggested. 

As this new twist comes up, it's 
reported Loew may go for the Fox 
program this year, although that 
circuit is not altogether cramped 
by losing half of the Warner pic- 
tures. Loew has its own Metro, all 
of United Artists and one-half of 



both the Par and WB programs. 
The split of WB insures that cir- 
cuit of fewer pictures by 30 for the 
coming season, however, arid a deal 
with Foxi may be entered with a 
View to playing safe on quantity 
supply. 

RKO. is said to have been dis- 



satisfied with the sales policy 
of Fox and that company's re- 
luctance to make adjustments. 
While RKO may not play Fox 
product, on a circuit buy, in 
New York the Music Hall '' Is ex- 
pected to renew its deal. Music 
Hall this year had choice of the 
Fox pictures for first run In New 
York, picking what it wanted under 
a commitment for a certain num- 
ber. 



A crisi$ looms for the NRA In 
fllmdom. arid threatens to spark out 
through the Code Authority long 
before the code is formally sched- 
uled tp be reopene'd next fall. Un- 
der the surface many of the high 
codists are already rebelling at the 
demand upon their time. In major 
circles It is estimated at the pres- 
ent rate., the administration of the 
formula will cost big picture inter- 
ests over $2,000,006 In executive and 
lawyer salaries represented In the 
time commodity before the Eagle's 
first year is oyer. Some codists de- 
scribe as conservative an estimate 
that the first six months of Author- 
ity's life have already cost the ma* 
jors $1,000,000. 

Suh-Group* Idea 

Splitting tiiie Authority into three' 
parts is being discussed in high 
circles as orie means of healing time 
trouble. This would necessitate In- 
creasing the total voting codists 
from 10 to 12 members -and dividing 
them into groups of four. Then In- 
stead of the entire membership hav- 
ing to listen to every case on ap- 
peal, as Jls now must under NRA 
picture law, cases coming in front 
all over the country could be segre- ■ 
gated under three classifications of 
(1) Industrial (labor cases); (2);. 
public relations; (3) trade practices; 
TheY only , occasion for an assem- 
blage of. the entire C.A. would then 
be brought about by any 'problem or 
situation affecting all;' branches of 
the business. 

Such a plan, it is: now reyealedV 
was .privately offered at the' Incep- 
tion of the Authority, but for some 
reason was rejected. That it • is- 
being revived now from some of the 
many secret sessions iri Washington 
last fall speaks partly of Industry 
recognition of the seriousness of the' 
present situation. 

Unless pome means is realized 
within a few weeks to stem the 
flow of appeals under the existing 
code, the present smoke Is bound tp 
flare up. That is, if codists who 
state flatly they will not . serve more 
than one day a week .find that ap- 
peals compel ' them to do so and t 
carry out ' their . current private^ 
threats of resigning. 

For many a codlst, not only oi. 
the C.A., but on field boards, judg- 
ing from numerous replacements 
throughout • the country during the 
past few weeks, the title has lost " 
most of its former glory. 

The CA. is getting to the point 
where reserves in the fourth arid 
fifth lines In several instances are 
being drafted. One body of men, 
mostly alternates, appear at the 
executive sessions, while another 
detachment reports for duty in the 
afternoon to listen to appeals- . . 
. This is riling to other codists, in* 
eluding major as well as iridepend* 
ent, since the indies, are generally 
not overlooking, a bet. Several of 
the . more faithful codists stated, 
during the past few days that a 
showdown on absentees will also 
take place shortly; that if a codlst 
deliberately dodges meetings it is 
about time Washington knows 
about it and takes action. 

Grumblings are also arising oyer 
some of Divisional Administrator 
Rosenblatt's government overseer* 
for grievance and zoning boards 
throughout the field. This time in- 
dustry observers, rather than active 
Codists, are. hinting at a need for 
some, changes among the Govern- • 
ment's own selection.

Federation committee's plan, as 
submitted last week, is above all a 
prospectus for study of the situation 
before drastic action is taken. In 
stead of a three- month embargo 
supposedly to let the French film 
trade get on its feet, committee pro

Biver 
replies to this that the percentage 
requirement would be a guaranty 
against dumping of foreign films, 
either by powerful interests or by 
irresponsible importers, in the fu- 
ture- Such a guaranty will be nec- 
essary, he says, for the protection of. 
bankers who are expected to put 
money into the business arid whose 
co-operation is essential to put 
French films back on their feet. 
Film credit bank is part of the out- 
fit's general program.

Washington, June 18. 
Investigation of censorship eys< 
terns, standardization of film sizes, 
development of an international 
newsreel, and greater use of cul- 
tural and educational pictures were 
recommended at the first Interna* 
tlonal Congress on Educational 
Cinematography, in Rome, according' 
to reports received from the League 
of Nations. 

Attended by representatives from 
40 nations, including the United 
States, the Conference went oh rec- 
ord as desiring wider use of pic- 
tures for educational work of all. 
varieties, and for protection of chil- 
dren from -improper screen enter- 
tainment. 

..Picture censorship was. debated 
from the viewpoint of children and 
young people, and a final recom- 
mendation was. made that the Rome 
Institute ' study methods now in 
force in. various countries and pre- 
pare model regulations which, coul 
be generally adopted. 

Noting, that in many countries 
"double censorship" has been found 
expedient in handling this problem, 
the conference registered the opin- 
ion that' where no special censor- 
ship' is in effect, efforts should be 
made to " arrange programs for 
youthful audiences, and special 
showings should be given in sepa- 
rate theatres and auditoriums. 

Development of "a cinema gazette 
of international news" was urged in 
the intereets of better mutual un- 
derstanding between nations. The 
conference called upon the institute 
to talk over the possibilities of this 
sort of action with principal picture 
producers ln all nations. 

Improvement of film technic in 
educational work was suggested, 
the conference approving resolu- 
tions endorsing use of films in pub- 
lic health campaigns, accident pre- 
vention movements, economic in- 
struction and allied fields. Pictures , 
should be produced with a view to 
aiding young pople In selecting pro- 
fessions and encouraging appren- 
ticeship to various arts and crafts", 
conferees declared, and films should 
be used to curb exodus from rural 
districts by showing how country 
life can be improved and agricul- 
tural methods perfected, 

Emphasizing the advantage of 
films over other methods in health 
discussion, International delegates 
recommended that public health 
and social hygiene, agencies Central- 
ize and co-ordinate efforts to avoid 
overlapping production, consider 
promotion of film production by 
government subsidies, encourage 
production of films prepared by per- 
sons with expert knowledge and 
use pictures to stimulate interest in 
sports. 

Adoption of a uniform film of re- 
duced size would promote instruc- 
tion by means of pictures, the con- 
ference decided, asking the Rome 
Institute to take steps in this di- 
rection and expressing a hope .that 
recent negotiations on this issue 
wM... r * su lL in a satisfactory agree- 
ment.' 

The Rome Institute was asked to 
consult various governments about 
the feasibility of developing na- 
tional educational cinematographic 
centers and bring about speedy 
ratification of the convention on 
free circulation of educational 1ms.

Mr. Burkan, intimate associate of 
Will Hays, movie czar, actually pull 
"the strings' from behind the scenes 
as Rosenblatt welded the hammer 
Which -was to destroy the living- 
making power of many honest 
American citizens?' and said 'when- 
ever trouble arose Rosey scurried 
to New York to consult with Hays, 
Charles Pettijohn, Hays organiza 
tion counsel, and Burkan.' 

Indignantly reviewing Rosy's re 
fusal to testify before the Darrow 
Board, Solon remarked 'What a 
spectacle. A board appointed by the 
President, proclaimed l>y him as a 
-great forward step, approved by 
Johnson. A servant of the govern 
merit holding one of the second 
highest offices in NRA, refusing to 
testify before a Presidential Board 
and then attacking that board as 
seeking evidence only from the 'dis- 
gruntled.'

PAYROLL REPORT IS

Just what will happen to the 
NRA salary report July 7 remains 
matter of widespread speculation 
following conflicting statements 
from various Blue Eagle officials 
concerning status of the Hollywood 
payroll probe. 

Despite Rosenblatt's positive as- 
surance, it was said in : other NRA 
quarters that the task of analyzing 
mountains of dope submitted by 
producers in response to staggering 
questionnaires -never has been 
started. Rosy insisted ■ analysis of 
the statements is Under way at the 
present mpiment, yet the Research, 
and , Planning division indicated, 
there is nothing doing in that neck 
of the woods. 

Although one of the recent series 
of postponements was attributed to 
his Illness, Donald K. Wallace, 
Rosy's chief economic expert, told 
Variety he has not paid ?iny atten 
tion to the matter since the blanks 
went put early in February. Wal- 
lace denied he has made any effort 
to tabulate the statistics supplied 
by employers or to help the code 
boss in reaching conclusions about 
the high- salary problem. 

Rosy, on the other hand, indicated 
that not only Will a report with 
recommendations for handling sus- 
pended Article "V, Division A, Part 
suspend Article V, Division A, Part 
4, be presented to Johnson but that 
a generalized summary of the sal- 
ary statistics, Indicating total pay- 
ments for talent arid other perti- 
nent facts, probably will be pub- 
lished.

Vigorous protests against exten- 
sion of film code labor clauses to 
employees working Indirectly In ex- 
hibition houses under contracts; 
were filed with Divisional Admin- 
istrator Sol Rosenblatt Tuesday 
(12) at the first of an anticipated 
series of hearings on modifications 
of ..the picture .agreement. 

Proposed change in definition of 
employees put forward by the. Code 
Authority drew fire from the Ameri- 
can Building Maintenance Co., of 
New York, which complained that: 
approval of the amendment would 
materially affect the. firm' .busi- 
ness. 

An alternative amendment, stipu- 
lating that ho employer should 
evade code provisions by contract- 
ing for any services with persons 
not under Blue 'Eagle supervision 
or who were, under less stringent 
regulation, was advanced by the 
Labor Advisory Board in a general 
move to prevent chiseling. There 
was no discussion of this concrete 
suggestion. 

Questioning authority of Rosen- 
blatt's division to approve code re- 
visions in conflict with rulings of 
the NRA policy board, Joseph R. 
Berger and Roy R. Shapiro, counsel 
and manager of the service firm* 
warned that. If they were forced to 
abide by the picture .code, restrict 
tiorisj instead of either the .Presi- 
dent's Reemployment Agreement or 
the service trades code, their busi- 
ness in the amusement field would 
be ruined. 

Contract Labor 
Explaining the firm renders jani- 
tor and porter service to many the^ 
atres throughout the country, Ber- 
ger arid Shapiro, warned the light 
will be carried to the courts if 
necessary and significantly pointed 
out that a petition for. a writ of In-, 
junction already is pending In Fed- 
eral Court in New York. The pair 
denied Rosenblatt has adequate au- 
thority to approve a code amend- 
ment which would contradict Policy 
Board' rulings, pointing out they 
have received a waiver of part of 
the PRA and been authorized, to 
abide by the blanket code rather 
than a specific pact pending prom- 
ulgation of a service code. 

Insisting Rosenblatt has power , to 
change codes despite the Policy 
Board, Deputy William P. Farns- 
worth pointed out that the film pact 
is unique in that It Is vertical in 
structure and regulates the three 
divisions and everybody connected 
with any division. Farnsworth and 
Rosy insisted there are no differ- 
ences between the status of window 
washers employed in theatres under 
contract arid the situation of 
chorus girls furnished for presenta- 
tion houses by managers not com- 
pletely. Within the film industry. 

Shapiro remarked, however, that 
his. firm has 2,500 employees, doing 
a $2,000,000 business, and services 
buildings of all sorts so that if Ro- 
senblatt's contention Is upheld the 
concern would be forced to obey a 
handful of codes with different wage 
and hour limits. ' Exhibitors have 
cancelled contracts as a result, of 
Increased costs attributed to their 
efforts to comply with the modified 
PRA, Shapiro said.

C. A. Favors Written 
Appeals as Means 
To Speed Decisions 

NBA aides yesterday (Monday) 
reported that every effort to avert 
a crisis in the film Code Authority 
will be made this week. At the 
same time they revealed that of 68 
appeals which have heaped them- 
selves upon the codists, decisions 
have been rendered oh only 16. 

Effort to find a means to lighten 
the burden will he made at the next 
executive, session of the C. A. on 
Thursday (21). Encouragement of 
appeal by written brief s rather than 
oral argument iand verbal fireworks 
is expected to be one way out. Al- 
though IB appeals are on the sched- 
ule for disposal at this session NRA 
aides figure at least 10 will be sub- 
mitted silently and expeditiously in 
written form. By experience C. A. 
has found that it cannot handle 
over five cases on a single after- 
noon when there is oral argument. 

More and more committee Work 
is also expected to be a means of 
saving time for. codists. 

ZONE BOARDS 
GIVEN POWER 



Washington, June 18. 
Powers of picture -clearance and 
zoning boards were widened by Di- 
visional Administrator Sol Rosen- 
blatt last week with approval of 
Administrator Hugh Johnson. 

Amendment to the code clauses 
outlining C-Z board functions now 
provides that any boards may, when 
ordered by the code authority, "re 
ceive any and all protests from mo 
tion picture exhibitors against any 
existing clearance and zoning as to 
their respective theatres, alleging 
that such clearance and zoning is 
unreasonable in length or area/ 
New proviso goes into effect July 3 
Change materially expands C-Z 
boards' duties and increases impor 
tance, since draft originally speel 
fled that complaints might be filed 
only within 30 days following 
publication of clearance schedules. 
Under new setup exhibs may file 
kicks at any time and expect their 
complaints to be investigated. Right 
of appeal to C.A. is reserved as 
formerly. 

While new provision was not rec 
ommended by the Darrow Review 
Board, the effect of the clause is es 
sentially in line with the Reviewers' 
recommendations, that -these boards 
be given more positive powers, and 
that complaints against code re- 
quirements be in order at any time

$25,000, trustees retaining all of the 
Class B. At the same time the 
ixustees are to advance $50,000 in 
cash for the use of the holding com- 
pany, but Richards is to finance 
one-half the cost of reorganization 
t>y purchasing from the Par 
trustees one-halt of the. three-year 
% notes of what is now referred 
to as Reorganized Saenger. Rich- 
ards is to be president of the hold- 
ing and president and g. m. of the 
Reorganized Saenger Theatre and 
Reorganized Saenger Realty com- 
panies. 

Under certain conditions, Rloh- 
ards is obligated to either sell his 
A stock to the Par trustees or to 
i»uy the B stock from them. 

The two companies Involved in 
the reorganization are Saenger 
Theatres iand Saenger Realty Co., 
both of which have been In equity 
receivership, with Richards as re- 
ceiver. When going into receiver- 
ship Saenger was operating 160 the- 
atres in Florida, North Carolina, 
Alabama, Mississippi, Texas and 
Arkansas, exclusive of houses in 
Texas and New Mexico operated by 
Dent ill which Saenger owns a 25% 
interest. 

Par owns 18,000 shares- preferred 
of $100 par value, 100,000 Class A 
and 12,380 shares Class B common, 
this being all of the stock of 
Saenger excepting 20 shares held 
by a New Yorker,. Leonard S. Wolff, 
[n turn, Saenger owns all of the 
stock of the Saenger Realty Co, 
Difficult Situation 
In addition to large general 
claims, the Saenger situation has 
been a' difficult one due to the large 
number of different bond Issues 
Outstanding on which company is 
in default. Paramount itself has 
a claim against Saenger, according 
to its books as of Dec. 30, 1933, of 
$646,464, while Saenger Theatres 
has a claim against Saenger Realty 
of $319,397. 

According to the Saenger books 
as of Dec. 30, 1933, the company 
owed subsidiaries $667,093 and gen- 
eral creditors $168,366. 

SJtock of subsidiaries is mort 
gaged or pledged to secure two bdnd 
issues, one. amounting to $962,600, 
the other $697,600. Additionally, 
Saenger is obligated as guarantor 
of principal and Interest on bonds 
of Saenger Realty Co. of several is 
sues, totaling $964,000. 

Because of the manner, in which 
the many bond obligations com 
plicated the situation, a Saenger 
bondholders committee was formed 
under a deposit agreement, Com- 
mittees include Saenger, New 
Orleans, Mobile and Clarksdale, 
Miss., units. 

Under reorganization, the Par 
trustees propose to form a corpora- 
tion of whloh Par will own all the 
capital stock and purpose of which 
will b-a to acquire claims of certain 
lessors whose leases have been dis- 
affirmed by Richards, plus claims 
of other creditors. Accordingly, 
trustees have set up Arklamiss 
Theatres, Inc., a Delaware corporar 
tion, which will pay $28,432 in sat- 
isfying claims of $641,965 on leases 
of the Crescent and Liberty, New 
Orleans^ the saenger, Biloxi, Miss;,' 
an office building in New Orleans; 
three theatres in Meridian, Miss., 
and in settlement of a claim of 
Publix Theatres Corp., Par's home 
office operating company. Plan is 
to pay $4,834 to Par in settlement 
of a Publix claim of $16,587. 

The Par trustees will advance the 
$28,000 to buy up the claims, taking 
6% notes in return and if making 
additional advances in compromis- 
ing other claims, will get new notes 
to balance the outlay.

Each entry was provided with a 
card naming* the lender, and a sur- 
prisingly interesting collection re- 
sulted, for almost any household 
can turn up at least one black cat 
Stunt can be laid off to a store 
window, if this will give a better 
display, and can even be used to 
coax some free space in the mer 
chant ad. 

Any gag involving the use of live 
animals must be. carefully handled 
if. there is to be no backfire. In 
one of these cat assemblies several 
years ago an exhib had some 30 
unclaimed cats on his Hands after 
the stunt and had to supply liver 
and milk for several days before 
he got rid of 'em. 



Missionary Work 

One of the big assets of one thea 
tre is a manager who. takes a real 
interest in his job and. who doesn't 
feel he has done that job until he 
has worked every angle. 

Every two or three weeks, he go.es 
to the single newspaper in his town 
and talks over coming pictures with 
the editor. He does not bear down 
on the adjectives. He's willing to 
admit that some pictures are not as 
good as others. He'll even admit 
that now and then there's some 
thing in a picture which should not 
bo there, but by and large he man 
ages to leave the impression with 
the editor that perhaps pictures are 
not all that's said about them. He 
doesn't merely talk. He takes over 
clips from the trade papers, stills, 
pressbooks, almost anything which 
"will permit him to press his point 
That paper's attitude toward the 
picture is intelligent and sympathe- 
tic, and the paper helps shape the 
readers' mode of thought. 

In the Ha me way he contacts the 
__hcads_of the-women's. clubs-a rgues 
with them nicely, and often con 
vinces Madame I resident that per 
haps she's just a trifle cockeyed in 
her slant on pics. This angle has 
to be handled with gloves, but he is 
tactful and has succeeded in keep- 
ing down • the yowls which are so 
fashionable now. And when he has 
a really good picture, the women go 
out and work for him, to prove that 
good pictures are profitable box; of- 
fice. All on the argument that 
they're doing too much about poor 
picture.! and not enough about the 
good ones. 



Hooking to Hearst 

Baltimore correspondent reports 
that the local Hearst sheet is open 
minded toward contests and willing 
to tie into any good Idea. Probably 
other Hearst sheets are in the same 
frame of mind, which may be a tip- 
off to other managers. In Baltimore 
the News Post gives a quarter col- 
umn daily to the current stunt and 
adds a cut of some player. All the 
exhibitor does is supply . the prizes 
and write the stories. 

Time was when most papers were 
glad to tie up, through their circu- 
lation manager, with:' contests, but 
like all good things the Idea was. 
run into the ground. Good stunts 
were overworked and the news- 
papers grew tired of following, one 
contest with another. 

Idea can probabiy be revived with 
a little effort, but the stunts must 
be varied if they are to be con- 
tinued. They cannot all be cut from 
the same piece of cloth,, There must 
be difference and reader appeal. 

That's what, pays the newspaper 
— reader appeal, If a gag can in- 
terest the readers and even, make 
new subscribers, then the exhibitor 
is paying for his space. If it doesn't, 
he's just a grafter and liable to be 
tossed out. 

Most newspapers right now are 
trying to win. back circulation. 
They'll welcome help. But it must 
be helpful to the paper as well as 
the theatre. Mull that thought over 
and then go and see the circulation 
man. 



Picnic Ads 

Smalltowner with a flock of pic- 
nics on' his hands through the sum- 
mer makes the best of it by doing a 
little advertising. He had a trailer 
made, on an old buckboard founda- 
tion, and mounted a paipted oak 
barrel provided with two taps. Bar- 
rel is gayly painted and lettered for 
the theatre, with a space for a one 
sheet of the current show. 

Whenever a school or other civic 
organization holds a picnic — and 
there's one almost . every week— the 
trailer is run out to the grounds in 
the morning and parked in a shady 
spot. Cake of ice is put in and the 
barrel filled. No, cups provided, 
since this is the .second year of the 
stunt and everyone knows it's nec- 
essary- to bring their own. One of 
the house porters is sent along to 
keep the tank filled with both water 
and ice, the latter being contributed 
by the local Ice company, which 
used filtered water in making., the 
blocks. This saved the use of an 
interior cooler. Idea has done a 
great deal to make friends for the 
house. " 

Several exhibs hold to the use of 
aprons for the helpers, who serve 
refreshments. Stout cloths with the 
name of the house on the bib. 
Aprons are collected after the do- 
ings and laundered for reuse. One 
house uses old cloth, without sal- 
vaging, but the idea is not well re- 
ceived. 

Of course, paper napkins printed up 
up, are always welcome, and some- 
thing can be done with paper towels. 
The latter, however, are a bit exr 
pensive. 

Big idea in all cases is that they 
can't be cbaxed to stay away from 
the picnic. Next best thing is to 
get them after it's over. 



METRO DANCE EXPLOIT 
ACTUALLY MADE COIN 



Paris. 

Metro, working from Paris, has 
just completed for 'Dancing Lady' 
what it claims to be the biggest ex- 
ploitation stunt yet pulled; on the 
Continent for a picture. 

Stunt was an international ama- 
teur dancing contest, run in 10 
countries, with a trip to Hollywood 
as the prize. Cost was almost nil— 
in some spots Metro even made 
money on the stunt, charging ad- 
mission to the run- off of the con- 
test—and bushels of newspaper 
clippings have resulted. Picture has 
got off to a good start in most of 
the countries involved. - 

Winners are a couple of Danes, 
Nils Rasmussen and Lisa Pierson, 
who sail June 23 on the Berengaria 
for United States, chaperoned by a 
Danish newspaper reporter. Trans- 
portation is among things that 
Metro wangled free. Also got cut 
rates on airplane trips on Continent, 
bringing Couples to Amsterdam for 
finals of contest, and on hotels 
Newspaper co-operated as a circu- 
lation stunt, contributing valuable 
space. 

Countries are Norway, Sweden 
Denmark, Holland, Spain, Poland. 
Belgium, Roumania, Hungary and 
France. France was relatively weak, 
time being limited and public more 
sophisticated. But in. other coun- 
tries reported to have gone big. 
Contest in Barcelona, made 1,500 
pesetas in admission over the cost 
of the hall. 

Sam Wagenaar, MGM p. a. and 
exploitation man for the Continent 
except France, with h'.q-i here, did 
the trick. 



Put to the Test 

Outstanding job of Charley 
Schlaifer in his new position as 
advertising director for the A. H. 
Blank Omaha houses was to tie in 
with -the .. , Hearst, daily, BeerNews, 
on several of its most attractive 
features and promotional schemes. 

In addition, Schlaifer has finally, 
arranged with both city dailies for 
the printing of time schedules of all 
downtown theatre attractions. The- 
atres have long desired this, and 
papers are printing as a convent-! 
ence to subscribers. 

Latest direct exploitation gag is 
in connection with Bill Miskel of 
the Orpheum and his showing of 
'The Black Cat.' Contest arranged 
to find 'Bravest Man in Omaha,' 
winner receiving ten bucks for de- 
fying all superstitions and luck 
curses. Winner had. to walk under 
ladder with black cat in each hand, 
burn rabbits foot, .break looking- 
glass, and witness screening of the 
scary film alone at midnight with 
■a casket as a seat and not a house 
light aglow. 



Rode in a Celebration 

Lincoln. 

'Murder , at the Vanities' got a 
nice plug this week after some long 
distance , work by E. A. Patchen, of 
the LTC interests. Planning, a big 
all. day celebration of the reopening 
of the local main drag, the cham- 
ber of commerce here is putting on 
a street show and all business 
houses are collaborating in hopes of 
keeping cash register wheels spin- 
ning all day. Patchen promoted 
himself into a job on the exploitation 
committee, and drew down the spot 
which calls for writing all the ads 
and thinking up r the plugs. 

In order to put the day over with 
a smash, a motorcade headed by 
Patchen and Monte Meyer, a radio 
promoter, with five carloads of 
femmes made a 500-mile ballyhoo 
trip to all towns in the local trade 
territory, throwing, out handbills 
and carrying a personal letter from 
the mayor to the mayor of the 
towns visited. 

Patchen came in by seeing that 
all copy had prominently slugged 
at the bottom' See the middle west 
ern premiere of 'Murder at the 
Vanities' at the Stuart/ It was too 
late to object, so there were no ob 
jections, although it was a slicker 
stunt. It's estimated that the 'miir 
der' copy got into at least 20,000 
hands, so an appropriate sendoff.

That's printed on a sheet 
of thin paper with a plug for the 
story. Apparently intended for an 
advertising accessory. The gag has 
been working for the past 20 years, 
having been originated for the pic- 
ture on narcotics with that title, 
Means a lot of bother folding the 
sheets, but it seems always to get 
attention. Paramount makes it 
simpler by using a small-sized 
horse capsule instead of the usual 
No. 8.

\ This seems to be the year the in- 
dependent producers are stepping 
out. Year books are far more im- 
portant looking, and are better pre^ 
pared, ■ Ed Finney kicks in with an 
important looking book for Mono- 
gram, with' the pictures smartly 
presented both in type and art 
work.

Dressing up the paper in real 
cloth always has been a winner, 
yet very little of it is being done 
these days when every ounce of. 
extra effort counts. 

The idea is chiefly useful in giv- 
ing a new appeal to an old stunt 
which has stood around so long it 
has lost its Initial smash. It's dif- 
ferent and so it gets attention ail 
over again.

velop any strong film or stage per- 
sonalities. Otto Wallburg con- 
tinued popular until Just a few 
months ago when his Jewish ances- 
try was discovered and did for him. 
Martha Eggert was building strong- 
ly until it was learned she was part 
Jewess. 

The tragedy of the film business 
Js the tragedy of all Germany. 
Prior to the Hitler regime there 
were only 600,000 Jews In the land. 
Today there are several million be- 
cause many who were not so classed 
now rate as Jewish, 

Ufa's Battle 
ilm business still continues some 
what along usual lines. Many small 
companies were forced out and 
eome were reorganized. Ufa is still 
standing on its own feet and trying 
to light it out. Ufa is not Nazi 
controlled and, because of its 
strength and importance, has been 
allowed to continue pretty much un- 
touched. Except, of course, that all 
stories and all production Is watched 
over and censored very . carefully by 
.the government, and that the . com- 
pany had to replace its Jews. 

Neubabelsberg, once the finest 
film studio center In all Europe, is 
sad today. There is still activity, 
still excitement. But Eric Pommer 
Is gone; Fritz* Lang is nowhere to 
be seen; the finest talent, the finest 
technicians and cameramen have 
flown. 

There Is a current belief in the 
outside, world that all German Alms 
today are propaganda. That is not 
true. There are very few films made 
that are propaganda per se. But 
most all the film made are bad sim 
ply because they have been predi- 
gested and precensored so much 
All the vitality and originality Is 
out of them. 

The same thing holds true of life 
in general in Berlin. There is no 
spice, no spontaneity. Once the 
gayest European capital has become 
today . an overgrown hick town. 
There is practically no night life 
Pine clothes are not considered in 
good taste, so women, even, if hav 
lng the wherewithal, dress plainly. 
Hitler has cleaned Berlin up— and 
how!

Two weeks ago the Hotel Adlon 
ordered all the pretty latlies that 
have for years graced the tables in 
the bar and halls to vamoose. The 
top laugh of this particular slice of 
life In Berlin Is that the ladies of the 
evening have all become blondes 
Nazis are gents — they not only 
prefer, they insist, on blondes. Pur 
thermore, a brunet lady might be 
mistaken for a Jewess, thus auto 
matically ceasing to be a lady. 

In the offices of the American 
companies, also, there has been con 
siderable havoc. All the "Jews have 
been eased out of all the companies 
Several American Aimers tried to 
Continue business with men of their 
own choosing, not caring about 
the religious angle. It couldn't 
work. They were pressed too hard 
by the kiddit j with the brown 
shirts. 

None oi it -was' official; the gov 
ernment told Americans they could 
employ whom they wished, but 
somehow the Americans of Jewish 
origin lost all desire to. remain there 
after several weeks or months of 
fighting. 

There is a wide difference of opin 
Ion among Americans in Berlin film 
biz today. Almost all of them think 
It might be advisable to pack up 
and leave. But will the other fellow 
leave? And should the money in 
the market' be lost? , 

Germans are spending money to- 
-.day-as-they=haven^t spent4n=yearsr= 
It's claimed to be a sort of frenzy 
to get ride of the marks should they 
lose their value. But it's being 
spent, and Americans are getting a 
good deal of It. Only, most of the 
Yankee companies 'can't get rid of 
the money after getting It, the law 
forbidding export of cash. There are 
several ways of getting around that, 
as some of the companies have 
learned, but Is it worth the bother 
and headaches involved? Nobody 
knows and nobody has courage 



enough 
fellow. 

. Legit 

The havoc In legit Is just as bad, 
although not affecting as many 
Americans. Most of the directors, 
actors 'and dramatists, as it hap- 
pened, of import, were Jewish. Tbey 
are now out of the picture,, with 
the talent rating down to near 
minus. 

Prom a new play standpoint there 
is serious difficulty. None of the 
new playwrights has managed to de- 
velop anything* Here again it is 
believed to be just as much a mat* 
ter of too much .pre- digestion as 
anything. At first . there was a 
flurry of fasclstic themes in plays. 
That died out but the new writers, 
or those few of. the old men that 
remain, can't seem to find a happy 
means. 

There, have been more new plays 
in Germany this year than in a 
number jof years but none of them 
were good enough or strong enough 
to last more than a few weeks, de- 
spite the official governmental ap- 
proval which passage by the cen- 
sor and propaganda, boards Would 
seem, to indicate. 

There are no outstanding actors 
or producers left, either. Max 
Relnhardt is touring the world but 
the many quite good men who were 
just beneath him in importance 
have equally disappeared or wan- 
dered to Prague, Vienna or London. 
For 'Jews Only' 
Most exclusive and toughest-to- 
crash theatre in the World is situ- 
ated in Berlin. It's the house (un- 
named as far as the general public 
is concerned) operated by the'Jud- 
lsche Kulturbund (Jewish Culture 
Society) for, of and by Jews in 
Germany. 

Organization is permitted to func- 
tion by special dispensation of the 
Hitler regime on the promise, sol- 
emnly given and rigidly adhered to, 
that no non -Aryans will attend per- 
formances. 

In order to attend a performance 
a bona fide stamped, checked and 
double-checked membership card 
of the Kulturebuhd must be exhib- 
ited. To further guard against 
crashing, each card carries the pho- 
tograph of the bona fide bearer. 
Out-bf-towners find it almost im- 
possible to attend, although the 
guarantee and endorsement of three 
prominent Berlin Jews obtained an 
entry for a Variety reporter.. 

Performances are : switched 
around. Several nights a^week it's 
a drama, some performances are 
symphony concerts, opera is Wedged 
in, and all the dramatic and mu 
slcal arts are given Showings. 

For the dramatic performances 
the casts are made up of some of 
the Unest actors in Europe. Per- 
formances are so good that the fame 
of the troupe has passed around 
Berlin's non- Jewish quarter, with 
several embarrassing results. Be- 
quests for entry and admissions are 
coming more and more frequently 
from Aryans, but the troupe and its 
management' is : as adamant as it 
dares, since infraction, of the rules 
might result in their being barred 

There are similar Judische Kul- 
tur bunds in several other big cities 
in Germany. In Nuremberg, with no 
theatres available, three nights a 
week are. given over to theatrical 
performances in a synagogue.

Los Angeles, June 18. 
Reduction of around 66% in com- 
pensation - liability loss rates, and 
a saving of thousands of dol- 
lars to insurance companies, has 
been effected over the Fox- West 
Coast circuit, a survey of the first 
six months of a safety campaign 
inaugurated last October reveals 
Compilation has just been made of 
results attained for the six months 
ended March 31 last, with circuit 
execs satisfied the proportion of re- 
duction will be maintained for the 
balance of the year. 

Under the safety campaign, every 
theatre in the circuit is given a 
complete daily inspection by an 
employee; panic or fire drills are 
held twice each month, and every 
possible precaution taken to mini- 
mize even the most trivial acci- 
dents to patrons. 

At start of campaign the compen- 
sation loss rate for Pox-West Coast 
was 170%. At the end of three 
months this had been rduced to 
98.9%, and at the expiration of the 
sixth month it was down to 58%. 

As a result insurance companies 
which in . the past have been chary 
about writing compensation and lia- 
bility coverage for the circuit be- 
cause of the excess of losses are 
now making overtures for the biz. 
Report 9,053 Defects 
A monthly report, covering the 
daily inspection, is prepared by 
each theatre, with each detail of 
inspection carefully noted. As an 
indication of the thoroughness with 
which this work is being handled, 
the six months' summary shows 
that 9,053 defects,, mostly of a 
minor nature, were discovered and 
repaired. 

A tear in a piece of carpet, 
which under ordinai*y circum- 
stances might be glossed over for 
weeks or months,, is now Immedi- 
ately noted and repaired at once. 
The same applies to guard rails, 
door knobs, Beats, and, as a matter 
of fact, every appurtenance with 
which a patron comes in contact 
on a visit to the house. 

Theatres included in the P-WC 
circuit are now prepared for almost 
any emergency. As witness the in- 
stallation of automobile lights to be 
switched on in case of a break or 
defect in the main power line. 

Details of the circuit safety cam- 
paign were Worked out by Irving 
Epstein, head of the insurance de 
partment; under the general super 
vision of Charles P. Skouras.

B. & K. gives the exchange a lump 
sum for the year's deal, but .with 
the play dates flexible to the wishes 
Of the circuit. Some describe as the 
'selling of play dates by the circuit.' 
General; scheme Is based on the 
ordinary three-day run for a pic- 
ture. B. & K. has made, offers to 
exchanges to play all pictures con- 
tracted for, rather than slough off 
the bad ones, If a picture is deemed 
playable for only one day the rate 
of revenue, for the exchange is fig- 
ured at an average 60% of the ordi- 
nary cost of the picture; 80% for 
two days and about 120% for three 
days. This is the general plan 
spread for the remaining months of 
this season. Paramount has ac- 
cepted commitment plan of Balaban 
& Katz. 

Complete Coverage 

In this manner it would be pos- 
sible for the circuit -to _ get full 'bene- 
fit of. all pictures released for its' 
theatres, instead of tossing money 
away and then not playing the pic- 
ture because it won't hold up for 
the ' necessary three or four-day 
booking. The contention of the cir- 
cuit Is that it will give the ex- 
changes the greatest amount of play 
'dates, even the weakest getting one- 
day play dates Instead of being 
passed up entirely., 

On the other h«.ad, the exhibitors 
that follow the circuit houses are 
putting up a howl already. They 
are yelling that this, commitment 
plan of B. & K. will merely result 
in the circuit taking the . cream oft 
all the pictures. Under the old sys- 
tem B. & K. necessarily had to pass 
up a number of pictures, which 
meant that the subsequent run ex- 
hibs got these pictures clear. 
- Exhlbs now claim that B. & K. 
under the new plan will milk all 
the top coin off of every flick and 
leave nothing for the subsequent 
run, since the circuit house could 
run a hit a week or more and the 
weak picture only one or two days, 
but enough to take the best coin of 
the neighborhood! These exhibs are- 
going to' the exchanges and telling 
them that the distribs won't get any 
more money from the B. & K. com- 
mitment plan, since it's based on 
the lump sum arrangement. 

B. & K. argument on the claim of 
milking is that it's impossible to 
milk, a good picture; . that a hit can 
make money no matte v\ how many 
previous houses have played it. 
And, besides that, the B. & K. pre- 
vious run makes a picture in the 
neighborhood, due to the additional 
advertising. 

Exchanges are on the fence in the 
matter. They can't see hoyf they 
will, make any more money out of 
the arrangement, since if B. & K. 
signatured, say, a $100,000 lump 
sum contract with the exchange, 
the ' circuit doesn't give any more 
than that sum in the end, merely 
arranging its play dates to fit in 
with t.ha.t. -grand total. -„

Chicago, June 18.. 
AH eight major distributors have 
teen named in a complaint before 
the grievance board here by the 
Rosewood theatre which is asking 
for the ight to buy and. exhibit 
double feature bills* Companies 
named are Paramount, Radio, "War- 
ners, Metro, Fox,. Universal; Colum- 
bia and United Artists. 

Rosewood theatre, which is George 
Gehrlhg, states that it has pre- 
viously bought double features from 
these companies, but that these dia- 
tribe got together last year and de- 
cided not to sell double feature 
houses. Gehring states that there is 
nothing in the fllnv code;whlch pro- 
hibits double bills 'in any way and 
that the ban here is purely a local 
agreement without standing with 
the national Code. Authority. 

This case may be the one which 
contains the crux of the double fea- 
ture problem throughout the coun- 
try, since it is evident that this case 
wiir surely go to -the New York 
appeal board. The case comes be- 
fore the local board this week and 
the odds are ,a cinch that the board 
will decide against the Rosewood 
despite the fact that the code does 
not mention twin bills as an unfair 
trade practice'. 

It is then predicted on film row 
that this case will go to New York 
as the first appeal to the highest 
authority on the double feature 
problem. The appeal board will re- 
verse the local decision, it Is pre-r 
dieted, which will throw open the 
large Chicago film . territory to 
double bills. Only then will na- 
tional action be taken on the twin 
bill mess with a likelihood that the 
producers will , finally step into the 
picture with an agreement to cut 
the amount of production down by 
at least 26% since, the large Chicago 
territory will be intolerable in a 
twin bill battle royal. As long as 
the 12% Chicago territory remains 
single bills it is bslieved that no 
action will be taken to can twinners 
nationally.

They formally 
denied, however, that such a veto 
clause is permanently frozen into 
their contract with Hays. 

"Whether such disclosures if made 
at Cincinnati will exert any influ- 
ence over the Judgment of the bish 
ops and cause .them to hold Hays, 
as an individual, responsible, re- 
mains to be seen. Hays, according 
to his own membership, has never 
availed himself of rights to over 
rule. In so doing he wins the com- 
mendation of some of the directors 
.Discount Promises 
In the opinion of church scholars 
the outcome at Cincinnati will prob- 
ably be broad in viewpoint and cru- 
saders will hew their own film path 
for the future. This is gleaned to 
indicate the church is for position- 
ing itself to Judge the industry from 
deeds and finished work rather than 
from written promises and codes. 
From this is gathered Cincinnati 
will likely let Hollywood do as it 
pleases, but spike that which it dis- 
approves at the country's box office. 

If this course Is officially en- 
dorsed at Cincinnati it wilt accord- 
ing to film spokesmen, satisfy a 
goodly portion of major Interests. 
Formal chiirch advocacy of censor- 
ship and unconditional box office 
boycott for the entire country are 
considered in fllmdom the most 
drastic measures which the con- 
clave could adopt, and from which, 
It hopes, the church will veer as the 
result of the Hayslan board's ac- 
tion on the producer appeal board. 

Now defunct appeals board was 
always looked upon by many In the 
business as a fixing bureau whereby 
material that had been ordered out 
could he returned. 

Rely on Breen 
Giving Joe Breen full coast pow- 
ers is figured to overcome this 
prejudice; Producers feel that 
Breen, a Catholic, is favorably re- 
garded by the church and that If 
left alone' he can do the Job to the 
satisfaction of all present crusaders. 

To all intents and purposes Breen 
will be built lip as "Will Hays the 
Second, First Keeper of Hollywood 
Morals. Appeals to New York will 
be ' discouraged/ according to indi- 
cations. 

By. the ruling of the Haysian di- 
rectorate, which is' unanimous, ma- 
jor fllmdom took the Initial step in 
discouraging a subject which had 
been widely discussed as a way out 
—letting the public into the Holly- 
wood situation. 

Leaders disclosed they were un- 
alterably opposed to ceding any 
authority to outside groups as a 
pacifist gesture. 

Spokesmen for the church group, 
as well, Indicated Just before the 
meeting at which the Hays attitude 
for ''Holly wood was drafted that the 
Catholics would not favor laiety 
representation oh the coast with 
only observer privileges. 



It. also was brought out that 
Mayor A. G. Bainbridge of Min- 
neapolis had written to Mayor D 
F. McGuire of Edina and the lat 
ter's city council urging the re- 
vocation of the theatre permit 
which has been opposed by Publix 
and the Lyndale Amusement com 
pany, large chai operators, having 
theatres in the territory surround 
irig Edina. 

Never before in local film history 
has politics intruded itself so Openly 
into a theatre building situation. 

After announcement of the new 
Edina theatre project, both Publix 
and the Lyndale Amusement com 
pany applied tothe -Minneapolis city 
council for permits to . build new 
show houses in the Thirteenth ward, 
an exclusive residence section, ad 
jacent to Edina. 

Many Thirteenth ward home own 
ers appeared before the council 
license committee to oppose the 
Publix and Lyndale company per- 
mits. Several meetings were, held 
and the committee still has the mat- 
ter under advisement. At their last 
meeting the aldermen were in- 
formed by Publix and Lyndale com 
pany representatives that they were 
willing to drop their projects if the 
Edina company would do likewise. 
The committee was told that pros 
pects favored such a development 
and, on request of Publix and the 
Lyndale interests, action was de 
ferred. 

Meanwhile, at thl request of Al 
derman W. C. Robb of the Thlr 
teenth ward, a proposed reduction 
on the Edina water, rate also was 
postponed. The reason ' given was 
that Edina didn't have facilities : to 
permit storing of water during off 
peak hours. 

In his letter to the Edina mayor 
and council, Mayor Bainbridge re- 
ferred to a 'friendly relationship' 
between the village and city. 

The city of Minneapolis has evl 
denced ah unusual degree of neigh 
borliness toward the Edina district, 
the mayor's letter said. It has as 
slsted materially in making It pos 
sible for your village to meet its 
sewage problems ' and, . at a time 
when the water supply is conceded 
to be inadequate, has or proposes 
to extend unusual consideration to 
your village in that connection.' 

In reply, the Edina mayor In 
formed Mayor Bainbridge that the 



license cannot be revoked because 
such action would make the village 
liable for heavy damages. 

The mayor also explained 
two years ago an application for a 
theatre license in the village was 
rejected, in accordance with Min- 
neapolis Thirteenth ward residents' 
wishes hot to have any theatre in 
the district. However, the mayor 
continued, a theatre since then has 
been built in. the Minneapolis Thir- 
teenth ward by the Lyndale com- 
pany and later another neighboring 
suburb granted a theatre license. 
Therefore, according to the mayor, 
the-Edin.a_council considered that, it 
had no further obligation, to keep a 
theatre out of its district and, voted' 
unanimously to grant the 
three months ago.

.theatres on the one hand and mer- 
chants, utilities and newspapers on 
the other, Is well under way In 
Brooklyn, backed by the Downtown 
Brooklyn Business Men's Associa- 
tion. 

Following a meeting during , the. 
past week at which chairmen were 
elected to represent each group un- 
der the scheme, these representa- 
tives were scheduled to hold a meet- 
ing' among themselves yesterday 
afternoon (Monday) in furtherance 
of a plan that is seen as of great 
benefit to the theatres. 

On the theatre side, jthe only big 
downtown Brooklyn -house that 'is 
not participating so far is the RKQ 
Albee.

Eugene Leake came into the pic-

H. Wiggln regime of Chase Bank. 

By profession he is a lawyer and 
has handled business reorganization 
for Chase Bank. He also was sit- 
ting in on the Film Securities Corp., 
liquidated- holding company of. the 
original Fox- Loew stock. He has 
had no active experience in . show 
biz other than these, connections.' 

He is one of' Par's three trustees, 
and is stated to have been spon- 
sored mostly, by the Chemical Bank. 
Chemical held over $2,000,000 of the 
Paramount Bldg. bonds. Leake is 
handed as desirous of continuing 
with the company and maneuver- 
Digs on. his behalf are already be- 
ginning to be noticed. 

Charles D. Hilles, prominent Re- 
^publican -figurer is =one:.of the^three. 
Par trustees, also. He is in the' 
insurance business and a close 
friend of Col. William Donovan,, 
whose firm was called In by a Coast 
creditor to precipitate the Par 
bankruptcy, R6ot, Clark, Buckner

resistance has been around 6%. 
During past week it remained in an 
extremely narrow range from 6 to 
6%, where it wound up week. Vol- 
ume was approximately half what 
it was in previous week. 

Trade news of week' was remark- 
ably and. Uniformly favorable. 
Power output showed a healthy 
gain over the previous week, and 
also as compared with 1933, steel 
output went to a 61% operating 
rate, which was reached only once 
before this year, and carloadlngs 
were up compared ^o previous week, 
and ahead of 1*933 again.. Further 
indications of improvement were 
seen in Increase of building permits 
to 49.6% higher than April, and 39% 
ahead of May, 1933. Business fail- 
ures rose slightly to 239, but were 
far below the comparable week 0% 
1933, when 401- were registered. 

Best that could be said of market 
during^ past week was that it spent 
most of time consolidating its gains 
of preceding week, when industrials 
definitely got into next resistance 
level of 98>100. There was a little 
reaction. from the highs of last Fri- 
day and Saturday on .Monday of the 
past week,' followed by a rally on 
higher" volume on Tuesday. A big 
seli-off in grains on Wednesday 
thrust prices back after they seemed 
to be headed for the region imme- 
diately above the 100-mark in Dow- 
Jones, industrial averages. Further 
dips in grain on Thursday and the 
German situation Anally forced 
stock prices lower on Thursday. 
Feeling - that steel strike would be 
settled brought a nice rally Friday, 
and ' news of its postponement fur- 
ther enhanced prices on good vol- 
ume on Saturday, with many issues 
closing at or near highs of the week. 

Stocks seem to be slowly but 
surely reflecting the almost in- 
evitable upturn in business expected 
this fall. This tendency of the stock 
market to discount upwards the Im- 
provement in business by four to 
six months appears to be starting 
this, month in 1934. Market began 
to reflect anticipated slack in trade 
expected for the summer as early 
as February this year, the low ebb 
being reached last month. Then 
for three or four weeks this boU 
torn was thoroughly tested, during 
which time smart traders began ac- 
cumulating: stocks. Last three 
weeks gave every evidence that the 
main trend had been reversed, and 
that prices soon would be on their 
Way upwards again. 

But too much of an upsurge in 
price values cannot be expected un- 
til. the 98-100 level has been definite- 
ly pierced. And even then, the most 
optimistic do not expect any roar- 
ing ahead of shocks for several 
weeks. However,- market shows all 
signs of being in excellent hands, 
and in hands of those who will not 
permit prices to drop. back, far on 
any reaction. Part of this inclina- 
tion is. undoubtedly due to the fact 
that it looks as though a nice short 
interest is locked in, and there cer- 
tainly will be no move that will per- 



mit this interest to get out at any 
very low levels. 

Two distinct signs that Indicate 
a bullish trend were noticed by the 
shrewd traders during the past two 
weeks. One was the smart pick-up 
in volume oh any big upswing, and 
the other was the tendency to go 
from group to group and build up 
the prices. In the latter case, this 
always gave strength to the market 
in some section except on days 
when there is, a genuine lull in the 
upward trend or a reaction. 

Traders in the amusement group 
looked to the Curb Exchange for 
the most startling performance. 
Technicolor, in which there has 
been 'good buying* over a period of 
several N weeks, again went to new 
highs on four successive days,' and 
finally established a new 1934 high 
mark at 14% on Friday. It closed 
the week at 14 for a net gain of 
2 points/ ' 

Eastman Kodak, which was 
pointed to in many brokerage 
houses as Indicating the high type 
of buying going into the present 
market, surged past, the century 
mark "on Tuesday and hung up a 
new 1934 high at 100%. It sold 
down Thursday but came back to 
close on Saturday at 99%. for. a net 
advance of 1%. 

Keith Preferred, which is not 
often active, soared 5. points higher 
to a new top for the year at 35 on 
a few transactions. , Loew Preferred 
equalled its 1934 high at 97%, clos- 
ing with a net gain of nearly a 
point. Madison Square Garden re- 
flected the large gate receipts at the 
Baer-Carnera fight and. .got up to 
6% at the close, for a net of three- 
quarters of a point. Fox A did well 
at the finish and sported a' half 7 
point gain at 16%, the week's top, 
Where it closed. 

Majority of other amusement 
Issues wound up .behind minus 
signs. Most of them showed only ' 
small fractional losses. And an en- 
couraging sign was the fact that 
few of them sold off on volume. 
Weakest spot was Columbia Picture 
certificates on the big board, which 
after its recent strong advance, 
might have been expected. It was 
down a point at tho close at 33. 
M'etro-Goldwyn-Mayer was off 
three-quarters of a point at 25%. 

Amusement liens were not par- 
ticularly strong, and whole bond 
market was hit slightly by German 
moratorium, However, one out- 
standing bright spot was Para- 
mount- Famous-Lasky 6s, which 
showed a 2% point advance at 66. 
Paramount-Publix 6%s also were 
strong and climbed to a new top at 
55%, and a net gain of a poinJL. 
Pathe 7s nearly got into the $10.0 
class but dropped back after hit- 
ting 99%, for a point advance; 
Keith 6s also gained a point at 69, 
where they .closed. " 

Other amusement, bonds showed 
minor gains excepting Paramount- 
Broadway 6%s, Which dropped oft 
nearly a point, and ■» Warner 6s, 
which were off fractionally.

Manager of WTMJ, Milwaukee, Tells NAB Other 
Types of Fact-Finding Are Open to Doubt— r 
Helping the Time-Buyer 



Walter J- Damm, manager of Sta- 
tion WTMJ, Milwaukee/ believes 
that, the only dependable '.and useful 
survey of radio circulation, or lis- 
tening habits, is the type based on 
at-the-i lent questionln This 
technique consists in putting to set- 
two direct, ., simple 
questions to which straightforward, 
unequivocal and instantaneous re- 
sponses can be made. Questions 
asked either by telephone or. by. per- 
sonal call (not by mail) afe: 
■■ (1.5 i 'Is your radio turned on right 
now? : 

(2) -To what station is it tuned-in? 

Serious doubts weaken the value 
of any other system of gathering in- 
formation In Damm's opinion, which 
he expounded recently for the: 
commercial committee > .of the .Na- 
tional; Association of Broadcasters. 

Damm's idea is t hat 'the radio in- 
dustry Is suffering from top. .inany 
surveys and research studies rather 
than too. few. Too many people are 
attempting to do the work along too 
many lines, with the result that 
many,, of the studies are of .little, 
value to prospective buyers of radio 
time. This is no reflection on. the 
integrity 6f any of the 'stations' or 
research • organizations that naive 
published their findings. Ignorance 
and ..erroneous deductions are nd 
^gjgubt to blame rather than down 
right' dishonesty.' 

Field strength measurements are 
tabbed by the Milwaukee broadcas- 
ter as simply technical Confirmation 
of power arid of little help to adVer 
Using agencies and sponsors. Simi 
larly, the other convention guide to 
circulation, fan mail, is pretty well 
discredited by now. Finally, there 
is the 'listeners' opinion or memory 
test as a means of compiling au 
thentic - data. While this throws 
light ' on circulation, ' it is open, in 
Damm's opinion, to many, errors arid 
to the vagaries, of the human mind 
when functioning retrospectively. 

Don't Jibe 

WTMJ conducted two surveys si- 
multaneously. One by the memory 
technique (postcard) and one by tel- 
ephone calls. On the question of 
listening habits 'between 7 and 9 hi 
the morning, the survey based - on 
conditions as existing at the mo- 
ment showed only 10% ; of the radios 
in operation, while the other tech- 
nique developed a ratio of 38% lis- 
tening during the same hours. Other 
discrepancies were developed that 
tended to establish the conservative 
value of the at-the-nioment'ovcrtlie 
remembering quiz so far as trust- 
worthy facts are concerned. 

Circulation claims for a station 
when based upon ah extensive com- 
munity 7 survey, by the telephone 
two-question method have' the re- 
spect of executives In advertising 
agencies and among . sponsors, Damm 
believes, while, reversely," these 
same', men tend increasingly if) chal- 
lenge or pooh-pooh more involved 
surveys. 

Folly of trying to suppress unfa- 
vorable statistics is s,trjjss'ed by the 
WTMJ boss. lt..hbonier.angs.. Ele- 
ment of showmanship, , or , program 
popularity, as a consideration in 
radio circulation is recognized. 
Analysis of the WTMJ: surveys 
tended to prove that the program's 
especially built to please Mllwau- 
keeans- and based on the station's 
shownianly knowledge of the town 
and its inhabitants tended to over- 
shadow, all other programs. 

Damm admits that 13% of all per- 
sons quizzed did not know the name 
o£ the station they were listening to.

Publishers liberalize Radio News 
Policy; Allow 6:30 PJM. Release; 
Aimed to Meet Indie Competish 



Without any solicitation from the 
broadcasters, the Publishers' Na- 
tional Radio Committee last week 
advanced by' almost. Ave hours the 
release time for the Press -Radio 
Bureau's evening 'quota of news 
dispatches. Instead of waiting until 
11:15 the outlets which takes the 
bureau's service may now air the 
day's rehash of news at 6:30 p.m. 
local, station time. Hour of broad- 
casting the previous night's news 
resume in the morning stands, as 
originally designated by the PNRC, 
namely 9:30 a.m. local station time. 

Publishers' move came as a sur- 
prise to the bureau's clients. No 
pressure for a change in release 
time had- developed from the latter 
quarter at any time since the net- 
works entered Into their newscast- 
ing past with the press. If there 
has been any pressure it has de- 
rived inadvertently from the broad- 
casters who have elected to get 
their news from sources other than 
the Press-Radio. Bureau. These 
broadcasters have 'not 'had to con- 
fine their, newscastirig to"" any spe- 
cified hours.' 

This lack of restriction gave the 
insurgent element of broadcaster ah 
advantage over competitive outlets 
in the same area which were allied 
with the bureau. By the time the 
latter released the PRB's stuff It 
was anywhere from four to eight 
hours old as far as the local listen- 
er was concerned. By moving the 
evening release time up to 6:30 the 
publishers figure that they will not 
only 'put the bureau's client on an 
approximately even keel with his 
non-PRB competitor but by virtue 
of this evening up cut effectively 
into the business operations of 
indie news associations catering 
exclusively to radio • stations. 
Publishers have recently made 

-> two other significant concessions to 
the Press-Radio Bureau's clients. 
Bureau is no longer limiting its in- 
dividual bulletins to 30 words, nor 
are the broadcasters compelled to 
restrict their newscastlng sessions 
to five minutes. It is predicted in 
the trade that the time isn't far 
off when the dispensation wili be 
extended to a full 16 minutes. 
Ask Program Listing 
Another move by the • publishers' 
committee last week that excited 
comment among the broadcasters 
was the request sent out by the bu- 
rciui to . radio editors asking them 
to list uniformly the two daily 
newscasting sessions of Hie. local 
stations.. This listing, as requested, 
Is to read 'Press-Radio News.' 
Through these listing the publish- 
ers committee expects to find out

Returns on the weekly check-up 

of relative program popularity as 

conducted by the Crossley Reports 

have been speeded' up. Ad agency

days of the period's closing. Previ- 
ously they had to wait'from two to 
three weeks. 

Under the expedited method of 
compiling these weekly surveys cor- 
respondents are due to make their 
recapitulations as quickly, as pos- 
sible and airmail them, special de- 
livery into New York. Final and 
national compilation? are done here 
by a staff comhv under the super- 
vision of the Association of Nar 
tional Advertisers and the Ariieri- 
can Association Advertising 
Agencies. 

Committee,. composed of reps from 
these two organizations, which di- 
rects the operation of the Crossley 
Reports, has decided to make no 
changes, in the latter's methods: 
Most of the subscriLers seem per- 
fectly satisfied with the system now 
in use, and as long .-s the majority 
is inclined tha; way the committee 
feels |hat the less tampering with a 
system that has been assailed by its 
critics as antiquated the less trouble 
will there be in store for it.

Pinch of Tolls Particularly 
Tough on Smaller Broad- 
casters — New Communi- 
cations Commission Will 
Tackle Question of Light- 
ening.

NBC SILENT 



Amohg the major problems, that 
Will face seven-man com- 

munications commission, when ap- 
pointed as provided for in the en- 
acted Dlll-Rayburn Bill, is that of 
finding ways and means of adjust- 
ing the line charge burden of com- 
mercial broadcasting. Indie sta- 
tion operators have been particu- 
larly strident in Voicing their de- 
mands in this direction and they 
look to Senator C. C. Dill, co- 
author of the communications act, 
to press for action against the 
American Telephone and Telegraph 
Co., when the commission gets go- 
ing. 

As the hookup situation now 
stands it la with negligible excep- 
tions' a monopoly for the A.T.&T: 
Broadcasting has contributed from 
$5,000,000 to $12,000,000. a year. 
Indie broadcasters, though respon- 
sible for a minor share of 
these accumulations, declare It Is 
they who; feel the pinch most. Fees 
charged them by the telephone 
company for lines to the trans- 
mitter and remote pickups, they 
say,, are arbitrarily determined, 
bring a high percentage of profit to 
the service owners and cut deeply 
into the station's revenue. 

Of the networks the one that has 
to some extent been articulate 
about the matter has been Colum- 
bia. That web. has expressed it- 
self as perfectly satisfied with the 
service It receives from the A.T.&T. 
and opined that the monopoly the 
latter entertains would be an ideal 
one if its scale . of prices were prop- 
erly regulated. NBC, because of 
inter-corporated affiliation, has 
been silent on the issue. 

Broadcasters in various parts of 
the cduntry have been trying to 
evade doing business with the 
A.T.&T. by making use of Western 
Union or Postal wires. In such in- 
stances the Indie station operators 
haVe had to install their own re- 
peater systems. Use of these 
peater setups has been with the si- 
lent indulgence of the telephone 
combine, Which .through one of its 
subsidiaries, owns the repeater 
patents. As long as the resort to 
the telegraph companies' lines is 
confined to isolated cases the 
A.T.&T.. is not expected to shut 
down on outside utilization of the 
repeater device. But ,. should too 
many stations or regional networks, 
say the broadcasters, take to the 
W. U. and Postal lines., the pressure 
from the T/T.&T.. would be Imme-. 
diate and conclusive.

Musicians' Union roughout 
Canada pulled a q. t.. coast-to-coast 
strike Saturday (16) and withdrew 
the ir services from all Canadian 
Radio Commission stations and 
those which ' were fed commission, 
programs. Those which were not 
cancelled in entirety were consid- 
erably deleted. 

So secretive were the union's 
preparations that, operating staffs 
'of C.R.C; stations knew nothing bf 
the impending, strike until the mid- 
night walkout. This, involving over 
5,000 musicians, followed the gen- 
eral order of Walter Murdoch, pres- 
ident of the Toronto. Musicians' 
Protective Association and chair- 



man of the Musicians' 



io- Com- . 



mittee in Canada. In Toronto some 
1,500 musicians are affected,, this 
including members of militia 
bands. Murdoch stated today that 
'the withdrawal of services' was'.the 
result of a dispute in Montreal be 
tween the musicians- local there and 

the C.R.C. stations in that city. 
The Montreal local went on strike 
when stations refused to meet de- 
mands for a 30% increase in waged, 
and when the commission' refused 
recognition of the union, which is 
affiliated with the American Feder- 
ation of Musicians. Sequel is the 
Dominionrwide rally to the support 
of the Montreal local- resulting in 
the national boycott of the com- 
mission. 

It was also pointed out by Mur- 
doch that the. C.R.C. stations in 
Montreal refused to pay the fees set 
by the' musicians' association and 
refused to pay anything for remote 
control broadcasting. Murdoch was 
also advised here by C.R.C/ spokes- 
men that they proposed to operate 
open shop and 'to employ non-union 
or union musicians as they pleased.' 

Unanimous decision of musicians' 
locals throughout Canada to sup- 
port Montreal followed^ 

Sympathetic 

Toronto walkout affecting 1,500 
musicians is not the result of any 
dispute between the C.R.C. stations 
here and the musicians over fees. 
In Toronto the commission has al- 
ways paid the fees set by the 
Musicians' Radio Committee. The 
demand in Toronto, however, does 
include recognition of the interna- 
tional union as well as the endorse- 
ment of the claims of the Montreal 
local. Until the dispute is settled 
members of the union • throughout 
Canada will refuse to play any- 
where if the music is. to be broad- 
cast over. C.R.C. network's or over a 
local C.R.C. outlet.' This, of course, 
affects orchestras and soloists in 
hotel and night spots, as well as 
symphony, and band concerts..

Space Buyers and Circulation 

Circulation, the credo and the mania for advertising agencies, has a 
habit of, seeming a pretty dull boy when put to work in the radio depart- 
ment. 

As a matter of fact the smarter advertising agencies already are wise 
to radio, circulation and those big charts, with masses of figures, pur- 
porting to prove something. Elsewhere the booking of spot air pro-, 
grams Is simply added to the regular duties of the publication space- 
buyer who, without further ado, proceeds to have his secretary file all 
the available radio statistics and sworn statements. 



But the missing element In radio broadcasting, whether considered 
from the utility (network) or the advertising media • viewpoint, or a 
1 combination of both viewpoints, Is showmanship. 

1 Fifteen minutes on station XYZ does not necessarily sell goods. Its 
the program occupying that 16 minutes. But more than that, and a lot 

•, more, is what' precedes the 15 minutes — what the station habitually offers 
the listening public. 



Station showmanship, local popularity, local listening habits as ascer- 
tained by investigation but. seldom from official charts, is the key to 
smart time buying by advertising agencies. And already the boys are 
tending more and more to travel around the country and find but for 
themselves and to stop talking in terms of imaginary circulation. 



Field strength tests, number of sets owned in a given area, the kilo- 
watts,, the number of broadcast hours, the financial or industrial condi- 
tions of the community all may be important auxiliary .facts. But pro- 
gram and entertainment average is what counts. 

Seems pretty . short-sighted for some advertising agencies to fancy 
that effective handling of spot broadcasting campaigns is such a casual 
and perfunctory chore that any publication space buyer can simply add 
it to his usual duties.

• celling it outright, undertakes to 
rewrite it so that it conforms to 
present day scientific standards. In 
line With his function with KMBC 
Dr. Cramer maintains an extensive 
library consisting of the latest and 
approved textbooks on medicine, 
food and cosmetics as well as re- 
cently Issued authoritative bro- 
chures on these subjects. File Is 
kept up to date by actual tests con-r 
ducted by a local laboratory or in 
co-operation with national medical 
and scientific authorities.

Injunction 
orders the station to permit Givens 
or any one designated by him to 
talk four nights prior to the pri- 
mary election, June 26, without sub- 
jecting their speeches to' bluepen- 
ciling. 

Station had advised Givens that 
it would not allow him or his 
spokesmen over WFLA to make any 
remarks regarding political oppon- 
ents.

The Missouri 
Valley section has generally given 
the icicles, to anything that might be 
termed radio co-operation or pub- 
licity, printing only the unfortunate 
legal entanglements and slam ma- 
terial In the columns. 

The KFAB plan, fathered by Dee 
Dirks, is to make the listener con- 
scious of his. responsibility to. the 
advertiser for the entertainment, 
and to "insure that " entertainment 
must, buy the advertiser's product. 
At present KFAB has a series "of 
announcements throughout the day 
which read: 'Buy radio advertised 
goods,' 'When you buy, say - you 
heard it on the radio,' 'Support the 
radio advertiser with your pur- 
chases,' and 'Buy only radio-adver^ 
Used merchandise.' A series of 
speeches has also been arranged X(£l 
acquaint the listener with the su-" ; 
periority of U. S. broadcasting as 
.compared with foreign and the 
cheapness of the amusement. 

If the Missouri Valley goes for 
this plan it'll be experimentally 
tried on about 15 stations. And, if 
successful, Dirk's hopes > the plan 
will be supported and absorbed into 
the NAB system.

Raising Radio Salaries in France 

But There Are Squawks— News Commen- 
tators $2.75 to $6.60 Per Broadcast 



Paris, June 6. 

Timid attempt on the part of 
those who are trying to improve 
broadcasting in this country to give 
better pay to. entertainers, mu- 
sicians, ahnouncers, etc., has started 
grand squeal that the taxpayer's 
money is being too lavishly spent. 

Loudest squawk has gone up 
against^ salary of $8,000 a year (and 
cheap "dollars, at {hat) which 13 be-- 
ing paid to D. E. Ingelbrecht for 
directing newly created National 
Radio ^orchestra. Ingelbrecht is 
supposed to give all his time build- 
ing up a band, training it and put- 
ting it on the air. Old timers point 
out that Musical Director Gaubcrt 
of the Paris Opera gets only $5,300^ 

Announcers who broadcast radio 
news in the state-owned stations 
here are on about the lowest wage 
scale imaginable. They write thoir 



own news stories, which they read 
into the mike, and get anywhere 
from $2.75 to $6.60 a broadcast. And 
the fans wonder why the job is. so 
badly done! 

At Radio Paris, formerly a pri- 
vate station, the Government has 
held over the old higher rates that 
the commercial company paid, but 
this is not likely to last. Aver- 
ag^between ^he^woscales is'likely 
to be struck. Advocates of better 
radio hold that a minimum of $13 a 
broadcast should be paid in order 
to attract high-class Frenchmen. 

Fees paid for radio sketches and 
for broadcast rights to stage plays 
just about cover the cost of making 
copies. Newly formed Union of 
"Radio Authors is starting fight to 
change this, and expects to be able 
to stop all play broadcast I n t? if 
something itfn't done. 



Pettey Reported Set 

Kansas City, June 18. 

It Is. understood here that Herbert 
L. Pettey, of this city, secretary of 
the Federal Radio Commission, Is 
to be appointed by President Roose- 
velt to the same position with the 
new communications commission, 
which the President is expected to 
name before he leaves on his 
Hawaiian trip. The position pays 
$7,500, an increase of $1,000 a year 
over the present position. 

Pettey had charge of radio for the 
Democratic, national committee dur^a 
ing the last campaign and has held 
his present position since April, 
1933. The new commission will also 
have control over telephone and

WNEW Pulls a Sneak 

Station WNEJW put in its own 
bid for listeners against the WEAF- 
WJZ broadcast of the Max Baer- 
Carnera championship flghJt spon- 
sored from the ringside by Qood- 
rich Tires. V7NEW sold Adler 
shoes (local) on a blow-by-blow de- 
scription to be broadcast from the 
windows of a sixth-floor apartment 
on 36th Avenue overlooking the 
in I Long Island bowl. Bill Farren and 
Ted Webb alternating for WNEW 
covered the. fisticuffs with powerful 
military binoculars. 

Stunt held special problems for 
the station crew which, with the 
cooperation of the telephone . com- 
pany, had -only a few hours, to in- 
stall equipment. At the last minute 
a man had to rush to. Manhattan 
for missing equipment and . no 
sooner had this anxiety been allevi- 
ated than the owner of. the apart- 
ment decided that $25 wasn't 
enough, and demanded $1,000 for 
the rent of the apartment for ono 
hour. Lengthy argument over the 
phone Anally brought a WNEW ex- 
ecutive on the run. Landlord 
settled 10 minutes bef ore the broad- 
cast for $100. Max Welner handled 
the controls. 

WNEW'S idea is that despite the 
Graham McNamee-Ford Bond ring 
side broadcast WNEW could get 
and hold a substantial listening 
audience among that element of the 
radio fans who are indifferent to 
ind largely unaware of NBC. 

Some question - arises as to the 
'ethics' of the stunt. That it repre 
sents ingenuity; initiative, and 
showmanship' is unquestioned. But 
the fine points of eavesdropping 
commercially have yet to be 
weighed and decided. In Birmlng 
ham, Alabama, recently Station 
WSGN, Steve Clsler's 250-watter, 
tried eavesdropping on professional 
baseball games from a convenient 
tree-top. Ball club went to court 
and 'obtained an injunction. 

Goodrich Tires paid $25,000 to the 
Madison Square Corp. for the 
broadcast rights. WNEW was the 
only station to compete with the 
'official' program. Other local sta-: 
tions contended themselves with 
resumes after the fight was finished 
But the very controversy which 
WNEW's deed may arouse will 
bring publicity and attention to the 
station. Since it's a new broad- 
casting unit, WNEW seeks that 
very, thing. Conservative stations 
would, of course, take no part of 
an eavesdropping broadcast but 
WNEW presumably is capitalizing 
all opportunities.. Aggressive show- 
manship doesn't Indulge over-much 
in philosophical hair-slitting. 



for its entry, Milton Ikler, former 
Columbia announcer, now 'announc- 
ing' the circus was all set to go. 
The, big horns over , the band stand 
carried the story of the big parade 
opening the show and the day was 
pulled out of the hole. 

Ikler made his thanks substantial 
by aiding in WGAL's two hour, 
broadcast, the first time so much 
of the show has ever been de- 
scribed from the bigrtop.

Presentation, checked and ap- 
proved by law. enforcement officers 
in Waterloo, told the complete story 
of CarrolPs. end, Including the re- 
port turned in by a filling station 
attendant; the activities of Carroll' 
and Jean DeLaney, who accom- 
panied him while in Waterloo; the 
actual shooting; Carroll's state- 
ments while in the. hospital, and the 
first authentic report of an inter- 
view with his girl companion. 

WMT was the first media to give 
out the news of the shooting, and 
put on police bulletins while the 
search for possible, accomplices was 
carried on.

What is regarded by the owners 
of all-wave radio receiving sets on 
the Coast, as drivel and nonsensi- 
cal chatter is looked upon by Fed- 
eral Radio execs as fine business oh 
the part of the 4.60C or more ama- 
teur radio operators, licensed to 
work the air channels in the Elev- 
enth district, comprising Southern 
California, a' 1 , of Arizona, and a 
small portion of Nevada. 

Out of. approximately 46,00.0 
amateurs in the United States a 
good 10% are located in the Elev- 
enth district. With few exceptions 
they stick religiously to their al- 
lotted wave band, and, according 
• to James M. Chappie, radio inspect 
tor in charge here, little trouble is 
caused by ' this small army of tele-? 
phone transmitters and key ^pound- 
ers. 

uut of the national crop of ama- 
teurs the Army and Navy depart- 
ments have organized potential 
armies of operators, who, as auxil- 
iary members U. S. Signal 
Corps, would be of inestimable 
benefit In case of war. 

Own Language 

Listeriers-in on amateur short 
wave broadcasting, unfamiliar with 
the jargon of the 'hams,' are gener 
ally at a loss to understand what 
the chatter Is all about Particu- 
larly the 'Q-S' and the numerous 
other letter combinations starting 
with 'Q'; the taE: about 'junk,' 'fine 
business,' 'dope,' 'Y-L,' as referring 
to femme chatterers, and '73,' 
which In the language of the ama- 
teur operator corresponds to re- 
gards.. 

But this is all regarded as con- 
structive work by the Federal Ra- 
dio Commission, without a license 
from which no amateur is permit- 
ted to operate. Before getting a 
federal license, the applicant must 
correctly answer 10 questions per- 
taining to radio, and he must be 
able to send and receive at least 
10 words a minute of . International 
code. 

Radio commission keeps a strict 
supervision on the ethering of the 
'hams/ with Inspectors constantly 
on the listen -in' <or any violations. 
Local headquarters is a sort of 
clearing house for the 'hams,' and 
through the medium of several -na- 
tional publications a fraternity or 
nation-wide organization is main- 
tained that is said to be particu- 
larly beneficial; 



Distillers, Ex-Broadcasters 
Sued for CKGW Rent 

Toronto, June 18. 
Charging breaches of certain co- 
venants in the leasing of studio 
space and broadcasting commit- 
ments, King Edward Hotei has filed 
a writ against Gooderham & Worts, 
distillers, claiming unstated dam- 
ages' for the closing of CKGW, 
owned by G & W, $3,000 rental for 
business offices other than the stu- 
dio space, and costs of the. action.

Philadelphia, Junt 18. 
Philadelphia right now has more 
radio rumors than NBC has vice- 
presidents. Leading all the whis- 
pering in piquancy is whether the 
Levy Brothers,' kingpins of WCAU, 
WIP and the Columbia network, 
hiave or have hot acquired the oper- 
ating control of Station KYW, the 
present Chicago Westinghouse out 
let which moves into Philly Novem 
ber 1. 

Levys admit bidding for station 
and coveting it. But. can they get 
it, and if they get it, what happens 
to the pretty picture of competition 
that was visualized as awakening 
Philadelphia from the general slug 
gishness engendered, by six years 
of complete subservience to the 
rank of WCAU' as numbev one sta 
tlon. 

Meanwhile, the two present NBC 
affiliates, WLIT and WFI, are prob 
able candidates for a merger to 
handle the blue NBC programs if, 
as officially carded, KYW bobs up 
as the NBC red champion. Albert 
M. Greenfield, prominent in Phlla 
delphia realty, seems the keyholder 
to the WLIT-WFI situation through 
the receivership of Lit Brothers' de- 
partment store, which controls in 
turn Station WLIT. Greenfield re- 
portedly wished to create a station 
powerful enough to compete com 
merclally with WCAU. 

A Novelty for Philly 

Philadelphia has traditionally 
been a poor town from the radio 
performer's vle^olnt. Only place 
a break could be had was WCAU. 
Accepted standard fee has been 
about $7.60 a broadcast in Philadel- 
phia. Musicians' Union seemingly 
has ample grounds for the allega 
tlons of under-scaling. Hence, 
although the talent is, of course, a 
minor consideration In the various 
realignments that seem in progress 
more or less under cover this ele- 
ment naturally enough roots for a 
condition of affairs in which a little 
competitive bidding might emerge 
out of the Jungle of former hope- 
lessness. 

Some keen observers believe that 
Philadelphia radio will be hypoed 
Into a healthier state if real rivalry 
materializes. But meanwhile WCAU 
naturally may not be of that 
opinion. 

There are odd pieces to the puz 
zle, WPEN goes to 500 watts and 
920 kilocycles, a better strategic 
position than station has ever en 
joyed, and meanwhile becoming a 
cog in the wheel - which. George 
Storer is coopering. WRAX comes 
into the picture on art arrangement 
to handle all foreign language pro 
grams (important locally). Which 
still leaves the secondary Levy out 
let, WIP, to be fitted into the new 
set-up that the next few months 
will work out.

Station in Rensselaer 

Albany, June 18. 

Operation of a new radio station 
in Rensselaer, just across the Hud- 
son River from Albany, is planned 
by Harold E. .

Tire, surprised NBC and the advert 
tising trade in general by advising 
all concerned Friday (15) morning 
that it had no intention of taking up 
the seven- week option* it had on the 
champ's services. Tire maker's de- 
cision brought the aerial to an ab- 
rupt halt the same night, complet- 
ing the first half of the deal, which 
gave Baer $6,500. a week for six 
weeks. 

Reason Goodrich gave for its 
dropping of the Baer alliance was 
that the expense Involved wasn't 
warranted by the potential sales of 
the product. As it was, explained 
the rubber concern, it was away 
overboard on radio expenditures, 
what with the daily baseball re- 
sumes it was bankrolling on WEAF, 
New York; WBZ. Boston; WTAM, 
Cleveland; WMAL, Washington; 
KDKA, Pittsburgh; WJR, Detroit; 
WENR, Chicago, and KMOX, St.. 
Louis. Also that with the Baer 
serial it would be merely covering 
the same listener attention garnered^ 
by its baseball programs, which are* 
under all. summer obligation. Baer's 
contract with Goodrich called for a 
boost to $7,500 a week In the event 
the seven weeks' option was taken 
up. 

Bid made Baer for his services as 
a sustaining attraction by Columbia 
was the highest it has ever offered 
for anyone on a non-commercial 
basis.

Like the other branches of show 
business, radio is now subject to 
headaches from performers over 
billing demands! Bearing most of 
the controversial brunt on this topic 
are the ad agencies which in addi- 
tion to supervising the publicity on 
the show do the copy writing for 
the spotlight ads on the program 
that appear in the newspapers. 
Relative position and typography 
given their names in these ads have 
become a common' source of conten- 
tion^from^ mike" ""WtTst^'^say^iHe" 
agency men. ' 

This vieing for top billing In the 
spotlight ads has got to the point 
that performers before signaturing 
for a commercial program demand 
that the contract include a clause 
clarifying the subject. So far there 
have been few sponsors that have 
consented to this • written stipula- 
tion. Usual retort by the commer- 
cial Is that regardless as to how the 



performer may feel about his im- 
portance and standing with the 
public there will be no dictating on 
this score from any quarter other 
than its own. 

One of the major agencies last 
week was forced to have reset three 
sets of stereotyped plates because 
of an "argument over tilling. Pro- 
gram had only three episodes to go, 
but the complaining actor insisted 
that the remaining series of spot- 
light ads be so revised that his name 
WbuTd^be^'aTHIhe Be^d^f ^EKe^IlsleS" 
cast. His ultimatum waj that either 
the agency change the ad copy or 
he would walk. 

Agency exec upon whom the 
actor made his demands remarked 
during the courso of the verbal ex- 
change: 'I suppose you'd like to 
havo your name over that of the 
client?' 

'It wouldn't be a bad Idea, at that,' 
was the actor's rejoinder.

induce such person to sing, play, or perform, or to have sung, 
played, or performed any works published, copyrights or owned by 
us, directly or indirectly. 

'We further pledge ourselves and agreed hot to furnish any special 
arrangements to any performer, singer, musician, or orchestra 
leader, or to anyone designated by, representing or associated with 
the same, nor shall we make any such special arrangements, nor 
shall we pay 'directly or Indirectly to such performer, singer, ar- 
ranger,, musician, or orchestra leader, nor to his agents or repre- 
sentatives, nor. to anyone designated by him Or eiriployed directly 
or indirectly by hlin for the making of such special arrangements, 
nor shall we extract parts or otherwise copy such special arrange- 
ments if made, either in whole or in part, for ariy performer, singer, 
musician, or orchestra leader, or for their agents or representatives, 
or pay for such extractions or copies. But nothing herein contained 
shall be deemed to limit the right to transpose any vocal arrange- 
ment of a musical composition from one key to another.

Nite clubs have been getting 
around the necessity of putting men 
to work by using automatic spot- 
lights and lobster-scopes to light 
their talent on the floor shows. The 
new IATSE ruling is that these 
mechanical devices come , under the 
American Federation of Labor 
charter to the International and 
that a man must be employed to 
operate these machines. The 
IATSE bases its claim off tight to 
such employment on the precedent 
set by the American Federation of 
Musicians, which has placed union 
musicians In radio" stations to 
operate the radio disc turntables. 
If all musical . devices come under 
the charter of the A. F. of M., the 
IATSE believes that all theatrical 
lighting and stage equipment de- 
vices hiust necessarily come within 
the province of e stagehands and 
operators unions- 
All lighting devices from the 
front of the entertainment must 
have a .member of the operators 
union on the job, while all lighting 
and stage devices behind the enter- 
tainment must have a member of 
the stagehands union. This takes 
in drops, curtains, etc. 

Low Minimum 
IATSE has not yet set up its 
wage scale for such jobs, since the 
new president has been in office but 
one week.- But : it Is. understood . that 
the minimum will be considerably 
lo-v er for niteries and taverns than 
it has been for : theatres. It is 
figured that, the basic scale for 
taverns will be about $40 a week, 
due to the short. hours at night and 
the lower revenue possibilities of 
the beer spots. The IATSE prexy, 
Browne,, is taking precautions not 
to work hardship on these small 
taverns, the object being the secur- 
ing of additional emplOyihent 
porturilties for the members. 

Browne, it is understood, has al 
ready received notice of full co 
operation from the governing coun- 
cil of the American Federation of 
Labor, from the Federation of Mu 
sicians, and it is expected that the 
performers will come through with 
100% backing through the Ameri 
can Federation of Actots. Also in 
the picture from the union co-oper 
ation angle is the Walters Union. 



Eastman Music Head 
Asks Gotft Financing 
For Symphs, Opera 

Potsdam, N. Y., 

Symphony orchestras and opera 
companies, should be financed by di- 
rect government subsidization, or by 
a federal tax on radio, Dr. Howard 
Hanson declared in^an address here. 
He is director of the Eastman 
School of Music in Rochester. 

In regard to the levy on radios, 
Br. Hanson would have the revenue 
given to the broadcasting stations 
in proportion to the power of the 
station, with the stipulation that 
such money should be used for the 
formation of local symphony or- 
chestras and opera companies. He. 
said that in the United States there 
are now only 13 professional sym- 
phony orchestras, and only one . per- 
manent opera company.

As far as the writers are con- 
cerned, the Music Publishers Pro- 
tective Association may continue 
putting out nickel songsheets for 
another three months. Permission 
to this effect was voted at a meet- 
ing of the Songwriters Protective 
Association's, oouncil last week. 
Initial okay on. the MPPA's folio 
sideline had been obtained from the 
writers three months previous. 

Strong opposition to the folio 
idea was voiced at the SPA gather- 
ing by Benee Russell. He ques- 
tioned the authenticity of a survey 
on the folio situation, which had 
been submitted by a firm of 'com- 
mercial counsellors' to the MPPA, 
and scored the writers for their 
readiness to sell their birthrights 
without first making a thorough in- 
quiry into the facts. 

Figures that are in sharp vari- 
ance with those advanced by the 
MPPA have been compiled by the 
Richmond-Mayor Music Corp. This 
jobbing firm sent out 1,000 question- 
naires to learn how the music 
dealers felt about the MPPA folio, 
and, of the 249 replies received last 
week, 66% were opposed to the 
lyricsheet proposition. Expressing 
,the opinion that the folio decreases 
the sale of the regular sheet music 
copy were 165 dealers; 57 declared, 
that the verse compendium boosts 
the sale of song copies, while 27 re- 
tailers were of no opinion, or said 
that they knew nothing about the 
MPPA folio.

Whitehead's complaints involved 
principals only. Refusing to di- 
vulge names, the AFA sec. claimed 
actors were being forced to work 
far below the $40 weekly minimum 
set by the. code in numerous indie 
theatres booked out of Boston.

(12). Labor union officials pledged 
support.

2. Directing of the NVA Fund and 
its members to turn over to the re- 
ceiver all records, books, etc., per- 
taining to the NVA and to give an 
accounting of all moneys collected 
for and by the NVA since 1929. 

(3) Cancelation of the agreement 
made In 1931 between the NVA Club 
and the NVA Fund. 

(4) Restraining the NVA Fund 
from disposing of any moneys while 
the action pends. 

(5) Restraining the NVA Fund 
from promulgating or fostering any 
benefit drives in the name of the 
NVA Inc.

BOUND OVER TO SPECIAL SESSIONS 



Magistrate Brodsky Observes That a Dismissal 
Would Only Prompt Commissioner Moss to 
Swear Out Summonses Anew 



Battle Of New York ity's License 
Department to license all theatrical 
reps as employment agencies goes 
into Special Sessions for a definite 
ruling. Jack Curtis (Curtis & 
Allen), acting as test defendant for 
eight vaude agents who were handed 
summonses two weeks ago for vio- 
lating the General Business Law ir 
not being licensed, was held over 
for the higher court yesterday 
(Monday) by Magistrate Louis B. 
Brodsky. 

Magistrate Brodsky. sitting in 
Traffic Court uptown, first got the 
case in the West 64th Street Court, 



where the summonses were sworn 
At that time Maurice Goodman and 
Harold M. Goldblatt, counsel for 
the RKO, Loew and indie agents' 
associations in this matter, and Sid- 
ney B. Schatkin and Herman J. 
McCarthy, assistants to N. Y. C.'s 
Corporation Counsel, agreed to use 
Curtis as a test case instead of t ly- 
ing all eight agents at once. The 
others who r< 'oived summonses arc 
Charles Allen, Curtis' partner; Mark 
Leddy and Eddie Smith, Marty For- 



kins, Charles Tates, Ferdi imon 
and Harry Romm. 

In holding the matter over for Spe- 
cial Sessions, Magistrate Brodsky 
himself did not hand down an opi - 
ion on the General Business Law as 
it applies to employment agencies. 
He stated from the bench yesterday 
that the reason he is holding Curtis 
over is because he feels sure that 
the agents' counsel as well as the 
License Department would like, once 
and for all, to get a definite ruling 
as to how theatrical reps stand in 
regards to the statute dealing with 
employment agencies. 

Brodsky. jidded that while he could 
Wrow'thec^^ 

riot settle the question, for then 
License Commissioner Paul Moss 
could continue swearing out sum- 
monses for agents. This, incident- 
ally, was Commissioner Moss' in- 
tention in the event that Brodsky 
dismissed the charge. 

The Corporation Counsel assist- 
ants will draw complaints for the 
Special Sessions trial on Thursday, 
with counsel for both sides in hopes 
of having a hearing within a month. 



In Special Sessions cases are tried 
before three judges, without a Jury. 
Decisions there are subject to ap- 
peal, but it is doubtful whether 
Commissioner Moss would go to the 
higher courts in the. event that; the 
decision is not in his department's 
favor. /Goodman and. Goldblatt, 
however', will appeal if' necessary. 

Curtis, who was released in the 
custody of Goodman and Goldblatt 
without bail, sailed for Europe Sat- 
urday (16) and it is Improbable that 
he will return to this country in 
time for the Special Sessions trial. 
In that event, counsel for both sides 
will confer and concur on another 
test defendant out of the remaining 
seven agents who .received the sum- 
monses. Goldblatt, though, was of 
the opinion that the license depart- 
ment would agree to Charles 
Allen in Curtis' place.

carries a maximum fine of $500, or 
six months in jail, or both. Licens- 
ing of the agents by N. Y. entails a

proceedings on the other seven de- 
fendant's until a verdict is forth- 
corning from Special Sessions.

Comparatively, the Paramount has been the worse off of the 
twdi That the quality of films have had much to do with the sit- 
uation, of course, is a natural conclusion, but that the R. C. Music Hall 
has dented the gross expectancies of the Broadway picture palaces is 
just as certain. 

Par was willing to let the Radio City Music Hall have the entire Par 
program for around $600,000 on the year; It might have been compro- 
mised at $500,000. ' Under such a deal the Paramount would have gone, 
second choice anyway. 

With the Capitol and the Paramount both suffering, LoeW's even talked 
about entering the Roxy theatre picture and maybe thereafter, pooling 
that spot with the Capitol, or running it alone. 

Loew looks to benefit also at its State on Broadway* Loew's principal 
vaude spot, with first choice' of Par, Metro and Warner product after 
first-run showing on Broadway. 



While Warners owns several music publishing, subsidiaries, notably 
Harms and Witmarks, which would give WB first call on the cream of 
the musical comedy and operetta composers and authors, and also a 
certain 'in' on the film purchases to any successful Broadway musicals, 
the picture company has steered clear for some reason. 

Thus, Otto Harbach and Sigmuhd Romberg are slated: for several Fox 
fllmuslcal originals and Romberg, with Oscar Hammersteln, II, has just 
signatured to author .'Tip Toes' (from Yield Baum's story) for Metro. 
The authors otherwise are under contract to Harms, a WB subsid, and 
Was 'presumed to have been one: of the major factors in the Warners' 
first acquiring these music publishing holdings. WB statement on this 
is that the high-powered composers and librettists are beyond the nor? 
mal WB film production budgets. 

Incidentally, because of the Romberg angle,- Robbins Music Corp., 
publisher to- Metro, figures on the publishing rights. This is disputed 
by Harms which claims aiti exclusive w.rlting contract with Romberg 
and hence wants to publish the score of Metro's 'Tip Toes*.

After being tabled for a month, 
the plan to present free shows 
the Civilian Concentration Camps 
throughout the country, came to life 
early this week and expectations are 
for : the- projeqt to go through, al- 
though probably curtailed from the 
original, suggested schedule. Shows 
would be under' the direction of the 
Civil. Works Administration^ which 
operating a dozen companies in 
New York city and upstate CCC 
camps. 

Hope that money would be made

!i5,Q00,00Q,000 for drought and. other 
relief issues. It Is . now expected 
that a comparatively, moderate ap- 
propriation for the proposed shows 
will be made from that fund.

With CCC. administrators. 

Instead of the original, prospect 
of forming 100 shows for the camps, 
Equity heads say that 50 such 
troupes would be top, if the money, 
can be. secured. Salaries would be 
$24 weekly. While salaries paid 
present CWA players is slightly 
more, it is believed that the camp, 
players will be .given beds and food 
at the' camps without deductions 
from the salaries. Matter, however, 
has not been worked out to finality 
because of the delay in figuring out 
how to ge* funds. Transportation 
to the camps will probably be 
handled by the army, as is done in 
taking CWA companies Upstate. 

Plan for touring the shows -to -the 
camps in many states would be ad- ' 
hered to' in modified form,, it now 
being virtually certain that there 
will be no attempt to cover the more 
than 1,700 CCC spots. However,

This brings 
out a conviction of the bad one for 
dope selling, and both are struck 
from the Medical Register, 

Play opens 12 years later,, with 
the good doc now a famous Park 
Avenue surgeon in New York. He 
has not changed his name, but it is 
developed he went through the 
medical examinations in N. T. and 
qualified as a physician, just as if 
he had never been one before. He 
has taken with him the woman he 
loves and they are living happily. 
Enter the husband, down and out, 
who demands the good doc once 
more take him into partnership or 
face exposure.. Good doc offers, him 
money, which is refused, where- 
upon hero shoots him dead and 
claims It was a racketeer who had 
tried to stick him up. New York 
district attorney is a friend and 
neighbor, and the first one sent for. 
He promptly discovers the decep- 
tion, but covers up the crime and 
the play ends with him notifying 
the police, and the tag is: Of 
course, it was self-dense.' 

Shooting situation bears a strong 
resemblance to a play written by 
Hal Reid, produced some 25 years 
ago.

Committee Calls 

Last w6eki following the posting 
of a closing notice on the NVA Club 
bulletin board, a committee from 
the club called on Harold Rodner, 
of Warner Bros., who has been in 
charge of the NVA reorganizing for 
the NVA Fund. Most of the talk 
ing for the committee was done by 
Sam Liebert, actor, who protested 
the clubhouse closing and demanded 
that the people living at the. club 
and without means for residing else 
Where, be provided with shelter 
there or elsewhere.

Rodner arranged for delivery of 
food to the NVA club, and between 
then and the clubhouse's . closing 
yesterday an average of 100 people 
were fed at the club nightly; Last 
night (Monday), with the -clubhouse 
closed, the meals were transferred 
to Meyer Gerson's restaurant on 
West . 47th street. 

On Wednesday night (13) a mass 
meeting was conducted by Chester- 
field In the clubhouse with more 
than 600 attending. The dally press 
was invited. Attendees voiced ap- 
proval of the suit, of which Ches- 
terfield informed .them, and which 
was filed yesterday. 1 

Specific purpose of the suit, as 
given In Chesterfield's affidavit. Is 
to 'restrain the waste by the de 
fendant, NVA Fund, and by cer 
tain of the individual defendants 
who" are its present officers and di- 
rectors, of moneys and assets, in 
Its possession held by it in trust for 
the plaintiff.'

Chesterfield charges that accord- 
ing to his own computation of ex- 
penditures ■ during the six years, 
there should be on hand an approxi- 
mate balance of over $560,000. Plus 
the $200,000 anticipated from this 
year's (1934) drive, the NVA Fund's 
moneys on hand, according to Ches- 
terfield's estimates, should amount 

In addition, asserts Chesterfield7 
the late F. F. Proctor left a bequest 
of $60,000 to the NVA, Inc., three or 
four years ago, that the check was 
endorsed and turned over to the 
NVA Fund by Pat Casey, and that 
the Fund has *had the benefit and 
use of these moneys all of this time.' 
Previous Settlement 

This suit, in asking^ for an ac- 
counting and in the nature of the 
charges made, is similar to another 



one contemplated and announced by 
Chesterfield In the spring of 1931, 
when practically the same situation, 
arose; Then, as how, the club house 
was ordered closed by the NVA 
Fund, and for the same reasons. 
Negotiations by both sides following 
the filing of the . suit led to a com- 
promise and settlement out of court. 
Settlement was In form of an agree- 
ment, signed by Sam Katz, then 
president of the NVA Fund, and 
Henry Chesterfield for the NVA 
Club. 

By this agreement the NVA Fund 
was obliged to care for the NVA 
Club and its activities for the fol- 
lowing five years, with the NVA, 
Inc., promising in the meanwhile to 
seek a sub-tenant for the costly 
West 46 th street clubhouse with a 
view to moving to less expensive 
quarters. No move ever was made, 
the NVA Club contending the 46th 
street building .could not be satis- 
factorily disposed of. 

During the term of the agree- 
ment's effectiveness, from Decem- 
ber, 1931, to October, 1933, the NVA 
Fund continued to support the NVA 
Club in all Its activities. These in- 
cluded the weekly New York chari- 
ties which by' the summer of '33 
had reached a total of $3,600 month- 
ly. 

In October, 1933, the NVA Fund 
again notified Chesterfield that, re- 
gardless of the agreement, the NVA 
Fund could not possibly maintain 
the NVA Club any longer. Since; 
then, according to the. present suit, 
the charity list has been reduced to 
an infrequent $150 weekly, and the 
total supplied the NVA, Inc., by the 
NVA Fund has been about $1,120. 

In entering Into the now : broken 
agreement, says Chesterfield, the 
NVA Fund , members 'were offering 
to buy their peace solely to be rid 
of an alleged nuisance.' 

Regarding the recent replacement 
of the NVA Fund board of directors 
of William J. Lee and Moe Silver, 
respectively, by Harold Rodner and 
Edward Alperson, at which time the 
NVA reorganization, including cor 
rectlng .of conditions at Saranac 
Lake, commenced, Chesterfield has 
this to say: 

With these two substitutions, 
those men constitute the present 
board of directors and officers -of 
the defendant fund. This change 
in the board of directors of the 
fund has completely changed the 
complexion and entire picture of 
the situation. Instead of the di- 
rectorate and officers of the fund 
■ consisting, of men who were ex- 
ecutives, and heads of the separate 
concerns, which operated these 
vast circuits throughout the coun- 
try, men capable of thinking in- 
dependently and acting for them- 
selves and not subject to intimi- 
dation, men who could be and 
were generally trusted by the pro- 
fession, there was and has been 
constituted at the present time a 
board of directors which, with the 
exception of. Henry Chesterfield, 
consists of dummies acting for 
Warner Bros. Pictures, Inc. Al- 
though Harry M. Warner, presi- 
dent of Warner Bros. Pictures, 
Inc., does not appear upon the di- 
rectorate of the defendant fund, 
his assistant, Harold "Rodner, is 
now the executive vice-president. 
He is Warner's mouthpiece. . He 
receives orders from Warner and 
transmits them to the entire 
board, which- gives blanket ap- 
proval, over the objection of Mr. 
Chesterfield, to everything that 
Warner suggests. Tho board is. 
now under the sole and complete 
direction of tho said Warner/ His 
henchmen have been substituted 
in place of trusted employees of 
long service at the Sanitarium at- 
Saranac Lake, and, in fact, his 
organization envelops the entire 
network of fund's activities. 

Because of the recently curtailed 
supply of coin from the NVA Fund, 
the club ■ under Chesterfield has 
lately been using what little it re- 
ceived, it claims, for food for needy 
members.. For this reason the 30 
employees or thereabouts of the 
club were not. paid for the past 11 
weeks. On Friday (16) they com- 
plained • to the Labor Commission 
against - the N VA Fund -and a -hear- 
ing was held. It was agreed that 
the NVA Fund will pay them as 
much of their back salaries as itf-can 
afford by this Thursday (21). 
Owes $13,000 
The club house closed down 
through the dispossess notice route 
because the NVA Club owes $10,000 
in taxes and two months' rent, or 
about $13,000 in all. The Mount 
Estate, which owns the ground 
upon which the club stands, served 



the dispossess, refusing to permit 
members on the property from .yes- 
terday (Monday) on but allowing 
Chesterfield to maintain offices there 
for a few days, or until he finds 
other quarters. NVA Club was in 
on a 21- year lease, signed two years 
ago. 

. Attorneys representing Cheste'r- 
fleld, O'Donnell and the NVA, Inc., 
in the suits against the NVA Fund 
and Its members are Hirsch, New- 
man, Reas & Becker. Suits are 
brought in New York Supreme 
Court SamG law firm, represented 
Chesterfield in the suit he started 
in 1931, receiving $5,062 for its labor. 
This was paid by the; NVA Fund 
under the terms of the agreement 

Although Chesterfield is a mem- 
ber of the NVA Fund board, ali of 
whose members are defendants, he 
is not, of course, named in his own 
suit, nor in O'Donnell's, Latter 
states, 'Chesterfield Is not joined as. 
a defendant since plaintiff has no 
complaint against him.'

leans pay. All have, different rea- 
sons for doing this, which isn't 
making the outcome more 
pleasant. . ;• . 

Problem conies down basically to 
the realization . that all Europe is 
broke. Film production all over- the 
Continent is practically, bankrupt, 
Local producers are hollering all 
down the line for* subsidies.- Gov- 
ernments can't afford subsidies, for 
films' but think that perhaps Amer- 
icans can be stampeded Into paying 
them via taxes or contingents. 

Germany's interest is somewhat 
perplexing at first. Germany 
doesn't want any new or tougher 
quotas. But Germany is desperately 
in need of export markets. If 
Czechoslovakia and Poland can be 
put into a position of completely 
opposing Americans, Germany 
figures to have found itself an 
opening.. 

Czechoslovakia problem Is .an old 
one. Two years ago the Czechs de- 
cided they wanted a heavy con- 
tingent and the Americans walked 
out en masse. With the exception 
of Radio the Americans have stuck 
to their guns throughout and are 
still not selling films in or out of 
Prague. Now the. Czechs are 
getting panicky and. almost ready 
to talk turkey. 

Several months ago a deal was 
practically lined up for the Amer- 
icans to return. * Basis of the . deal 
was 12-1 quota law with' $6,000 as 
an alternate price of admission and 
an unlimited market. That would 
allow the Czechs under current 
conditions, to use the American 
money for almost half of the local 
production needs.. Germany Im- 
mediately stepped in and off ered the 
Czechs a better deal, however, side- 
tracking the Issue. 

Germany's offer to the Czechs Is 
a 6-1 quota or $8,000 per picture 
and a limit of 180 pictures per year, 
or 15 per month. This Americans 
feel is too costly and dangerous 
since it would mean a rush for 
registration without guaranty of 
entree. Germans, however, are sat- 
isfied since it doesn't worry them 
too much to come In and make a 
picture now and then inasmuch as 
they're so near anyway. 

With the opening of the Polish 
headache Czechoslovakia is letting 
the thing slide figuring to still get 
to the U. S. men if. Poland, carries 
through a tough law. Czechs, 
basically, do not want to do busi- 
ness with -Germany nor do they 
want German films, but they do not 
dare throw over the German deal if 
they see no hope of a better one 
with the New York reps. 

In Poland the situation Is actually 
acute. Law. is being framed and 
must be ready by the .end of July. 
Best Americans can hope for Is a 
straight tax sock which will likely 
be about a 18c a meter, of film over 
and above the current fairly stiff 
tax rates. . That would be a blow 
but wouldn't, make business Impos- 
sible. The Germans and Czechs are 
in Warsaw, how.ever, talking quota 
laws since that would give ' both an 
edge. They can easily produce and 
Americans can't and don't want to'.

Most thrilling comedy -melodrama 
of the decade was • staged in the 
open air Madison Square. Garden 
Bowl Thursday (14) when Califor- 
nia's Max Baer dethroned the 
world's heavyweight champ, that 
glandular monstrosity known, as 
Primo Camera. .The event virtu- 
ally eclipsed, the Dempsey-Firpo 
knock down and drag out affahV 

Before walyou Preemo 'queet'" in 
the 11th round, there was high ex- 
citement, and comedy in a mixture 
of pace that Only pertains to s a stage 
smash. Drama of the radio, account 
was tepid comment on the encoun-. 
ter, which will give sports, screen 
and stage -writers plenty of copy. 

Essentially Baer is an actor. He 
proved that he. is of the profession 
of thespis in 'The Prize Fighter and 
the Lady/ was okay in Vaudeville 
and now is well rated, as, a micro- 
phone artist. Max is an actor,; the 
hardest hitting actor in the world. 
Principal witnesses to his. prowess 
are Camera and Max Schnieling. 
•Don't Say Spit' 
Baer is also boastful and to a 
greater degree than the average 
professional. He declared he would 
surely knock out Camera and he 
did so just five rounds later than he 
promised. He spat upon the cham- 
pion, hi error, :he toyed with him, 
he actually bullied the giant. 
Throughout the bout Baer was con- 
fident, leisurely , but at times re- 
lentless. He developed the habit -of 
waiting until late in the round be- 
fore opening an attack, otherwise 
the first Italian champ might have 
been put out earlier. 

New heavyweight king resembled 
Adonis, leaving the ring unmarked 
despite the many left jabs to his 
kisser. TWat he was not in condi- 
tion was a libel. Never did his sense 
of humor lapse. At one time he. 
yawned in Primo's .face. Another 
time he gave an imitation of wab 
bling on his feet. He jabbered at 
his huge opponent. Perhaps the 
funniest bit of the performance 
came in the eighth round, "when 
Max swung a semi-backhand to 
Primo's neck and the ex-champ 
went down. 

The excitement of tlie first two 
rounds was the highlight of the 
bout. When the session -was two 
thirds over, Baer reached his right 
from the floor and tagged Camera 
on the lug. Down. . He got up only 
to ge two more wallops which twice 
again felled him. Seemed ridiculous 
that the enormous fellow should 
start' running away like a bunted 
animal.. He wanted to get .away 
from Baer and actually started to 
climb through the ropes. 

Eye Lays an Egg 
Irt the second round the action 
was even more, sensational. Three 
times did Primo kiss the canvas 
and each time he . pulled Max down- 
with him. Looked like the man 
with the. huge feet grabbed Baer's. 
right mauler as it descended; from 
a sook and he held on. In the third 
round Primo again went down, but 
it was in his corner and he prob- 
ably slipped, although an egg rose 
over his left eye. 

Camera was tilted over 11 times 
and at least five horizontals were 
clean knock downs. He exhibited 
no ringmanship and never took a 
count, clamering up on every .oc- 
casion. After the third session Car- 
nera did better merely because Baer 
eased up. . : 

Primo earned the fourth, sixth, 
seventh and ninth rounds on points. 
At moments he socked it in with 
both hands— Baer prefers to take 
rather than step- aside; Usually, 
however, it was the left hand that 
scored the points for the fallen man. 
He only pawed! with the big mit, 
there being. no- snap to his blows. 
During the rounds that Primo won, 
Baer backed away. Later he said 
he Was merely "rasting,' as they say. 
in the Catskills; 

Once Baer feinted and the crowd 
roared as the Preem jumped back- 
wardi Foreigner was hot without 
his moment of comedy, either^ As 
late as the .lOth round, when .Max 
socked it into the. body with both 
hands without apparently hurting 
Primo, the latter extended both 
arms and in, Italian said to Max; 'So 
.what?' 

Break for Primo 

Later in the same round Max 
again landed his slaying right on 
Primo's button and the foreigner 
was wandering around in Baer's. 
corner. Arthur Donovan, the ref- 
eree, stepped ' In between them and 
wanted to stop it. But Camera 
jsaarmfid .o ut- of the, daze .and. put_uj> 
his props. As they were about to 
slug the hell rang. It ceitainly was 
a break for the. big fellow, and the 
referee by his indecision gave Primo 
a breathing spelj of perhaps 10 sec- 
onds. Protest of Mike Cantwell, 
Eaer's trainer, that the bout had 
been stopped, was disregarded by 
Donovan 

Baer went to work in earnest 
caVly in the 11th; Camera appar- 
ently recovered during the rest pe- 
riod, as he • did when in trouble 
earlier. But Baer bounced one off 



his chin and Primp almost went, 
through the ropes. He scrambled to 
his, feet again without taking count, 
with, the hew champion after hiitt. 
Finally .Camera dropped his arms 
and told the .referee, that he had 
enough.- Donovan said that is "the 

way he interpreted it and added the 
man; could hardly talk. Beaten boxer 
was given smelling salts, doused 
with water and he went to his 
dressing room, getting scant atten- 
tion. , Ai* eyes were On Baen 

In the fifth round, after taking 
a s>teadj tapping of Primo's left to 
the face Baer tore in and 'almost 
sunk the giant, with body blows. At 
the. bell he patted Primp oh the back 
and the crowd laughed again. Sixth 
round saw both men slugging hea'd 
to head. It was the fiercest 
change.' but toward; the end.Carnera 
was staggering. As a matter of fact, 
after the first bell -ringing punch to 
tti'e chin /Primo was wobbly on .his 
legs at some time in every round. 

The Odds Shifted 

When one boxing commissioner, 
saw Baer in training and dubbed 
him as awful, the- betting odds were 
8 to 5, with Camera fayorfi.d- On 
day of the match the feeling, that 
Max would come through forced the 
price down steadily and, as' pre- 
dicted by Variety, the challenger 
entered the ring 13 to 10 favorite. 
The way the odds . changed wias dra- 
matic In itself. 

Paging Sharkey 

Reaction to Camera's perform- 
ance was to hark back to last sum- 
mer' when- he knocked out Jack 
Sharkey. Plenty of observers di- 
rectly at ringside, failed to see the 
punch that felled Sharkey. There, 
was 'bag' talk before and after, the, 
match, and yet only a few experts-, 
failed to predict that Primo would, 
beat -Baer. 

That Camera cannot snap - hie 
punches- has been evident all along 
regardless of the Sharkey thing. 
His record Is a succession of set-ups 
until he was figured an improved > 
boxer. Maybe he Is, but up against, 
such a socker as. Baer be was plain 
sucker. Camera came from a Euro- 
pean, circus where he was strong 
man and wrestler, and . that's where 
he belongs. 

Fight managers were all pleased 
at 'the result They pointed out that 
Primo is too big and too" colorless'.. 
They wanted him out of the picture 
and contended that the gate at thfc 
Bowl was drawn 'by Baer, not th*. 
champion. Unable to make xnone^, .- 
with the big mugg legitimately,: 
there should be added interest in 
the heavyweight ' division for Max. • 
His ego Is not arrogant and he has. 
plenty of color.. 

Another point is the alleged par- 
tial 'ownership' of Camera by a- 
New- York *mob.' His elimination 
therefore takes that , element out, of • 
big . boxing, if that is true. 

Dempsey's Piece 

. Dempsey, who has a piece of 
Baer, was not so pleased with his 
man because Max doesn't like to* 
take advice. In training he delib- 
erately took it from sparring mates 
to toughen up, while Dempsey 
wanted him to step aside. .That 
made Jack think that Max is some- 
what screwy, but 'screwy enough to 
probably win.' Actually Dempsey 
knew' that Baer can hit hard and 
elected to 'string along with a 
socker.' 

Mentally Baer had all the best of 
It, He was confident and appeared 
unworried. .Camera came from his 
camp jittery. He' told admirers that 
fie was afraid they might slip some- 
thing into Baer's gloves. From that 
time on the betting odds started 
switching. 

. Fight was attended by surprising 
ballyhoo, which was heightened by' 
the claims that Baer was not In 
good condition. Before he left the 
ring Max walked over to the press 
and . laughingly said: 'It's just too 
bad I'm not in condition.' • :By that*' 
time Primo' was in his dressing:., 
quarters, from whence it was stated 
he had hurt his ankle- in the first 
round. X-rays showed the ankle 
bone chipped off but a fracture of 
the sort merely meant an alibi.

It 
was still her main number when she 
retired many years later, and riot 
to have included 'McCloskey' in her. 
program would have meant a cer- 
tain riot. It. was a rough Irish num- 
ber, and during the chorus the stage 
hands made; a terrific racket off- 
stage, the.y-Toriy Pastor stage crew 
in .particular excelling at the noise 
making through, long practiced . She 
played a number of .extended en- 
gagements at Pastor's theatre in the 
old Tammany Hall v 

When she. came into important 
money she. spent: a' large part of her 
salary for costumes, and her dresses 
were a vaudeville sensation. She 
fascinated the late James Huneker, 
then on; the Musical Courier, and it 
■was' hV" who nicknamed her .'The 
Brunhilde of. the Bowery,' because 
of her 'ample proportions' arid pow- 
erful vbicey Her official billing was 
'The Irish Queen.'. Before vaude- 
ville was considered proper ■ enter- 
tainment she brought 'society to 
Pastors in droves, largely through 
the attention given her by -the news 
papers. She was one of the most 
important headliners of her day. 

Sha retired father mdre than 25 
years ago to -her home in Red Bank, 
■N..J., arid played only, a few Isolated 
engagements following. Probably 
her last public appearance was at 
the. opening night of the new Proc 
tor's '58th St. theatre, about five 
years ago, wh€n she rose from her 
seat in the audience in response to 
an' Introduction, but declined to go 
to the stage or to sing where she 
Btobd.

Federal View 

Washington, June 18. 

While endorsing the idea, Federal 
relief agencies are taking no direct 
steps to put into operation the pro- 
gram of furnishing jobs to unem- 
ployed actors and providing free en- 
tertainment to the Civilian Con- 
servation Corps boys this summer. 

Final decisions about the feasi- 
bility of carrying on this sort of 
unemployment aid have been left up 
to State Relief Administrators by 
the Federal Emergency Relief Ad- 
ministration, the War Department, 
and the Emergency Conservation, 
Director. 

Scheme- has received pats on the 
back from all officials concerned, 
but no gerieral policy has been laid 
down nor have' efforts been made to 
dope .out a broad program for all. of 
the 1,000 tree-manicuring camps. 

Suggestions that three, circuits be 
developed, with New York, .Chicago 
and San Francisco as the bases, 
have been okayed hy the C.C.C. and 
War Department, which, have prom- 
ised to co-operate by way of pro- 
viding transportation and subsist-; 
ence. Educational directors of the 
forestry outfit are all for the pro- 
gram but have no funds available 
to start work of this nature on 
their own. 

The War ^Department has agreed 
to furnish truck transportation for 
the companies arid their equipment 
from camp to camp where distances 
are not too great, but has no money 
available for railroad fares in cases 
Where. c^pg,^e..wid^y .aep^rated. 
Consequently State Relief agencies 
will have to scrape up dough for 
railroad tickets whenever neces 
sary.

While most of -the villages at the 
Fair.. are . out hustling for trade 'in 
every, manner conceivable; at least 
two villages have gone exclusive and 
are trying to: see how few people 
they can play to in any; one week. 
It's the great Fold-Up Derby with 
the entries being the Spanish Vil- 
lage and the Oasis, formerly known 
as Morocco. From present appear- 
ances It looks like Spain is going 
to prove the winner by at least a 
$150,000 loss but basis Is coming 
'into the stretch and jinay Win by 
blowing any day. now. Oasis has 
been rehearsing for the -final -blow* 
up by forgetting occa- 
sionally. 

From Hunger 

Yet these two spots have the hest 
locations on K the street. But they 
are Just- going .to waste: . Spain has 
probably the biggest area of any 
of the villages . but it doesn't help 
That gag about being able to shoot 
deer in the balcony of the Palace 
here is topped in Spain. Those deer 
would die of loneliness - in Spain. 
Night the Variety mugg visited this 
place it looked like he was the only 
paying customerr— and he got in on 
a pass. 

Everybody in the place , was on 
the payroll and they sat around the 
tables listening to the orchestra 
which was playing a bit wistfully 
There' were a couple of Spanishers 
walking 'a couple of little mules 
around for atmosphere. To them it 
didn't matter if anybody was there 
to watch their act. They remem- 
bered they were in .show business 
and that the show must go on". 

It is. understood that the Spanish 
government has a heavy subsidy on 
this Village, figuring it as good ex 
ploitation. They should have paid 
the joint not to. open because people 
are going to get an impression, that 
Spain is wrapped in blankets. This 
is a swell village for people .who 
want to get away from everybody, 
Black Forest Coupons 

Oh the opposite side of the street 
is Black Forest and" at present the 
top attendance getter of the Fair 
Boys Who operate ,this spot are 
smart. They got the Village put in 
the regular Worldls i Fair coupon 
book which sells for $7.50. There are 
6,000,000' books out. already. The 
Black Forest only collects five cents 
for its share of the. coupon but it's 
Worth it In word-of -mouth and the 
natural shills. Place . is laid out 
shrewdly, People walking along the 
street get a short but vivid flash of 
the interior which- appears loaded 
with people. This, is also due to the 
arrangement which forces the mobs 
into the center of the village. People 
seeing the mobs inside are certain 
it must be worthwhile seeing.. Spain, 
on the other hand, has built' high 
imposing walls so that it's impossi 
ble to get any squint of the interior. 
Maybe they did thaL on purpose, 

Black Forest .is ajgweet .spot from, 
all angles. It really is. something dif- 
ferent and architecturally it does 
transport the visitor to ' Europe 
Everything is done in the quaint 
manner. In the center of the square 
is a skating' and; dancing rlhk. Fake 
ice around the sides, gives the im 
pression of ice-skating but the acts 
on the show are on rollers. Same 
thing goes for the tobaggari slide in 
the Village. Arranged like an ice 
fllide, it's really the regular hard* 
wood slide made popular in the Til- 
you Steeplechase amusement piers 
in Coney Island and Atlantic City 
ooching eights . 

In all the villages there's restau- 
rant concessions, flower concessions 
show concessions, store concessions 
and others of that nature. Bu't the 
Tunis Village tops 'em all With the 
panhandling and mooching conces 
^^Qn.^As^soon^as^he^visitor^alks^ 
into the spot he gets that Oriental 
atmosphere and a dozen kids are 
Pulling at his pants and yelling for 
'money, money, money'. Fair , has 
received a number of beefs on this 
respect, but the mooching is Btill 
going on. 

Besides the kids actually demand- 
ing coin, there, are a number of 
women huddled on blankets' in cor- 
ners, nursing babies in public and 
holding out saucers for gratuities. 
'•Thia is no ' doubt authenticity, but 



authenticity that doesn't belong at 
a World's Fair in Chicago, The local 
police have conducted a wide-spread 
campaign to clear the loop of pah- 
handlers and pickpockets. They 
ought to start another campaign in- 
side the grounds. 

Midgets Click 
Midget Village of last year is toV 
day Midget City with Nate Eagle 
replacing Jack Fine as - impresario. 
As a City the spot has fire depart- 
ment, coppers, mayor, jail, etc. It's 
a neat idea and a perfect setup for 
the kids who swamp the spot. It's 
a money -maker from the ■bell with 
Eagle having thought of every angle 
for the coin. He's even sold the 
Standard Oil company space for a 
trio of midget, gas pumps and with 
the company .paying for a midget 
attendant.

Move was agreeable to the NRA, 
which recently reached conclusion, 
that an agreement for narks, pools, 
beaches and piers could be. adminis- 
tered only with 100% voluntary co- 
operation. 

Explanation given, by Frank W. 
Darling. NAAP prez. was : that 
while code sounded 'okay in confer- 
ences subsequent analysis disclosed 
it would be impossible for operators 
to "comply with drastic hbur-sh.ort.r 
enihg and wage-boosting, clauses. 
Informed Deputy William P. Farns- 
worth investigation had shown an 
increase of 35% in . pavrolls Would 
be necessary and pointed put that 
anticipated increase ' business, 
looked for as result of general 
recovery movement and . pickup in 
economic conditions, so far has not 
materialized. 

Latest development leaves this 
branch of amusements entirely out- 
side NRA pale, since few, if any, 
park .operators signed the Presi- 
dent's Re-employment Agreement 
la,st summer on account of the dras- 
tic reduction in- hours which would 
have followed: 

1 Association will make every effort 
to put into effect principles pf NRA 
and .bring about Voluntary co-oper-. 
ation in stamping out Unfair com- 
petitive methods, Darling promised, 
and wil? see. what can be done to- 
ward getting, agreements. on. a series 
of simple regional codes In areas 
where NRA enthusiasm is highest. 

If NRA keeps going, the NAAP 
will, come in at the end of the : sea- 
son with cold statistics and try to 
talk turkey again about a pact for 
next season^ basing discussion in 
actual showing for 1934 operations* 

Competition from municipal 
amusement enterprises was one of 
the major stumbling blocks WhicH 
the NRA could not - overcomie and 
which ■impelled association to with- 
draw Its proposed pact. Blue Eagle 
realized it woul be impossible to 
bring publicly-owned amusements^ 
under the code, and that competi- 
tion, in many metropolitan areas- 
would be so hot that private oper- 
ators-could not be expected .to com- 
ply with rigid NRA provisions and 
still make , a go of their businesses. 

While nothing concrete has been 
doped out in NRA front offices yet/ 
it . is possible that park operators 
eventually will be asked tq come in : 
under the .new blanket code being 
planned for all uncodified industries. 
Another possibility, though, not very- 
strong, is that park managers can 
sign modified PRA and get lue 
Eagle in that way.

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Fed! Office of Education Would 
Establish National Film Institute 



Washngton, 

Federal . Office of Education last 
week " called for improvement of 
non-theatrical pictures to further 
educational work. Pointing out that 
- educators must aid arid work with 
the film industry in order to en- 
courage- Use of pictures in education, 
report was prepared by Dr. Cline M. 
Koon, specialist in radio and ylsual 
education. 

Report brings out that 190,000 
non-theatrical projectors, including 
home sets, are in use; 32 states have, 
film libraries, and 16mm films are 
being used in classrooms more 
widely, showings haying increased, 
over 47% from 1931 to 1933. 

•In comparison, with the theatrical 
motion picture,' the report says, 'the 
non- theatrical .picture in the past 
usually lacked technical excellence, 
was used comparatively little and 
with varying regularity. Many, 
agencies have pioneered in the .de- 
velopment of the educational film 
but the result . in. the United States 
today is chaotic and disorganized. 

'The principal ' reason's '■ . for this 
condition seem to be the past policy 
of the Federal Government to leave 
to. private and voluntary endeaVor 
many activities that; the typical- Eu- 
ropean government would assume 
and the educational system of the 
country which is not centralized in 
the Federal government, 'but in; the 
main is left to each of the 48 states. 
Private industry is deadlocked over 
the fact that producers' cannot af- 
ford to make fllmsuntlla sufficient 
number of projectors are sold: to 
make the work profitable .and = the 
projector concerns' cannot 'gel! their 
apparatus because there is no com- 
prehensive library of suitable films 
available for their use: 

'Commendable • efforts are. being 1 
'made in many 'places to' overcome 
these' difficulties, but there is «reat 
need for a national films: institute 
to assemble, edit;, classify, publicize 
and catalog non -'theatrical film .ma- 
terial and to set up a convenient 
and economical distribution system, 
and to produce' and stliriUlate: the 
production and effective utilization 
of- 'educational films.

Film Reviews, Asks Louella Parsons 



Honeymooners Flocking to Coast 
With Mexico City Making Strong Bid 



Nobody's judgment is infallible, 
Lpuella Parsons Is the first to ad- 
mit, but if a. reyiewer columnist has : 
been In the business a good many 
years, hef suggestions to producers 
should prove beneficial. She her- 
self has been In. the picture busi- 
ness for more than 20 years— why, 
ehe was in it before Adolph Zukor — 
and most of the producers are her 
friends. What is more natural then 
that she should want to help them, 
to •advise them,- even to scold them 
Should she think they need it. If 
she does it in her column, it's be- 
cause advice in print immediately 
carries authority; the printed word 
has weight, A critic who's been 
writing about pictures say for a 
year hasn't the right nor the. ex- 
perience to offer suggestions. But 
Miss Parsons does believe that years 
of devotion to. the film industry, years 
of study of its problems, years of 
hard work in its cause, equips her 
to advise now. and then, Sometimes 
Miss Parsons advice is sought— as, 
for instance, when a producer asks 
her to ask her readers for their 
suggestions for casting^-and some- 
times Miss Parsons just gives. it< 
She, perhaps, will have a better 
perspective On a certain situation, 
•because she deals with the whole 
industry, surveys th& entire . scene, 
whereas an individual producer may 
be so close to his own problems that 
he can't see the forest for the-- trees. 

Those Titles 

There are times when Miss Par- 
sons feels the whole industry should, 
be taken, to task. On this matter 
of buying successful plays and 
books, paying a lot of rmoni&y for 
their titles/ and then changing the 
titled-throwing away the thing they, 
paid so much for. Worse, using 
such old-fashioned titles. Really, 
in the matter of titles, Miss Parsons 
thinks the industry is right where 
it. was: 15 years ago-r-the Laura 
Jean Libbey school. She has to dp 
a: lot of scolding about changing 
titles. , ',"_'' 

Or this, importing of expensive 
playwrights, ' costly novelists to 
write for pictures. Miss Parsons 
regards that a parasitical practice. 
She always advises the film indus- 
try, to develop Its own people, to 
groom, its own writers. 

■ As to what a Hollywood column 
should be, Miss Parsons says that 
depends where it's published. If in 
a trade paper,' it should carry trade 
stuff; if in a daily, it makes its ap- 
peal . to people not -interested in the. 
trade angle, but rather in what 
Jean Harlow had for breakfast, 
whore Mamoullan took Garbo for 
lunch. 

Readers of the daily papers' 
Hollywood columns are not inter-! 
ested in indecent things, says Miss 
Parsons. They like to believe their 
favorites are as they visualize them. 
They idealize picture people. Miss 
Parsons receives on the average of 
1;000 letters a week from her read- 
ers, and don't they get mad if she 
criticizes 1 picture people. That's 
why she believes that the columnists- 
who print Innuendo, who are hot 
concerned with purveying decency, 
are short lived,' Oht they may 'have, 
a vogue for a while, but it won't 
last. •■ In the long run the- public pre- 
fers docency. 

• But a Hollywood column, must 
have some trade news, too. Col- 
umnists tend to underestimate the 
.intelligence of the. public, maintains 
Miss Parsons! Tlie public wants to 
know about ictures, what's going 
to. be made, what Clark . Gable's 
next .film is apt to be. Trade news 
but with discretion. It is unfair, 
for instance, to criticize a preview 
in a column. After all, a preview is 
a preview. It is not the finished 
picture always, the picture as the 
public will soe it. Miss Parsons 
says a column should' lie fair. 
On Reviewing 
Miss Parsons, vacationing in New 
York, is rather interested in the 
New York picture critics' reviews. 
They are not always what she 
thinks a picture review should be.

of lessors to collect 'future rent or 
damages under' bankruptcy.

NRA OR HAYS ON MORALS 



Pix Execs View Church Drive as 
Worst Over; New Product Already 
Being Sapolioed for B. 0. OK 



In face of official pronouncements 
jfrpm the Catholics and the Federal 
Council of the Churches of Christ 
in America, that they will continue 
their, screen, clean-up drive in their 
own way, developing to full national 
strength the Legion of Decency, the 
Hays office is more or less jubilant. 
Haysites charge ' the Church with 
having laid down on the job until 
now*; that 'we have gone out asking 
the churches to do. just what they 
are doing, now, and swing their 
support to good pictures.* 

Exhibitors can't see It that way 
and influential Catholic prelates 
over the week-end declared they did 
not grasp its full significance. 

As for exhibitors, they have what 
Haysites believe will be consoling, 
pews. Hollywood Is now credited. 
yrlth having awakened to the slt'u'a- 
'itlon and to be marching the narrow 
''lane. 'Some 40 pictures reported to 
have been put into release the past; 
six weeks have had the benefit of 
extra careful scrutiny. 

Between now and August 15 an- 
other 40 pictures will be released. 
With the exception of about "10 of 
these,' how in the positive print 
"stage, all will go through the new 
1 'all-Breen cleaning process. 

The worst is over, Haysites , be- 
'lieve, because pictures which were 
entered in distribution six months 
ago have already been seen by 80% 
of the American fans. 

These statistics are being ad- 
vanced to assuage exhib apprehen- 
sions that the Hays voluntary clean- 
up cannot become effective before 
the new season, and that box offices 
• Vrlll be at the ipercy of the Church 
during normally needy summer 
months.' 

Blame Exhibs 

So far as the past has been, Hays- 
ites hold exhibs equally guilty with 
others in the industry. They are 
accused of having ' 'harassed' film

The major producer-distributors 
are out to market a total of around 
348 pictures, based oh programs 
they have' announced. This Includes 
all but Columbia, which is figuring 
on 48 for announcement at its two 
conventions In Atlantic City July 2 
and Chicago July 9. That would 
bring it up to just under 400. 

Plans call for an increase in com- 
mitments over the 1933-34 season of 
approximately 30 pictures, occa- 
sioned by larger programs from 
Fox, Universal and United Artists. 
Latter shoots up from selling around 
12 a year to 22 for 1934-'35, as a re- 
sult, of the Twentieth Century com- 
pany formation during the past 
year, together with the deal for 
product from London Film and Re- 
liance. Sam Goldwyn, in that or- 
ganization, holds himself down to 
three pictures for the new year. 

Par, Fox, Warners, Metro, RKO 
Radio, United Artists and Universal 
are in a position to go out to sell 
£71 titles out of the 348 pictures 
-th ey- propose- --to..- make, - leaving ...a. 
smaller total than ever before, 77, 
as pictures to be set later on. 

Not So Many Actions 

The 3.48 features for the new film 
year include the highest average of 
musicals since sound, a total of 34. 
Comedies are also conspicuous; 
murder mysteries, racketeer melo- 
dramas and the like are being held 
down. Not so many action pictures 
are scheduled, either, including race 
track stories, football items, etc. 



There is a notable preponderance 
of society dramas and quite a num- 
ber of big productions in the spec- 
tacle column, including, the costume 
type of pictures. 

Fewer westerns from, the majors, 
who apparently aire about ready to 
leave the oats operas to the inde- 
pendents. Fox plans six George 
O'Brien horse sagas, Par : three and 
Universal six that are to be either 
actions or westerns, all with Buck 
Jones. 

All the big companies are includ- 
ing musicals. Fox heads the list on 
commitments to. make 11, Warners 
and Radio five each. Par plans 
four, U the same number Metro 
three and UA two, one the, Eddie 
Cantor musical frojpl Goldwyn. 

Par will be the most prolific pic- 
lure manufacturer during the' year, 
turning out 64, of which titles. on 
49 are listed. Warners is next with 
GO, of which company furnishes 
titles and some talent on 47. Fox 
will make 58, giving out titles of 49 
-no.w Ta -whileiMetro=wlth^.52 r .^tabS- I -41, 
of them and lists' a lot of properties 
from which program will be made 
up, thus not exactly committing 
Itself to selection of all. 

RKO hands out 33 titles oh its 
program of 50; Universal lists 32

The new Corporate Bankruptcy 
Law, providing . among other things 
for appointment of trustees, 
tinuing those in power or bringing 
in substitutes, is holding up. virtu- 
ally everything in Paramount. With 
a view, to clearing this legal neces- 
sity under the new bankruptcy act, 
so that the present Par trustees can 
administer to the corporation, under 
its provisions. Or others can come 
in, a meeting is being called for 
.July 10 to settle the point, 

A total of 501000 notices, not only 
to bondholders and creditors but for 
the first time to Par stockholders, 
is going put today (Tuesday) for 
the July 10 meeting, at which it is 
to be decided whether the present 
Par trusteeship', under —the new 
bankruptcy law is to be made per- 
manent or not. 

It is expected, on inside, . that 
there . may . be some objections to 
making- Charles D. Hilles. Eugene 
W. Leake and Charles E. Richard-, 
soil permanent trustees under so- 
called Section. 77B of the hew law; 
The July iO meeting, at 10 a.m., 
according to the notice, will ask 
whether these' trustees are -to be 
continued or others chosen, notice 
leaving matter rather open instead, 
of urging, continuance strongly. 

On Saturday (16), when answer 
had to be. 'made to petitions' on 
trustees, Hilles - Leake - Richardson 
were appointed temporarily by 
Judge. Cpxe: July 10 meeting is for 
permanency.

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Saenger Reorganization Plan 
Still Up in die Air; FXC. Nixes It 



The Saenger reorganization plan, 
a .monumental legal task that has 
occupied months of st , Work and 
planning, may be thrown out al- 
together so far as the Paramount 
trustees are concerned, leaving the 
fate of the southern theatre chain 
almost strictly up the Saenger 
crowd Itself and Saenger . re- 
ceivers. 

This possibility arises following 
the unfavorable impression of the 
Federal Trade Commission In 'Wash- 
ington during the past week after 
scanning the plan. The commission 
disagreed on several points in- 
volved in the plan, notably the is- 
suance of securities of a new com- 
pany, and strongly felt that the Par 
trustees should file financial state- 
ments of such a new company. 

Saenger reorg .plan proposes the 
setup of a new company following 
agreement of creditors and others 
oh the plan Itself,, but cannot very 
well file statements on such a pro* 
posed company and securities until 
then. Normally, attorneys point 
put, such filing is not made until 
after - the new .corporation is organ- 
ized. 

One of the questions Par trustees 
are reported mulling, following this 
unexpected hitch with the Federal 
T. 'C., is whether or not Saenger 
should be reorganized under the 
new bankruptcy laws. A peti- 
tion, nevertheless, is ico be filed 
some time this week, changing Par 
aB a bankrupt, to a 'debtor corpor- 
ation' so far as the Saenger plan is 
concerned, plus other largely tech- 
nical and legal changes essential 
under the new bankruptcy, act. 

Surp*ri 

•While this is mostly a legal step 
to keep the papers correct,' It is said 
that if matters aren't straightened 
out in Washington with the Fed- 
eral Trade group, action of which 
came as a surprise, the reorganiza- 
tion plan may be dropped entirely. 
Then It would be up to the Saenger 
theatre and realty companies to 
work out something as equity re- 
ceiverships. Both are In this classi- 
fication, with E. V. Richards as re- 
ceiver. 

Another step may be a follow- 
through by Par trustees on getting 
creditor approval to the' Saenger 
plan as worke.1 out a few weeks 
ago, then seeing what can -be done 
in Washington. In any event, -it's 
pointed out, creditor approval would 
have to be established. 

Chester B, Wolff, attorney for 
B..V, Richards and Saenger,. Is ex- 
pected In New York some time- this 
week,, prior to sailing for a Euro- 
pean . vacation Saturday (30).. He 
Will then check into the situation 
..The Saenger reorganization plan 
is the most, comprehensive of any 
worked out by the trustees of Par 
among subsidiary companies in its 
empire. Started more than six 
months ago by the S. A. Lynch re- 
organization committee, the program 
leading up to the plan has entailed 
Weeks of work bath here and In. New 
Orleans, headquarters of Saenger 
Heavy bonded and other creditor 
indebtednesses of the Saenger com 
panles has made the reorganization 
plan a difficult one. 

Creditors' meeting scheduled for 
approval of the Saenger plan, Thurs

Chicago, June 25, 
One unfair practice which has 
been In effect since the business be- 
gan is being cleared up by the code 
boards. That practice is the habit 
of first run exhibs to forget to book 
in pictures, which forces subsequent 
run exhibs to wait around for' weeks 
and months before they are able to 
get their hands on any product. All 
decisions on this squawk are being 
handed down in favor of. the subse- 
quent run exhibs with the board 
ruling that the first run exhibs 
must make early decisions on pic- 
ture booking in order to give the 
subsequents a chance to get. set, 

Exchanges all admit that they 
have been lax in this respect and 
have permitted the first-run houses 
to delay naming their dates, often 
leaving the subsequents : without 
product. Under the . code decisions, 
however, the first runs must - name 
their dates within specified periods 
after notice of availability. 

Last week two such decisions 
were won hy the subsequent exhib. 
First case was that of the Mon- 
mouth vs. the Galesburg house, 
with the Galesburg spot ordered to 
designate pictures within 42 days of 
the loop run or else relinquish the 
picture to Monmouth. Garden the- 
atre In Peoria won a similar case 
against the Princess in. Columbia..

Besides getting off to its latest 
start the sales Season for 1934-35 
is confronted With more obstacles 
to further its delay than film lead- 
ers can recall for any year In the 
past. Mindful that if they sign con- 
tracts how they will in • many In- 
stances not benefit by any terri- 
torial changes subsequently made 
by the. NRA, exhibitors are reported 
from the field to be making deals 
for new product only on work 
sheets and withholding formal sig- 
naturing of contracts until the -Blue 
Eagle has chirped official bound- 
aries. 

Religious agitation is also con- 
ceded to have a retarding effect on 
sales, especially in Catholic com- 
munities where box office men are 
sufficiently concerned to be await- 
ing a test of the national offensive 
planned by bishops in Cincinnati 
last week. 

Double feature future, finally and 
importantly, is a moot item In every 
lesser exhlb's mind— to know 
whether to book broadly, aa in the 
past, or to narrow down the amount 
of product for the new year, in 
fear of overbuying only to find that 
duals are passe. 

Certain indie exhib leaders, as 
well as small producers, are piling 
up ammunition to meet new major 
moves to curb or finish doubling.

Transformation of the National' 
Recovery Administration was ac- 
tively under way last week as es-? 
sential policy changes were an*. - 
nounced and preparations were 
made for summer overhauling of 
virtually every code. 

Determined to reduce the number 
of pacts by working out new codes 
for each major division of industry, . 
Federal officials set up new machin- 
ery for handling complaints and 
certainly, if quietly,, went about 
meeting criticism of the Darrow 
board. 

First inkling of the change came ■ 
from a story in the NRA office pub- 
lication, 'The Blue Eagle,' which said 
that arbitrary, provisions for code 
enforcement must.be dropped and 
that trend toward industrial dicta- 
torship in some .fields must 

Tied in directly with this inten- 
tion was the setting up of a new 
method of reviewing complaints 
from little enterprises and for hand- 
ling the hot monopoly : Issue. Fed- 
eral Trade Commission, which has 
been at war with Gen. Hugh John- 
son for months, was designated of- 
ficial appeal tribunal. 

Although no- definite steps had 
been taken by Saturday (23) it was 
believed inevitable that in time the ' 
film code will * become a political 
football again as a result of these 
modifications of the NRA system. 
Some observers • expect that inde- 
pendent exhibitors will, take advan- 
tage of the new set-up and try to 
hale the Code Authorty and major 
producer-exhibitors before the 
Trade Commlsh on monopoly com- 
plaints. 

Outcome of Darrow 

The Trade Commlsh will hear, ap- 
peals from code authorities, com- 
plaints by codlsts against individ- 
uals, and charges by NRA, backing 
up its decisions with cease-and-de- 
sist orders and, whenever necessary^ 
court proceedings to enforce, its rul- 
ings. This move is a direct conse-

Against the spy stuff there is 
much charm of locale of the old 
south, being chiefly backgrounded 
below the Masori-Dixon line There's 
also some skillful support in Jean 
Parker, Katharine Alexander, Ted 
Healy and the Four Mills Bros., the 
latter chiefly handling the Donald- 
eon-Kahn song burdens. 'Sleepy 
Head,' 'Jungle Fever' and 'Once in a 
Lifetime' are the vocal outstanders. 
These are nicely dovetailed into the 
action through the medium of the 
Mills Bros, being the vocal bally 
for an itinerant medicine show pre- 
sided over by Doc Ted Healy, other- 
wise also in the Yankee secret 
service. 

The femme half of the co-stars 
eelipses Cooper throughout. Miss 
Davies is particularly effective as a 
colored wench, a disguise she simu- 
lates in one major chapter as the 
maid to Katherlne Alexander. Her 
dialect and mannerisms are decid- 
edly effective. 

Cast on the whole is well-bal- 
anced, Fuzzy Knight, (the same 
Fuzzy of the old poBt-Volstead 
Broadway honky-tonks) showing 
something as a slightly air-brained 
orderly. Healy, sans his stooges, Is 
likewise more legit. Jean Parker 
again registers with her ingenue 
charm and augurs much cinematic- 
ally. Miss Alexander is excellent. 
The other men are convincing in 
the main, with Cooper chiefly lookr 
ing heroic and acting ditto.

Probabilities are that the direc- 
tion of this one must have brought 
Ralph Murphy, down with a malady 
that can only be described as 'mul- 
tiple enditis,' 'The Great Flirtation' 
is subject 'to - more second winds and 
renewed spurts than a 100-yarder 
taking his first crack at a cross- 
country marathon. It's an in and . 
outer on the screen and will likely 
be that at the boxpfflce. 

There are -so many logical endings 
in. this narrative, devised by. Greg- 
ory Ratoff in the continental man- 
ner, that the average fan is likely 
to - suffer more from bewilderment 
than from strain on the; patience. 
No sooner does the plot approach 
one logical denoument, than off it 
starts through another meandering, 
groove. After this has happened 
several times it ceases to bo cricket 
and becomes an endurance contest. 

'The Great Flirtation' had all the 
elements, of behind the scenes story 
that is manna to the actor's /ticket. 
It's the sort of stuff that gives the 
mummer a chance to wear his heart 
on his sleeve and show his public 
the heartbreak that the members of 
his profession really suffers/, it's 
an actor's picture, intact frbm . be- 
ginning to end, but to the regula- 
tion fan all this emotional gyrating 
will, have neither meaning nor per- 
sonal enjoyment. 

Being an ■ actor's picture, 'The 
Great Flirtation* allows wide op- 
portunity for both Adolphe Menjou 
and Elissa Land! to strut hand*- 
somely and tear the woof -and weave 
of their emotional talents to tatters.. 
But when it conies to reading into 
the character the finer touches of 
understanding and restraint the 
joust is Menjou's by a wide margin. 
Loaded down* with a cumbersome 
fable and a set of characters hardly 
likely to arouse sympathy from the 
mob viewpoint. Murphy has turned 
out a work that is pretty much tp 
his credit. Distinguishing the di- 
rector's efforts, are some genuinely 
keen quirks of comedy, even though 
the satiric intent of the yarn is 
handled with none -too deft a hand. 

Clash of personalities and tem- 
peraments between the two leading 
protagonists of the story is remi- 
niscent of Eugene O'Neill's 'Welded.' 
Menjou . is the star who, addicted to 
an exaggerated- ego, refuses to see 
a fellow player, Elissa Landi, as 
worthy of anything but being his 
wife. Eventually they marry and 
the story takes them from Budapest 
to New York where both, after a 
slide down the economic bannister, 
manage to get into the play. Men- 
jou steals the performance, but 
when he finds out his. wife has fallen 
for the play's author (David Man 
ners) he walks out. The wife . gets 
Into another play by the same 
writer, scores a hit and from this 
develops a situation that contains a 
strange combination of self-sacrifice, 
renunciation and whatnot. 

Others in" the cast do well enough 
b ' the scissor and paste characteri- 
zations allotted them. Lynn Over 
man unlimbers his usual brand of 
nasal wisecracks, Raymond Wal- 
burn functions capably as the screen 
regulation theatrical manager and 
Adrian Rosely contributes a neatly 
drawn bit as the faithful servitor. 
Mystifying about the whole proced 
ure are the mixed dialects that Men- 
jou and Miss Landi are forced to 
carry throughout. All the others in 
the .cast do their lines reading 
straight. Odec.

Lukas is supposed to be an au- 
thor of hot fiction who puts his dis- 
carded flames in his next book. 
For what he regards as a joke, 
Richard Carle, his publisher, stages 
a party of all of the former flames 
and the girl who seems to be 
spotted next. Latter is Patricia 
Ellis, who wants to draw the il- 
lustration for the next Lucas book.

There is a scene with each of the 
left-behlnds, and one of them, Dor- 
othy Burgess, stays all night, being 
too drunk to be removed.

FOREIGN FILM NEWS 
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French Deputies Join Exhibs

Against U.S. Quota 



Paris, June 16. 
Present rumored dope oh how film 
quota controversy will be settled 
has it that Delac-Chambre Syndir 
cale plan will be rejected by Minis- 
try of Commerce but that the 
American picture industry here will 
be handicapped by a two-point pro- 
gram: 

First point Is setting a quota for 
six months only, instead of a year. 
Heads of local distributing offices 
figure they're going to have a tough 
time doing business if they can only 
tell how many films they can bring 
into France for six month periods, 
with the fight to wage all over again 
every half year Instead of annually. 

Quota for six months beginning 
July 1 probably 1 is to be half of last 
yearns 140; that Is, 70 films, plus 23 
that are left over from the previous 
contingent. 

: Second point is an Increase in 
ouBtoms duties. Present tariff is 1 
franc (nearly seven cents) a metre. 
New tariff is expected to be' any- 
where from twice to. five times , as 
much. This, of . course, is nothing 
compared to the - 300% boost the 
Chambre asked for, but it would 
nevertheless be a blow.' 

French Deputies this week joined 
hand with provincial exhibs in a last 
ditch fight, against the Chambre 
Syndicate's fight to put prohibitive 
import restrictions on foreign, films. 

Getting the lawmakers lined up 
against the Chambre is a grand vic- 
tory for the American Interests, 
Usually deputies, like Congress- 
men, dare not oppose any measure 
put forward on patriotic grounds, 
but the Americans, by lining up the 
exhibs, got French opinion on their 
Bide and are turning out to be bet- 
ter French patriots than lots of the 
French themselves. Their cause is 
also aided by the fact that the In- 
terests behind the Chambre Syndi- 
cate, notably Pathe, have lots of 
enemies In the French trade. 

At the same time representatives 
of provincial exhibitors' associa- 
tions flocked to Paris and prepared 
for the final offensive against the 
embargo scheme. A group from 
Lyons, including employees of dis- 
tributing concerns, said in a strong- 
ly worded resolution, that the ban 
would not only mean the closing of 
distributing .firms but would be re- 
sponsible for 76% of the country's 
film houses going out of business. 
They pledged themselves 'to. pursue 
by ;all means In their power the 
right to work, which is the due of 
French citizens working for Freneh 
firms distributing foreign films.' 

Groups from all over the. country 
got on the band wagon, a telegram 
.from; Lille; stating that, the ban 
would rob 50 families In the neigh- 
borhood of their means of llvelU 
hood. Strasbourg said that 39 would 
90 to the poor house, whereas Mar- 
seilles asked for pity on 87. 

In a letter to the Minister of 
Commerce the Syndicate of Cinema 
Owners in the Departments., of the 
Nord and the Pas -de-r Calais, repre- 
senting more than 200 theatres, 
said: 

'The excess of films, the big 
argument of the Chambre Syndi- 
cate, has never existed, and during 
the. past year , we have had the 
greatest difficulty in securing inter- 
esting films. With the energy of 
dispair we urge you to reject plt- 
lessly any proposal of a quota sys- 
tem, which could only mean a death 
blow to our already anemic busi- 
ness.'

Reich Producers Plan 145

Sidney, June 25. 
An Australian film quota, along 
general lines of the British quota, 
has" been recommended to the gov- 
ernment by Walter M. Marks, Film 
Probe Commissioner. Commissioner 
Marks spent several ftjonths in a 
thorough investigation of. -the film 
business and his recommendations 
are likely to be taken seriously by 
the government. 

Marks' suggestion on a quota Is 
two-fold: distributors, 5% on the 
first year, V/ 2 <% second year, 10% 
third year, 12 , / 2 % fourth year and 
15% fifth year; exhibitors, 4% first 
year, 5% second year, 7%% . third 
year, 10% fourth year and 12%% 
fifth year. That follows: the Brit- 
ish quota not only in general pro- 
cedure but in ratio, the exhib quota 
being one year behind that of. pro- 
ducers as is also true in England. 

Marks goes on to suggest that 
the quota apply to features only, 
excluding . scehics and ■ newsreels. 

An early portion of Marks' re- 
port, released a few days ago, asked 
the government not to. limit, build- 
ing of theatres or theatre manage- 
ment in any way, also going on to 
tell the government that Marks 
could find- no sign of a conspiracy 
or monopoly on the part of distrib- 
utors. That was considered a 
healthy victory for Americans who 
have been fighting the G-T theatre 
combine on rentals.. G-T insisting 
that the dlstrlbs had combined to 
get together and make their rental 
prices unreasonable. 



PROTESTS BRING TAX 
RELIEF IN FR. TOWNS 



Paris, June 16 
Vigorous protests, in some, cases 
accompanied by threats to shut 
down, are winning for the small 
town film theatres of this country 
abolition of municipal taxes on 
grosses which In some cases brought 
the sums paid to various govern- 
mental agencies up as high as 40%

Berlin, June 16. 

Preparatory to taking some 
American film markets in Europe 
away from Hollywood, the German 
film industry plans 145 feature 
length films for the year beginning 
this month. 

This is an increase of nine fea- 
tures over the output for the pre- 
ceding year. 

' In addition to the private re- 
sources of such outfits as Ufa, Gov- 
ernment. help will be given the in- 
dustry and credits are available . at 
the FUmkreditbank g.ra.b.g. (Film 
Credit Bank, Ltd.). for making flick- 
ers. It financed 22 features and a 
host of shorts last year for the In- 
dustry. 

Strangely enough, German films 
are being made with money due 
New York banks. 

This is accomplished by the use of 
Sperrgelder, or credits frozen in 
Germany. Number of . foreign banks, 
including some American, are in 
on German films. Government' re- 
leases the money tied up here with 
the proviso that It be Invested In 
Germany. Films are 'Investments' 
under the meaning of the law. It 
has been estimated that in the 
fiscal year just closed no less than 
25% of the feature length films 
made , here .'were financed in whole, 
or In part by these 'frozen credits.' 

Included In the coming year's 
program are plans to film several 
scripts abroad. This is done to get 
around contingent regulations in 
some of - the countries and is a 
means of securing Valuable propa- 
ganda for use among, the German 
populations in territories whittled 
out of Germany when she guessed 
wrong in 1914. Therefore the Ger-

PAR SWED EXEC 
TELLS ABOUT 
HIS UTOPIA 



Hollywood, June 26. 

A common sense attitude toward 
motion pictures has made the Scan- 
dinavian countries a veritable 
Utopia for exhibitors. Censors are 
eminently fair, American films are 
abundant and professional .propa- 
gandists are non-existent. 

That was the word brought to the 
Paramount convention by Carl 
York, delegate from Stockholm. 

Holier-than-thou's do hot hound 
sexy pictures for the reason that 
the sons and. , daughters of the 
Vikings have taken a strong liking 
to this type of film fare. High 
grossers are all dramas and come- 
dies, a ccor< ling to York. 

Little attention is paid to re- 
formers because the church is con- 
sidered a staunch friend of the the- 
atre. Double feature evil' is un- 
known to Finland, Norway, Sweden 
or Denmark. Admissions' run from 
25 to 80c for a. feature, comedy and 
newsreel. Stage shows are rare 
novelties. 

Against the flood of home and 
foreign product, U. S. made films 
have not been affected. Of 267 plc r 
tures shown last year, 160 came 
from the states. Children's attend- 
ance was 'restricted to 10% of the 
American output. 

Overseating is not a problem with 
Scandinavian exhibitors. Indicative 
of the general situation is Stock- 
holm with 56 theatres for a half 
million inhabitants. 



Paris,, June 16.

One Brooklyn theatre's latest 
stunt is as- wet as a cloudburst. It 
not only violates the.URA conven- 
tions and the lottery law, but it of- 
fends many possible patrons, 

Recently the neighborhood has 
been flooded with cards, serially 
numbered and with a detachable 
coupon which is to be dropped into 
a box in. the theatre lobby. Each 
Saturday night 15. bottles of. wine 
and liquor .are allotted the custom- 
ers whose numbers, are spotted* and 
who are in the theatre at the time. 

Requiring, the presence of the 
winners . clinches the lottery angle, 
since this is held to be the 'valu- 
able consideration.' Probably the 
method pf determining the winners 
also is. a lottery. And it does not 
help that the liquor dealers who 
supply the stuff are given half the 
card space for an advertisement 
and the . stunt . is announced as 
theirs, rather than that of the the- 
atre; which seems to be an effort 
to beat the NRA ruling against 
giveaways.

photographer. Miss Parsons thinks 
$hey should. Maybe the public 
(doesn't know about directors, writ- 
ers, cameramen— but they can be 
taught. They'd really like to know 
About them. 

• Reading many of the New York 
>eviews r Miss Parsons wonders how 
the public can get any Idea of what 
the. picture's about. A review, Miss 
Parsons believes, should tell the 
Btory briefly; say whether the act- 
ing is good or bad, discuss the 
direction, the story, the photog- 
raphy. 'Reviews should not be 
•written merely to amuse the read- 
ing public/ she says. 'There are 
other departments Whose function 
it is to amuse. There are the funny 
papers. It's not fair to ridicule a 
picture-r-when a producer has spent 
a lot of money on it. They can say 
whether it's bad,, whether it's worth 
the price of admission— but why try 
to out-do each other in being 
f uririy ? Thai's writing for "each" 
other, instead of for their public. 

'Picture reviewers — I've. been, in 
this game a long time — must not 
try to imitate dramatic critics and 
be .clever. They have a different 
class of readers.. They should not 
treat pictures as wOrks of art. Re- 
views should bo written to tell the 
public whether they want to see the 
picture,- whether it will interest 
them, whether it's worth their 
money. Often it looks .like the pub- 
lic, doesn't pay much attention to 
the reviewers. 

'But the reviewers, should write 
so that the. public will pay atten- 
tion. Here they seem to be bitter 
toward the pictures that the people 
like. They must remember that the 
public Is not sophisticated, they're 
not intellectuals. hey want to 
laugh and cry and imagine them- 
selves in the place of the hero or

brows ridicule honest emotions. 
I'm not ashamed to cry at pictures,'

ture Producers and Distributors of 
America, Jnci (Hays organization), 
to be represented at the meeting of 
the bishops who form the Catholic 
committee on pictures. Archbishop 
John Timothy McNicholas of the 
Cincinnati diocese is chairman of 
the committee. Serving with him 
are Bishops John J. Cantwell, Los 
Angeles; Hugh C. Boyle, Pitts- 
burgh; John F. Noll, Fort Wayne, 
Ind. Their conference with Brc.en. 
on Thursday (21) was at the res.l-. 
dence of Archbishop McNicholas. 

At the close of the pow-wow a 
formal statement for the press was: 
released by the committee. The 
statement's explanation of the new 
machinery set-up for the picture in- 
dustry follows the plan as exclu-. 
sively predicted by Variety in last 
week's issue. 

Up to the Execs Now 

The method calls for the invest- 
ment of additional local authority 
In the Code Administration, which 
is to be given an emplifled per- 
sonnel and supplant the pro- 
ducers* jury in Hollywood. Final 
responsibility for the character of 
pictures to be issued under the new 
system rests upon the board of di- 
rectors of the organized industry; 
the board to be the* last resort in 
settlement of disputes between' 
studies and the Code Administra- 
tion. 

While audiencing the newspaper 
boys, Archbishop McNicholas sup- 1 
plemented - the written' statement 
with- verbal expressions. He opined, 
'The Catholic Church has always : 
been known for its liberality on en- 
tertainment. The campaign how 
under way for cleaner motion pic- 
tures has not come about from an 
overnight decision. For years we 
havo recognized the constant addi^ 
^tion of bold and bolder liberties on 
the screen. It is not the purpose of 
the Church to be fussy, nor to med- 
dle in business affairs. However, 
we recognize the present need for 
a crusade for improvement in pic- 
tures, which are a .cjomnfth form of 
entertainment for adults and chil- 
dren. 

'TO let the makers .of pictures go 
along unchecked would be to allow 
a still deeper drop of morals.' 

Archbishop McNicholas stated 
that conduct of the Legion of De 
c^ncy membership drive Is up to 
the head of each Catholic diocese, 
the campaign being a recommenda 
tion of the Bishops' committee on 
pictures. A meeting of Catholic 
bishops is slated for the fall in 
Washington, D. C. By then the new 
control machinery of the film indus- 
try will have had opportunity to 
prove its good intentions, and it is 
probable that the meeting will de 
.clde whether to lessen or step up 
the battle for decency and morality 
In pictures. 

Bishops' Statement 

The formal statement: 

'Following a meeting of the Cath 
olic Bishops' Committee on Motion 
Pictures, members of which lire 
Archbishop John T. McNicholas; 
Bishop John J. Cantwell, Di I>„ of 
Los Angeles; Bishop. . Hugh. C, 
Boyle, D. D., of Pittsburgh, and. 
Bishop John F. Noll, t>. D., of Fort 
Wayne, held at the residence, in 
Norwood, of the Archbshop of Cin^ 
cinnatl, the following statement 
was issued: 

'During the past several months 
the Catholic Bishops' Committee on 
Motion Pictures, in co-operation, 
with the authorities of all. the 
dioceses of the country, has been 
waging a campaign of protest 
against the destructive moral in- 
fluence of evil motion pictures. 
There has been no wish to harm 
nor destroy the motion ' picture: 
business.. But the evil character 
of portions of many motion pic- 
tures, and the low standards of 
some motion pictures, have forced 
the Bishops to take direct and ag- 
gressive action in safeguarding the 
moral well being of their people. 
These recent activities against mo- 
tion pictures which offend decency 
and morality were launched only 
after years of vain hope that. the 
producers of these pictures would 
realize the harm being done and 
— take=positive-=steps=to=correQt— the= 
trend. The Committee is not hos- 
tile to the entertainment business; 
in fact, it recognizes entertainment 
as a virtual necessity in modern 
life. But such entertainment must 
be of a wholesome character, and 
to that objective the' Committee has 
earnestly addressed its efforts. 

'The Legion of Decency, whoso 
members pledge themselves not to. 
patronize theatres showing offen- 



sive films, has gathered to its ban 
nor many, thousands of adherents 
wherever it has been -introduced. 
Plans are being developed to ex- 
tend its membership to every town 
and city . in the United States and 
to invite all persons in sympathy 
with its purposes to lend U'olr sup- 
port. 

'The Committee has been in- 
formed that, through the loyal co- 
operation of our. Catholic- people, 
together, with widespread re- 
sponse on the part of marry others 
who 1 believe that a purification of 
the cinema is an outstanding moral, 
issue of the day, the motion pic- 
ture theatres have suffered, a se- 
vere curtailment of patronage* This 
curtailment has prompted the Mo- 
tion Picture Producers and.Dlstri - 
u tors of America, Inc., to send Mr! 
Martin Qiiigley, of New York City, 
and Mr. Joseph I. Breen, of Holly- 
wood, to the meeting of the Epis- 
copal Committee today. The com- 
panies which are members of the 
above named organization are re^- 
puted to be responsible for approxi- 
mately 90%' of the films produced 
In the United States. 

'The representatives of the asso- . 
ciatlon, submitted a proposal cover- 
ing certain specific revisions of the 
industry's ' plan" of self regulation. 

'The Committee has been pleased 
to receive these representatives and 1 
to learn from them of the renewed 
efforts toward enforcement of the 
industry's plan of self- regulation! 
effective as ,of JUly; 1, 1934, which 
has been decided upon. The Com- 
mittee is Informed that the Pro-, 
ducers' Jury in Hollywood, a part 
of the , original machinery enforce- 
ment of the Production Code, which 
was Adopted in April; 1930, has 
been abandoned and that : additional 
local authority has been assigned to 
the Code .Administration', which 
Administration is to be given an 
amplified personnel. In the past the 
Producers' Jury has functioned in- 
effectively.'. 

'The final responsibility for the 
character of the motion pictures; to 
be Issued' by" the 'organized indus- 
try has been accepted by the Board 
of Directors of the organized in 
dus'try. The>c!ourt of last resort* in 
the settlement of any disputes 
Which may arise 'between' the 
studios and the Code Administra- 
tion "will be this 'Board of .Direc- 
tors; ° : 1 

'The Episcopal,. Committee views 
with' favor' .the' renewed efforts' of 
th'e : organized industry to discharge 
Its responsibility of issuing only 
Such motion pictures as may con- 
fdrnv with reasonable' moral stand- 
ards. The Committee believes that 
the Production Code if given en 
forcement will, materially and con 
structlvely influence the character 
of screen entertainment. Hence, it 
is disposed to render, encourage- 
ment and co-operation to these ef- 
forts which it hopes will achieve 
the promised results; 

'Our Catholic people, however, 
are counselled that in the long run 
the desired results of a wholesome 
screen can be assured only through 
unfailing opposition to evil motion 
pictures. The .widespread interest in 
and loyal support of. our, campaign 
Of protest must he maintained in 
order that the producers of motion 
pictures may constantly be aware 
of the demand for clean entertain- 
ment The salacious and otherwise 
objectionable type of. motion pic- 
ture must be avoided. 

'The Episcopal Committee hopes 
that the results of the organized 
industry's renewed efforts looking 
. toward adequate self-regulation 
will be followed by an adequate 
moral Improvement in the pictures 
shown. And thus it .Is hoped that 
'the- Catholic ;i Bishops- may be re- 
lieved of what otherwise will be the 
imperative necessity of continuing 
indefinitely and of extending -the 
campaign of •protest.

The cotton market also was better 
on Saturday, Declining grain prices' 
did not add to bullish enthusiasm: 
durinff the past week, although. It 
will be . recalled that stock prices 
failed to follow recent upturn in 
Wheat and' other grains. Therefore,] 
decline* became more of a reason 
for selling than any actual cause of 
selling down stocks. 

Business indices continued favor- 
able. Outstanding were power out- 
put figures which, were substantially' 
above production of past three 
years. They were near 1934 peak 
and 55% ahead of 1933. Power out- 
put also showed an increase over 
previous week. Utility experts are, 
hopeful that relative, steadiness at- 
these high . levels may prevent a; 
repetition of the big dip of July last 
year. Steel operating rate also was! 
most promising since it only dipped. 
1% to 60%, according to iron Age •'■ 
estimates. This small decline indl-- 
cates that fear of strike was of little 
influence in recent steady increase, 
in rate over -past .hree or four' 
weeks, and that other, and more- 
important Influences, had increased; 
production. Increase 'in price of 
heavy steel scrap was a bright spbt 
in the steel picture since there had ' 
been eight consecutive "• cuts in price , 
previous to this increase. 

Carloadirigs again, showed an in-'j 
crease, but it was. fractional com- 
pared to preceding week and ' the 
smallest gain over 1933 to be re- 
corded this year. Vast improve- 
ment oyer 1933, however, can be: 
seen In figures for this year which 
show loadings to be more than two; 
million cars ahead of last year and 
also in excess of a. million more 
than were' loaded in 1932. 

Employment figures showed May 
fractionally ahead of April and* 
nearly 20% greater than in May, 
1933. Payrolls also increased in 
May as compared with April, and 
were 25% greater than May of the 
preceding year. Bank clearings for 
week ending June 20 showed a 
21.1% increase over previous week, 
and- were 0,5% higher than a year 
ago. There also was a further spec- 
tacular gain in net demand deposits 
amounting to $162,000,000 . and 
brought such, deposits to a hew high 
for the year. 

Blow to Broker* 

Process of consolidating its gains 
of previous week placed the mar- 
ket in a position to hover between 
98 and 1Q0 for first two days of past 
week. Then it climbed to 101.11 on 
Tuesday only to close down at 99.02. 
Then on Wednesday and Thursday 
it idly drifted between 99 and 97, 
finishing at 97.50 of the Dow- Jones 
industrial averages on Thursday. 
Last hour on Friday , witnessed a 
sell-off on volume which carried the 
industrial averages down to nearly 
the 95 level. 

This Friday sell-off was disheart- 
ening to brokers who had been pre- 
dicting a rally or at least a fur- 
ther advance In the near future. 



However, , , perhaps really 
strengthened the inner position bf 
the market as a whole and prepared 
it for _a. further slow increase in 
stock prices. Amusements of. late 
have had plenty to contend with 
along With usual summer decline in 
business. Then, . too, the picture, 
companies generally have not had 
many hit films to give the pubfto 
right now. But, as the market as 
a whole picks up, amusements may 
be expected to follow the general 
trend and to begin reflecting an an- 
ticipated pick-up in business for the 
fall months. And a favorable sign 
is the fact, that now It would -appear 
that the purse of the vast grain- 
producing region would not be ma- 
terially reduced as many at first 
predicted. 

'Virtually all amusement stocks 
wound up the week With declines. 
Of the most active stocks, Loew's 
common suffered the greatest with 
a net loss of 2% points. It closed 
at 30% after getting down to 29% 
during the week. Other large losses 
included Pathe A, down 2% points; 
Radio B, down 2%; Columbia Pic- 
tures certificates, down 3; Eastman 
Kodak, down 2%, and. Fox A, down 
%. Other amusements showed 
losses .of less than a point except- 
ing American' Seat, which was un- 
changed at f% and. Universal Pic- 
tures preferred, also unchanged 
at; 38. 

Bonds 

Amusement bonds were irregular 
With many, showing losses for tho 
week. In this, category were Gen- 
eral Theatre Equipment bonds,. 
Keith 6s, . Paramount-Broadway 
5^s,. Parambunt-Famous-Iiasky ' 6s, 
and certificates, of . same issue, Patho 
7s, and Warner Brothers 6s. Para- 
mount-Broadway bonds declined 1% 
points while Warner Brothers ' Hens 
slipped 2% points. Other losses 
were confined to less than a point. 
RKO .debentures advanced 2% 
points to 33%. .Loew's 6s gained 
fractionally and Paramount-Publlx 
'59 certificates advanced a point. 

Despite this rather driab perform- 
ance, four bonds and certificates 
climbed to new 1934 highs. Para- 
mount-Famous-Lasky 6s estabr 
llshed 'a new top at 65%,. and cer- 
tificates of same went to a new high 
at ' 54%. Paramount-Publlx 6%b 
made, a new year's high at 66% and 
certificates of the same went to 
5.4%> .also a, new 1934 top. 

Viewed from a general standpoint 
market' as 'a whole looks to point 
upwards. . As has been stated here 
before, it is doubtful if the climb 
will be sensational or if it will bo 
immediate. But shrewd traders ex- 
pect the- upward trend to be re- 
sumed shortly. Market gave every 
appearance during last 30 to 46 days 
of having established a triple bot- 
tom. Based on that alone, there ap-. 
pears no reason for thinking that 
the trend will be downwards. And 
the amusements , may be expected to 
follow suit, although as has been 
said before, this group may be a 
little backward in following market 
as a whole.

high moral standards, the issue of 
rules can probably be raised. The 
Hays organization, such codists re- 
mihd, fought against incorporation 
of it's own . codes into the NRA docu 
ment when the entire original ex 
hibitor representation sought to 
have the same formally ac 
knowledged by the NRA. The Hays 
office won and as the result, C.A. 
members aver, only members of the 
Hays organization have their own 
rule while the independents, can, 
without violating the code, rely 
upon their own consciences. 

Several times in the past the 
Hays, office has been on the verge 
of asking the Code Authority to 
recognize it as the official dispenser 
of morals under the NRA and to 
let its present machinery be the 
churning plant for all -industry pro 
ductlon and advertising.. Independ 
ents now charge the H.O. with hav- 
ing feared the consequences of such 
a step, especially in view Of church 
charges against mainly major in- 
terests. According to their leaders, 
they want NRA morals with no 
Hays strings.

Following Thursday four nabes 
used ads"anriouhcing film following 
day, final day of the contracted first- 
run week. 

Compromise effected that gave the 
exhibiting combo the film free for a 
day, Saturday. Burman then print- 
ed 10,000 cut-rate stubs and spotted 
men to hand 'em out in Vicinity of 
nabes grinding the flick concurrent 
with final two days showing at the 
Auditorium. Nabes are standard 
15c mats, 25c eye houses. Burman's 
cut- rates admitted person for dime 
plus coupon.

Among such suits which 
Warners, will call off is the present 
monopoly action against ERPI and 
Western Electric in Wilmington, 
arid in which Warners is associated 
as a co-plaintiff with General Talk 
ing Pictures (DeForest) ; and the 
Duovac Radio Corp., of Brooklyn. 
Does Not Affect G. T. P, 

Warners' agreement to call off its 
own litigation does hot affect Gen 
eral Talking Pictures, or the Duo 
vac position as plaintiffs in the 
same case. 

I The $1,300,000 ih promissory 
notes which ERPI hands to Warners 
as part of the settlement payoff is 
believed to figure as a guaranty for 
ERPI that Warners will live up to 
its license arrangements with ERPI 
in the future. 

Fact that Warners has given up 
the right to participate in future 
royalties, leaves, ERPI * n the clear 
to make any kind of settlement with 
other parties presently fighting the 
electric, and in the eventual washup 
of the ERPI as an A. T. & T. subsid, 
if occuring. ERPI is free to make 
any kind of trade, without its rights 
[jeopardized by posBible royalty 
claims by others fronr ERPI. 

Thus ERPI is now left in the clear 
to proceed with settlement -talks be 
lieved already begun with General 
Talking Pictures (DeForest) in con- 
nection with the pending Wilming 
ton monopoly case. 
1 The battle between rpl and 
Warners began' in. 1928 on account 
of royalty claims made by a War 
ner subsid, the Vltaphone Corp 
The battie was waged on various 
fronts in courts and out of courts; 
and in various forms of litigation, 
including arbitration proceedings. 
. It is held more than likely that 
ERPI will now pursue vigorously a 
settlement deal with,. General Talk- 
ing Pictures. Duovac may follow, 
and after this the Tri-Ergon group. 
On the question of settling with 
Tri-Ergon, ERPI may move cau 
tiously because of the controversy 
now raging between William Fox 
and the Fox Film company , as to 
ownership of the Tri-Ergon patents 
involved, namely, the fly-wheel and 
the double print patents.

ent which General Talking Pictures 
(DeForest) owns. 

In such a situation, if General 
Talking Pictures proves its. claims 
It may be entitled to part of the 
royalties which Tri-Ergon may coK 
lect. on its double prjnt process, 
patent. 

In the meantime it appears that 
since Warner and ERPI have an- 
nounced their settlement that the- 
deal has been okayed by the respec- 
tive boards of the two_ companies* 
Also, that in the impending trial 
on the monopoly suits . against 
ERPI by Warners, General Talk- 
ing Pictures and the Duovac Corp.,. 
that a consent decree may be en- 
tered on behalf of Warners as 
plantiff with Erpl as defendants. 

Such a . consent decree looks to 
have favorable effect on the plain- 
ti position of General Talking 
Pictures and Duovac as against 
ERPI, allied in the same suit on the 
similar grounds! This trial of the 
monopoly case is on the calendar 
In the meantime pending possible 
settlement of the whole situation. 

The Warner settlement was han- 
dled by Guggenheimer & Unter- 
meyer, with George Quigley, War- 
ner patent lawyer acting as inside 
company counsel. No mention 
fees in connection with the settle- 
ment has been made. Lawyers fa- 
miliar with (such deals believe that 
the fee for Samuel Untermeyer arid 
his partner may be from $500,000 
and upwards. Some figure $1,000^- 

000. 

This fee would stand in the same 
record category with Samuel Uh- 
termeyer's fee of $1,000,000 for set- 
tling the difficulties of William Fox 
with Fox Film and the Wall Street 
bankers, some three years ago, when 
Untermeyer got something like 
$18,600,000 for William Fox for the"* 
latter's stock holdings in the film 
company.

Lighter cloth would give better ef- 
fect to the steps. She also does a 
bit of acrobatics in the well worked 
up finish. 

Peabody opened with 'Rhapsody 
in Blue' and a fast 'St. Louis Blues,' 
blending into the 'Carloca> 'with a 
man out of the band for a dual 
stunt, each fingering the strings 
plucked by the other.

When her husband, Warren Wil- 
liam, himself a tempered type, 
slaps her face at. the birthday bridge 
party, a friend of the couple, Ed- 
ward Everett Horton, comes to her 
defense, suggesting divorce. Hor- 
ton, a lawyer, is the sort, who de- 
cries anything so crude as hitting 
a woman, , ^regardless of circum- 
stances, but after he's married the 
girl (Blondell) himself, he ends up 
slapping her, too. 

For Horton it's a jiiicy part. He's 
either straight-laced and worried 
or so jealous of his wife and her 
possible resumed attentions to the 
first husband, that he's in a con- 
stant lather throughout. In Wil- 
liam's hand, also, is a side of the 
script that's right up his alloy, but 
he runs Second to Horton who steals 
the picture. 

Picture ends on reunion of Wil- 
liam and Blondell despite Horton's 
efforts to prevent this, and it's a 
novel finish for a near-farce oom- 
edy of domestic relations that's 
without much substance but has 
the wherewithal to keep an audi- 
ence at least amused. 

Frank McHugh isn't much in this 
comedy assignment, but a lesser in 
the cast, Joan Wheeler, comes for- 
ward with an even, richly toned 
contribution as the married woman 
William plays around with for a 
while. She ought to be heard from.

This is the finest locally made pic 
to date. Will do smashing business 
in Australia, and maybe will break 
into the overseas' market. While 
stated to be Australian-made, 'Mait- 
land' carries two English leads and 
an American dialog director. 

If pic fans can be gotten inside 
either English or American the- 
atres screening 'Maitland,' they will 
see a very fair piece of screen en- 
tentainment. In Australia the pic 
can stand up in any theatre and do 
real business, It is solid dramatic 
fare. 

'Maitland' has been read in book 
form by countless thousands, and 
has been produced on the stage in 
every city and tank town in Austra- 
lia. A silent version was done some 
years ago. It is purely old-fash- 
ioned melodrama,, but Ken Hall has 
turned out an entirely modern ver- 
sion. Hall has done a fine piece of 
directing work. 

Story tells of the seduction of a 
village vamp by a minister. Later, 
girl is going to have a baby. Her 
father learns the truth and follows 
the girl's .seducer to their trysting 
place. Fight follows, in which the 
father Is accidentia killed.

Doctor is sent to jail for 
20 years. Years pass and minister 
is now a dean. He has married his 
pal's sister and a blind son is- born. 
Dean maintains a silence and allows 
the doctor to remain in jail for a 
crime he never committed. Girl 
Dean betrayed years before sends a 
note with her daughter telling him 
she is dying, and the messenger is 
his own child. Follows another heart 
attack. By this timethe doctor .has 
been released from jail and comes 
to the Dean's house to kill him. 
Changes his mind and allows his 
betrayer to live. Dean Maitland 
finally decides to tell the truth, and 
from the pulpit of his church tells 
the huge congregation of his dread- 
ful sin. Finishes his story and col- 
lapses.

Hokum if you like, but splendidly 
done. Only pic made here to have 
an appeal for the ferns.

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NAB WOULD HAVE NBC-CBS ESTABLISH 
TRADE PRACTICES WITH AFFILIATES 



Patt Report Steams Up Convention Resolution- — 
Radical Changes Asked— * At Least an Even 
Break' Requested by Indies 



Commercial section of the Na- 
tional Association of Broadcasters 
last week called upon NBC and 
CBS to get together with their affl- 
iated stations and work out a set of 
trade practices that will give , the 
Indie operators at least an even 
break when competing for business.. 
Request was made in the form of a 
resolution during a meeting of the 
NAB in New fork. 

Passage of the resolution followed 
the reading of a report' on network- 
station relations by John F. Patt of 
WGAR, Cleveland. Patt declared 
that the stations want from their,: 
network a sufficiently proportionate 
share of the money taken in by the 
web for time on these stations. Sta- 
tion operators, he said, are also of 
the belief that the webs have jio 
business trying to represent them 
In the sale of spot broadcasting time, 
.and that they should be content to 
function as . purveyors of hook-up 
facilities. 

Patt averred he had found that 
the station men were strongly in 
favor' of obtaining from the net- 
works guarantees as to what por- 
tion of their time Is to be available 
for web customers and which- hours- 
the outlets could dispose of them- 
selves without having later to give 
tip these hours to network clients. 
Practice of the networks in -selling 
split links in basic or. group terri- 
£3 lories, declared Patt, was not fair, 
since this arrangement drew to the 
webs many commercials which were 
formerly rich sources of spotbrdad- 
casting revenue. 

Want to Be Consulted 

Indie station operators, reported 
Patt, were also of the opinion that 
the networks should charge the 
same- rate for a station that this 
outlet demands on a local basis. 
Other things that affiliated outlets 
sought, said Patt, were that they be 
consulted before the webs adopted 
commercial program and public re- 
lations policies affecting these sta- 
tions, that they (associated sta- 
tions) be allowed extra money for 
merchandising of web programs, 
that the networks assume full legal 
and financial responsibility for 
copyright, libel and other causes of 
litigation In connection with web

AFA Votes as 
In Favor of 
Advance Bally 



Advertising experts 
preponderant opinion that a pro- 
gram shouldn't be launched oh .the 
networks without an advance tom- 
toming, NBC found this out when 
it installed automatio votings 

machine at the convention of the 
Advertising Federation of America 
in New York last week arid asked 
the attendees to pull the 'yes' or 
'no* levers on a set of questions 
propounded for them.. 

6f those who voted on the query, 
Do y*ou favor the promoting of a 
program advance of its. going on the 
air,' 93.2% answered in the affirma- 
tive. Corrollary to this qulzz was, 
*Do you believe broadcast advertis- 
ing programs should be promoted 
in newspapers," magazines, trade 
papers, . house organs, direct mail, 
etc.', and the count on the lever 
pulling showed that 95.8% thought 
the idea okay. 

Questionnaire disclosed that 
minor percentage of the ad agen- 
cies have radio sets in their offices. 
Answer was 31.6% 'yes.' It was also 
revealed that only 60.8% of the ad- 
vertising experts who gave the au- 
tomatic voting contraption a play 
knew which stations near them 
were allied with the two NBC links 
and Which were affiliated with 
CBS. 

Conventioneers were asked 
whethar they thought the . presence 
of a studio audience added or de- 
tracted from their enjoyment 6f a 
program and 64.8%. noted an affirm- 
ative. Only 48.3% favored having 
a radio set in their offices, 23.6% 
claimed they had auto receiving ap- 
paratus, 77.6% said they carried a 
set with them to summer camp or 
hangout, and 33% allowed they had 
mdre than one set In their home. 

On the poser, 'Do you believe the 
New Deal program has aided busi- 
ness recovery,' 76.7% of the adver- 
tising men and broadcasters voting 
made it a hod. 



ST. LOUIS DEPT. STORES

NBC Successfully Sidetracks NAB 
Plan for Exclusive Station Reps 



NBC won out last week In Ms 
light to prevent the National Asso- 
ciation of Broadcasters, in commer- 
cial convention in New fork, from 
giving official sanction to the ex- 
clusive Idea in station representa- 
tion. Chiefly responsible for side- 
tracking the NAB commercial com- 
mittee's recommendation, that the 
general station representative he 
condemned as antiquated and 
inimical to the indie outlet's best 
interests, was William B. Hedges, 
managing head of the NBC oper- 
ated stations. 

Had the meeting approved the 
commercial committee's stand, 
NBC's recent move In extending its 
operations into the field of spot 
broadcasting would have been seri- 
ously stymied. As a retailer of spot 
time for its affiliated stations /the 
network Alls the status of general 
station representative. Most of 
these associated outlets are tied up 
under exclusive representation con 
tracts with such organizations as 
Edward Petry ft Co., and Free ft 
Slelnlnger. With the NAB officially 
sanctioning such exclusive rela 
tlons, there Would be little left for 
NBC to do with its spot broadcast- 
ing enterprise but fold it up. 
Wants Own Reps 

NBC is in favor of the exclusive 
representation method as far as its 
own operated stations are con- 
cerned. Network several months 
ago advised the trade that it would 
no longer recognise from the com- 
mission angle any time placing go- 
between other than its own local 
service department. If an agency 
wanted to book spot time on the 
outlets controlled by NBC, business 
would have to be' done direct with 
the local service bureau. 

When the committee reported 
favorably on .the issue of exclu- 
sive representation, Hedges at- 
tacked the measure as discrimina- 
tory and tending to put the repre- 
sentative business into the hands 
of a small group of men. Proposi- 
tion came up again at a later ses- 
sion of the association and it was 
decided that the resolution be tabled 
until the general convention of the 
NAB In October, with the commer- 
cial committee In the meantime 
continuing its study of the subject 

Also suggested was that the com- 
mittee try to phrase Its recommen- 
dation In a way that the bars 
wouldn't be brought down so dras- 
tically on such an outfit as NBC.

What had mainly actuated the 
O.B. members , in considering a 
consolidation with World Broad 
casting was the fact that the latter 
firm held from Western Electric an 
exclusive franchise for the hill and 
dale method of stencilling. De 
clslon to drop the merger idea came 
after It was found that W.E. was 
amenable to equipping the Byers 
studios with a recording layout 
similar World Broadcasting's. A 
banking group interested in World 
Broadcasting had offered aa part 
of the merger proposition to finance 
the expansion of the Group Broad- 
casters, Ino, enterprise.

At last week's meeting it was 
also agreed that the Group Broad- 
casters organization function in 
two distinct capacities; as a re- 
taller of spot broadcasting on com- 
bination rate basis with the adver- 
tiser obligated to take a minimum 
of 10 stations and units of 16 min- 
utes or more, and as the booking 
representative of members in . the 
GJ. combine when the call from 
commercials Is for less than 10 sta- 
tions. Each division will have its 
own sales staff and general per- 
sonnel. 

G.B. organization now embraces 
38 stations. Scott-Howe-Bowen is 
in charge of sales, while Chester 
Dunham as general' manager heads 
the administrative phase of the en- 
terprise. 

" Station operators' allied with the 
G.B. combine were gathered in New 
York yesterday (Monday)' to have 
the eo-operative program proposi- 
tion explained to them.

Amendments 



Washington, June 26. 

Concrete amendments to the broadcast code proposed Equity 
and the NRA Labor Advisory Board provide:

The news owners 
haven't even thought of upplng the 
wattage; in fact, they may keep it 
right where it is, since integrity, 
not power, is the prime thing, says 
Johns.

It has been part 
cash, part trade, with the former 
representing a. pittance at bestl- 
There hay© been Instances of an- 
nouncera peddling, goods' to friends 
in efforts to stave off malnutrition." 
With the Dispatch and Tribune now 
in the field through their purchase 
of WRHM, and in view of Johns' 
aim to refine their new acquisition, 
it Is assumed all around that the 
former prevailing evils are the first 
slated for elimination.

For the annals it must be re- 
corded that Billy Rose's Music Hall, 
Inc., at Broadway and 53rd street. 
New York, again establishes a. new 
phase ' in the evolution' of post-re- 
peal, show business. Just, as Rose, 
Yermle Stern, Sam *Ros6ff, John 
Steinberg, et al., wrote an unques- 
tionably Indelible chapter In show 
history with their Casino de Pareo 
— America's first successful cabaret- 
theatre — so wIU the Music Hall 
bearing Rose's name indubitably 
stand forth as some -sort of a land- 
mark In the evolution of the the- 
atre. 

It might be termed the small time 
of the Casino de Paree type of Fol- 
les Bergere enteralnment— the con- 
verted theatre with a nlte club at- 
mosphere. Yet its pop unpreten- 
tiousness may make the Music Hall 
a bigger commercial success than 
C. de P. 

It goes the cabaret- theatre a few 
better by incorporating a cinematic 
angle, and is designed primarily to 
patch the popular purse. It's' 
printed for the picture house fan; ' 
the boy and girl strolling down 
Broadway looking for something to 
see or a place to drop in. And so, 
for practically the same admlsh, the 
Music Hall offers a lavish cabaret 
entertainment, a dance band, a 
socko atmosphere which will cause: 
talk in no time; shorts and news- 
reels, nudes, five tiptop acts of 
vaude (changes, weekly or fortnight- 
ly) worked into a reviiesque aura; 
100 hostesses for lonesome stags, 100 
singing waiters who, to their credit, 
wait on the tables equally as well 
as they warble (and that's no mean 
accomplishment)— and a corking $1 
dinner. 

It's a big bargain. That it'll do 
landofflce biz depends solely, so far 
as the- present temperatures are" 
concerned, on the functioning of 
that cooling plant. It didn't quite, 
funcsh the opening night. 

It's a far cry from Oscar Ham- 
mersteln to Billy Rose, but the 
answer is that Rose now has hi$. 
name In letters taller than himself 
outside of the former Hammersteln 
(later the Manhattan), which Ar- 
thur Hammersteln built and named 
for his eminent father, Oscar. The 
Broadway and 63rd street auditor- 
ium, designed for musicals and 
operettas, has had its seats ripped 
out and odd-shaped tabled, which 
can dovetail to increase capacities, 
Installed in its place. The organ is 
retained and motion picture ma- 
chines and sound equipment in- 
stalled for the cinematic interludes. 

It's primed for an 11 a.m. to 4 a.m. 
grind. Luncheon 60c, including 
dance band, show and food. The 
regular afternoon newsreel perform- 
ance at 76c plus any liquid service 
charges while viewing the shorts, 
and newsreels. Dinner SI plus show, 
band, etc. Supper $1.25 and $1.50 
minimum, etc. It's all designed on 
a three-hour turnover basis, with 
the minimum charges antelng two- 
bits or four bits as the hour grows 
older. Capacity 1,000, about 60-60 
up and downstairs and better van- 
tage above. 

While it's a grand bargain [super* 
flclally,. a party of course ban spend 
a few bucks with, little effort. The 
house is designed plenty to induce 
unloosening of the ; purse-strings. 
There's a terrific nut, greater than 
at the Casino, which means that the 
pace must be hot 'n' heavy. 
; Drinks are 75c; beer~30c; cham- 
pagne $10 for imported vintages, 
which is where the gravy figures. 

But it's all done on a consum-

John A. Duffy, Bishop of Syra- 
cuse, and subsequent united stand 
by Catholic and Protestant clerics, 
drew an indignant denial from the 
dancer, telegraphed to the local 
newspapers. 

In her wire from Bochester Miss 
Band 'vigorously denied' that she 
had been canceled by the Loew Cir- 
cuit and insisted she broke the date 
to fill « prior call upon her services 
by the Italian Village at the Century 

of Progress. 

Miss Rand declared that she had 
Informed the management of Loew's 
here on Monday that she would not 
appear. Bishop Duffy's arraign 
ment of 'the Band woman' was pub 
lished on the following day. Loew's 
continued to advertise her appear- 
ance until Thursday (21) 

"Whether Bishop Duffy's stand was 
actuated by the fact that the 
Knights of S.t; John are meeting in 
state and international conclave 
here this week is not known, but it 
in believed in Catholic circles to at 
least have been a factor in. the vitri- 
olic arraignment, which said 

•I must regard, the presence of the 
Band woman on the stage of Loew's 
theatre as an act ,of public defiance 
of the moral sehtimeits of the 
Catholic people of Syracuse. The 
dancer has been : an object of criti- 
cism in many cities of the United 
States. Her act, by all accounts, 
has nothing to recommend it but its 
appeal to the senses. - 

1 want every Catholic to know 
that attendance at her performance 
is an act for which they are morally 
responsible. The theatre that en- 
gages this kind of performance Is in 
a fair way to be regarded as a pub- 
lic enemy. The welcoming commit- 
tee is a worthy object of contempt.' 
. Stand by the Catholic bishop 
quickly received Protestant support, 
as had his earlier attack upon film 
♦dirt,' the Syracuse prelate being in 
the forefront of the * arrent crusade 
by the Legion of Decency. 

• Syracuse Council of Churches 
(Protestant) met and sent the Bev. 
Archie B. Bedford, president, and 
Tracy K. Jones, Y. M. C. A. secre- 
tary, to coll on Edward McBrlde, 
Loew manager, who advised that Its 
membership' would follow the 
bishop's leadership. McBrlde was 
Informed that the ministers pro- 
posed to buy radio time for an anti- 
Band blast oh Thursday night and 
to follow through with militant ser- 
mons on Sunday. 

Moreover, it was disclosed that 
the Council, through Us welfare 
committee, proposed to scrutinize 
all films closely, a resolution adopt- 
ed providing for co-operation with 
ishop Duffy. 
Loew Circuit then ordered the 
cancellation against, it is said, Miss 
Band's wishes! Fan dancer is said 
to haye wanted to fill the en age- 
ment and force the issue. 

Bishop Duffy was as quick to 
commend as to condemn, issuing 
this -statement: 

'The with rawal of the Rand act 
calls for a word of commendation 
and approval. The management of 
the theatre was quick to see how 
legitimate was the request to free 
Its stage of such a performance and 
promptly withdrew the offensive 
act. I feel it is my duty to recog- 
nize publicly their evidence of good- 
will and co-opcratlon in the inter- 
est of a clean stage. 

'Loew's theatre will suffer nothing 
in loss of patronage or prestige by 
aligning itself with the forces of 
decency. The management deserves

Four Indie vaudfllmers in New 
York City are under Investigation 
by the Labor Compliance Board of 
the NBA as the result of a general 
complaint filed by Balph Whitehead, 
executive secretary of .the Actors 
Federation of America. Names of 
the "theatres and their bookers are 
withheld pending results of the 
sleuthing. 

Basis of Whitehead's charges Is 
under-code minimum salaries being 
paid actors. This is the first time 
since the AFA . received its Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor charter as 
union that it filed a complaint 
against a theatre with the NBA as 
an organization. Heretofore it has 
acted only in behalf of a member.

New York charitable work, will be 
installed within the next week or so. 

Another economy effort- the 
NVA Fund will be its removal 
shortly from its present offices .at 
160-0 Broadway to cheaper quarters. 
At 1600 the NVA. Fund shares offices 
with the. Variety Managers? Associa- 
tion. 

Board of Two 

Lee was formerly executive vice- 
president of the NVA Fund, and in 
that capacity had complete charge 
of the sanatorium. Lee and. Henry 
Chesterfield, latter conducting the 
NVA Club phase, coihprised a board 
of two, which handled disbursement 
of the charitable funds without su- 
pervision. Lee's leaving completes - 
departure of the former NVA ad- 
ministrative triumvirate— Lee, Ches- 
terfield arid Mrs.; Katherlrie Murphyi 
. Past arid present members of the 
NVA Fund, who have.been sued for 
receivership and an accounting by 
Chesterfield and Charles H. O'Don- 
nell on behalf of the .NVA Club, 
have retained Nathan Burkan as 
counsel.

reps, as employment agencies by 
N.Y.C. may become a fact after a 
test-case in Special Sessions in the 
next three or four weeks. If found 
guilty on Edwards' charge Bellit 
would find it impossible to get a 
license and operate legally as an 
agent. 

American Federation of Actors is 
also investigating the alleged 
stranding of the troupe that Bellit 



recruited in N.Y. to play a total of 
62 days out of the four months and 
16 days spent over there by the 
company. Bellit, who is now in 
N.Y., is reported to have returned 
here as a first-class passenger on 
the liner Asama Maru, which sailed 
from the Chinese city May 12, 
while it is .claimed the destitute per- 
formers had to seek aid from the 
American consuls in Tientsin and 
Shanghai.

At the present rate the Code Authority will have to pass upon as many 
as 40 appeal cases in a single day under new policy which goes into 
effect next Monday when 10 codlsts will sit as individual chairman four 
days every week. 

Through the break-up of appeals hearings the CA expects to complete 
the records and prepare recommendations for its general body at the rate 
of 20 a week.. 

The C. A. is meeting every other week In. general session during the 
summer. The fact that the NRA holds the CA. as a body responsible 
for its acts and. those of its appointees would indicate that the short cut 
on appeals to save time nevertheless will have to be handled seriously. 

The 10-CoUrt plan was conceded Monday (26) to be' Just a trial propo- 
sition; failing, something else Will be: tried until a satisfactory time- 
saver is discovered. 

To allow themselves plenty of time for deliberation the C. A. will seek 
a change in code procedure whereby the 15 days now allowed to hand 
down a decision will date only from the time the Individual committee 
recommendation has been submitted, rather than from the date on which 
the appeal is filed with the C. A. 

The change in handling appeals, which n eared a total of 100 Monday 
and which weekly are on a marked increase instead of what was orig- 
inally hoped would be a decrease, restores the CA. as a group to its star 
chamber status. Press, however, will be admitted at committee hearings 
four days each week.'

Story stressed that every labor controversy has- been successfully ad- 
justed since pact went into operation but. overlooks -the Elkhart, Ind., 
theatres dispute which went to the national .labor board for settlement 
after rulings of Indianapolis regional board were defied. 

Blue Eagle pointed out that nearly every -agreement negotiated --by 
arbitration has involved pay boosts and created more jobs: Cases settled 
affected over 120 theatres, record shows, including- peaceful conclusion 
of scraps in Pittsburgh, Philadelphia, New York, Houston, San Antonio, 
and 15 smaller cities.

'But the significant thing about the Canadian professor's -view is that 
the publicly-owned system unites the provinces in 'common understand- 
ing\ 'Common understanding' of what? We need small imagination to 
give the. answer: Of those things which the central radio SAithorlty^ 
named by the central government, conceives to be good' and proper. 

'That is to say that a single body will decide the taste of the nation la 
music and literature, and will go far toward deciding it in ethics and 
politics: 

'We see the process at work in the European countries, in Germany, 
prior to the triumph of the Nazis, the government speakers were given 
almost unlimited time on the radio, while the opposition was given very- 
little time; under nazllsm all show of dividing time with an opposition 
has vanished. 

In France the records show much .the same, situation as In pre- Hitler' 
Germany... And even in Great Britain a heavy weight of radio favorit- 
ism has been shown In government spokesmen. 

'Now It may be that a publicly-owned and governmentally controlled 
system In the United States could escape, these evils; perhaps our offi- 
cials would, be so fair and broadminded and far vlsloned.that they could 
'be trusted to give ho authoritative slant to .the radio .programs. But the 
individual American, is. still permitted to doubt that. 

'Just incidentally it may be pointed out that American radio probably, 
has done, more to put great artists on the air than has the radio of any 
other country; and 'it has done vastly more to put governmental' issues 
before the people by opposing groups, rather than by any one dominant' 
group.'

Actors Miner Club, Teetering, 
Criticized; Hurts Actors Fund 



Teetering Actors Dinner Club, 
which continues this week at Hotel 
Woodstock, N. T., but Is not certain 
thereafter, uncovered considerable 
Criticism against this form of stage 
charity. It is charged that a minor- 
ity of recent diners were recognized 
as legitimately entitled to the gratis 
meals. .Identity of the others is not 
given and, although it is presumed 
that some may belong to show busi- 
ness, claimed that . others are not 
qualified at all or have been off the 
stage for some' time. Decrease in 
number of paying diners and 
, shrinkage of cash donations has 
" placed the Club on the brink of 
-eclipse. 

.inner'-Club started as an emer 
gency measure, and was • lauded for 
aiding many professionals }n dls- 
' tress. It Is now in its third year 
While there has been no question 
as to the way the project has been 
conducted, It appears that abuses 
have crept, in, blamed on persons 
habitually on the cuff. , 

Criticism comes from among 
those who have supported the pin 
ner- Club and who continue to 
hate. They say the club „ cannot 
continue indefinitely and that pro- 
fessionals still needy can be more 
effectively and efficiently taken care 
of. Reputed plan to commercialize 
the club as a place, where the pub- 
lic can see hungry actors eat. is 
especially decried. 

Club and other emergency, stage 
relief projects are claimed to have 
shaded the original, logical relief 
agency — the Actors Fund. A move- 
ment is expected to. be started 
whereby the Fund would. take. oyer 
the bulk; if not all, tho relief work. 
Fund continues to operate, helping 
professionals here and even sending 
considerable money to coast indi- 
gents, but financial support from 
the public is reported to have been 
hampered by the emergency 
agencies. 

It is pointed out that pros living 
in outlying districts, such as the 
Bronx, must expend carfare to 
reach the Dinner Club. If the stage 
charity movement is concentrated, 
It is proposed that such persons be 
given meal tickets good in their lo- 
cality, arrangements being made 
with cafes in various sections of 
the city. 

Charged that people coming back 
to New York after touring in unit 
shows have immediately sought the 
free Club dinners. Such applica- 
tions come principally from chorus 
boys and, although they have been 
turned down by Chorus Equity, they 
somehow And their, way to the tree 
feed. Equity people explained they 
did not endorse such applications 
because it was felt that members 
who have freshly come in from the 
road should be able to take care of 
themselves for a while at least. 

Also a portion of those getting 
club meals are no longer eligible for 
stage' jobs, it is charged. 

Stage Relief Fund is still func- 
tioning along constricted lines. 
Commissary department is also 
operating, with eatables donated by 
chain stores and wholesale, grocers.

TAKEOVER BY SILLMAN 
OF DEAL HOUSE COLD 



Deal for the Deal Conservatoire 
(New Jersey) was called off last 
week when its owner-operator, Mrs 
Dorothy Unterman-Goldberg, de 
clined to commit the spot for a 
10-year period. Idea' of the long 
term arrangement eame from Leon 
ard Slliman of 'New Faces,' Fulton, 
N. T., revue. 

Spot was formerly famous along 
Jersey's 'gold coast.' Mrs. Goldberg 
took it over last year and conducts 
classes In dancing, fencing and 
other arts. A resident group of 
players appeared in the 200-seater 
last season, but it is now proposed 
to use the little theatre for . try- outs, 
Before deal fell through for this 
season a dozen spacious master bed- 
rooms were completely refurnished 
and^were-to-be=used-by==the~aGtor.s 

On a plot of about five acres the 
Conservatoire was originally the 
Horgan estate, designed by. Stam- 
ford White. Present theatre was 
formerly the ballroom. When the 
place changed ownership it became 
a cafe, first known as the De Lisle 
and later the Braxton Club. It is 
about midway between Long Branch 
and Asbury Park. 



From June to June (33-34) there 
were approximately 160 pop opera 
tries around, the country, the at- 
tempts averaging three per week. 
Very few are reported having been 
successful, but there were two 
standout money makers— the Hip 
podrome, N. Y., under- the direction 
of Alfredo Saimaggi, and the recent 
coast operatic tour, conducted by 
his 42nd cousin, Fortune Gallo. : 

During nearly ' one solid year of 
99c top opera the Hipp netted a 
profit of $138,000. Gallo's jaunt to 
the west made $63,000 in li weeks 
but he spent' $23,000 in railroad 
fares and came back to Broadway 
with a neat 20 G's in his kick 

Saimaggi, % whom they call maes 
tro, has been in and out of the 
Hipp and all those excursions into 
other territory were costly he 
virtually lost his 'shirt in each of 
them. 

He started at the Hipp on. a tor 
rid June 3 last year and continued, 
well into December. It was during 
that time that the house made most 
of its profit. Teaming of Saimaggi, 
who is careless with money, and 
Cecil Mayberry, former picture dis- 
tributor who operates the house, is 
a winning combination. When 
Saimaggi went to other parts there 
was a continuous stream of aspir- 
ing impressarips going in and out 
of Mayberry^s office. One was 
Humberto Fugazy, former fight pro 
moter who tried opera at the Hipp 
this spring and lost $21,000. 

It is clear as a result of Sal- 
maggi's experiences that pop opera 
can only be operated successfully 
where, there is considerable foreign 
element in the population, espec- 
ially Italian. But the presenter 
must have something on the ball. 

How pop opera can fiiv out of 
town and how Saimaggi repeatediy 
flopped — nine times — may be seen 
from the record: Five times in Hart- 
ford; four times in Boston; three 
times in Providence; twice in Rich 
mond, and twice in Atlanta. Ex 
cept for the first time in the latter 
spot, all the other tries were more 
or less in the red. 

Prior to coming to New York 
last summer Saimaggi had an ex- 
citing time at Soldier's Field. His 
pop opera there grossed over $100, 
000 but he couldn't pay off. 
Passes 

The Salmaggl-May berry combo, 
which started operating again Sat- 
urday (23) at the Hipp, announced 
that the lower floor tickets would 
be 60c, lowest price yet for opera. 
However, there arc some, rows at 
99c— as many rows as the demand 
calls for. Something like 30,000 
passes were distributed in outlying 
sections. Different colors are used 
for each locality. Last June at the 
debut about 11,000 ducats were 
similarly distributed, several small 
riots around the box office result- 
ing, there being capacity inside. 
Same thing is expected this week, 
the ducats not being good the first 
three days. 

Showmen paid little attention to 
the opera thing at the Hipp when 
it started but later perked up upon 
learning— how— the^coln=wa»v- coming 
in. It was figured that the popular- 
ity here of pop opera was based on 
the fact that it offered lower floor 
scats to people who could only af- 
ford the gallery at the Met. How- 
ever, the Hipp has a class clicn- 
telle, too, the gallerltes sticking to 
the habit of going upstairs— for two 
bits. House claims a mailing list

House, which 
was originally Erlanger's, reverted 
to Vincent Astor about two years 
ago when taxes were unpaid and 
Interest on bonds with a par total 
of around $760,000,. was not paid. 

Last year the estate of A. L. Er- 
langer requested that the house 
change its name, so that there be no 
confusion with Erlanger interests, 
also to shadow the totality of the 
venture's redness. House, built at a 
time when it looked like Erlanger 
would lose the New Amsterdam, 
cost more than $1,000,000. Bonds 
were mostly floated in the South. 
Because of the high, cost of con- 
struction, house had to gross big 
money to be profitable. Few at- 
tractions there operated In the 
black. Same building program in 
which Erlanger was concerned at 
about the same time included legit 
houses in Buffalo, Atlanta, Phila- 
delphia and Chicago. MarcUs Hel- 
man bought in on the string when 
lie left the vaudeville field. 

In depression times, with plenty 
of theatres available, the St. James 
was regarded as one of the best 
houses on Broadway, from an op 
erating standpoint, because the 
fixed charges had virtually been 
eliminated when the property went 
back to young Astor. Its capacity 
of over 1,500, including a gallery, 
allows for flexibility in booking, 
house being adaptable for musicals 
or straight plays; one reason why 
Dowling took it oyer as a produc- 
tion base. He has established of- 
fices in the theatre. 

Dowling has hot dropped his po- 
litical plans and is a candidate for 
the U. S. Senate from Rhode Island 
oh the Democratic ticket. He is 
opposed by Peter Geery, reputed to 
be worth $20,000,000. But that 
doesn't worry Dowling,- he says. 

Deal for the theatre lease was 
handled through Lpdewick Vroom, 
who has been representing the As- 
tor interests. Vroom is taking over 
the operation of another Broadway 
theatre:

For the first time in the history 
of Chicago as an incorporate, ' town 
is to be entirely clear of any and 
all legitimate attractions. For sev- 
eral weeks now It has been 
struggling along with two shows, 
'All the King's Horses' and 'Big 
Hearted Herbert.' 'Horses' folded 
on Saturday. (23) -after a. long at- 
tempt to struggle through, and 
'Herbert' will fade this coining Sat- 
urday <30). 

Back in 1832 there , was only one 
show In town, and that was because 
there was only one house, the Sau- 
ganash Opera. House and the pro- 
duction in the theatre ran all sum- 
mer. ' In 1930 there was- a hulla- 
balloo in Chicago because there was 
only one production in town, 'Sis- 
ters of the Chorus/ Condition of 
only one show lasted from July .23 
to August 3, with Mae West arriv- 
ing in 'Sex' on the latter date. 

It appears that the loop will; be 
legitiess this year for at least two 
months; next attraction being fig- 
ured on is 'Ziegfeld Follies,' due 
some time in September.. Margaret 
Anglin is being discussed as a like- 
lihood with 'Fresh Fields/ but 
that's largely discussion. 

Transition 

Meanwhile the loop legit pos- 
sibilities have steadily decreased as 
the picture Interests moved into one 
legit house after another. They 
have cleared Randolph street of all 
legit houses, taking the Colonial, 
Apollo, Woods- and Garrlck in suc- 
cession. They have taken the Adel- 
phi and the Princess. Those left 
are the Grand, Erlanger, Black- 
stone, Harris and Selwyn, five legit 
houses for the whole of the Chi- 
cago metropolitan area. 

Legit actors and, managers are 
now going to rise up and howl that 
the picture companies ruined legit 
by taking their houses. That's just 
an alibi. Picture people moved In 
only .after the houses had been dark 
for months. . Garrlck, for Instance, 
as a legit house, was old, with bad 
seats, poor ventilation and no cool- 
ing system. Legit did nothing to 
make customers comfortable. Pic- 
ture people moved in, put In new 
seats, new decorations, cooling 
plants and a flash marquee. That 
all comes' under the head of show 
business, but legit managers seem 
to have the 1890 type of showman- 
ship. They have' been putting on 
their shows with a take-it-or- 
leave-lt attitude, messing up their 
business with cut-rates and two- 
for-ones so that the public lost all 
respect for them. 

Competish Essential 

Besides that It is now accepted 
by better showmen that it's im-. 
possible for one or two legit shows 
to operate alone In a town as large 
as Chicago. It is accepted that com- 
petition is the life blood of any 
business catering to the public. 
When there are eight or nine, or a 
dozen, shows in town people get 
legit-minded and. go downtown to 
select their evening's show. If they 
don't like one they like another, but 
every show benefits. With only a 
couple of shows in town if the pub- 
lic doesn't care for those two there 
is no other show they can go to; so 
they go around to the corner pic- 
ture house.

Book Reviews 

Indictment 

I. Wylie, of the more 

capable novelists, has picked her-: 
self a tough subject in 'To the Van- 
quished' (Doubleday-Doran; $2). 
Nazi Germany is no easy play- 
ground for the novelist's imagina- 
tion, nor is it likely — in most cases 
— to be a profitable one. Neverthe- 
less" she has managed .to turn out a 
book with so much strength arid 
conviction that the Saturday Even- 
ing Post was banned in Germany 
for serializing it, according : to 
report. 

•To the Vanquished' has the same 
faults as most Nazi plays and 
books; it's both bitter and senti- 
mental in overdoses. It deviates in 
several important points: it deals 
not With Jews primarily i but with 
intelligent, pacifist gentiles (whose 
problem, in New Germany, is after 
all the same as that of Jews); It 
portrays Hitler and Goebbels, both 
of whom are ordinarily skirted 
around by novelists, and play- 
wrights. -, 



It's a strong book, well written 
and with much haunting distinction. 
One wishes Miss Wylie had taken a 
bit more time with it- and not al- 
lowed herself to be carried away by 
the subject so much. It is weak, 
for instance, in comparison with the 
searing simplicity arid strength of 
a book like 'The Oppermans.' 

But it should nevertheless find a 
market.

F. Gregory Hartswick is one of 
the fellows responsible for the 
cross-word puzzle rage, so probably 
deserves no sympathy on any score.

Taverns are still opening up all 
oyer the territory — sprouting up in 
every conceivable spot, pushing but 
clothing stores, bakeries and barber 
shops, In the Chicago territory 
alone there are over 20,000 taverns 
and some 300 spots worthy of the 
name of niterte. And still they 
come. 

Latest gag Is that of bringing the 
tavern to the customer, the loop 
office buildings being regularly 
solicited by booties carrying hooch 
in typewriter cases. The midwest 
Is drink crazy, but still takes care 
riot to get .drunk. Remarkable, In 
view of the number of wet spots, 
how few drunks there are around. 
Taverns are taking care not to al- 
Ibw the boys to overstep, cutting off 
their supply as soon' as the joviality 
starts ' to merge into a good old- 
fashioned pickle.: 

. Another reason; for -the few 
drunks is the stressing of the' six 
percent beer rather than/ the hard 
liquor. ' The populace is going easy, 
not only from the propriety angle, 
but also because of lack of coin. 
Beer is cheap and still passes as a 
stomaoh-soother. A dime- or 16c 
delivers a schooner. Taverns are 
all going for schooners rather than 
glasses in order to keep away from 
the possibility of cutting the tariff 
down to a nickel, 

• Cocktails at- most of the- taverns 
(which is the repeal- moniker for 
saloon) are two -bits. Only in the 
nite clubs and in the bigger loop 
hotels . do the pre- dinner drinks 
jump to -40c and 60c. For the two 
bits the gin and makings are rather 
poor in quality, but the^ public has 
-not yet become conscious of quality. 
They've been acquainted with boott 
leg hooch for so. long even the poor- 
est- booze still finds a customer. 
Cheap Feed-fr$gs 

. Taverns are fighting hard for a 
livelihood due to the twrlflc cbm- 
pe'ffsh. Are giving "away everything. 
■They started' out saying' that the 
free lunches are Out, 'but' today any' 
o|t the taverns will give the cus- 
tomer a chicken dinner for 60c, 
figuring to get the coin back at the 
bar. 

' Besides the hooch' sales, the -tav- 
erns are' trying to meet; the rent 
With two other angles, table singers 
and pin- games. Singers are not 
doing so well and -their take Is not 
sb hot for the taverns; 

Pin games are making more 
money for the taverns. It .figures 
as a natural. Gang of boys get 
around the roll-up and start betting 
drinks on the best score. No matter 
how it turns out the house is a 
winner, getting coin on the ma- 
chines and then across the bar when 
the bets are paid. When a cus- 
tomer is alone he can still go up 
against the machines for action, 
since , most ..of, . the ..taverns ha ve, 
prizes for high scores, with the 
taverns paying off in liquid mer-. 
chandize. 

Meanwhile, the theatres are howl- 
ing. Especially- hurt is their Satur- 
day business. Instead of heading 
for the boxolfices, the boys and gals 
are . turning to ; the taverns where 
for two bucks they can stow enough 
corn away .to keep 'em in bed all 
day Sunday.

Relating how wages had been 
boosted after .the company, organ- 
ization was formed, Merryman- ulti- 
mately remarked that when he' was 
satisfied that NBC is , in condition 
to ' stand futther increases' he 'would 
be. foolish' riot to ask for raises, but 
explained 'our future is tied up with 
that of the company. If we do any- 
thing to Jeopardize the company, we 
jeopardize our future. We are not 
going after shorter hours until we 
are convinced there is an adequate 
supply pf technicians,' 

Challenging Merryman's conten- 
tion tHat the NBC wage scale is 
higher than any other In the in- 
dustry r Nockles tartly asserted that 
WCFL had paid engineers $60 for 
a 48 -hour week for years,, and 
angrily charged; 'Your company 
union is making a front for the 
company instead of -making a front 
for the men.' 

Spears Speaks

president of Columbia technicians' 
organization; who insisted the CBS 
labor group was voluntarily organ- 
ized without, coercion or. assistance 
from employer^. 

CBS . agreement, providing for a 
48-hour week, .minimum .salary of 
$40 a week, automatic- increases, 
arbitration of disputes, and right of 
members to affiliate with other labor 
organizations, was presented 1 by 
Spears, who joined Merryman in 
opposing reduction pf hours wlthr 
out a definite guarantee that wages 
would not be curtailed. 

CBS provided funds for delegates 
to convention, Spoars admitted, but 
the union intends to repay this ad- 
vance.

(Continued from page 1 40) 
programs and that the networks 
eliminate daylight saving time front., 
the plotting of their schedules. 

Incorporated in Patt's report 
were, a list of items that the net- 
works wanted from their affiliates. 
Most important of these was the 
demand for an equitable return on 
their sustaining programs. Idea, 
said Patt, impressed him as okay, 
since, if these costs were properly 
apportioned among the stations 
taking this syndicated material, the 
webs would be relieved consider- 
ably of their sustaining loads arid 
there would be. no argument left 
them as to, why they can't pay the 
stations more for commercial pro- 
grams; 

Networks, asserted Patt, also 
Want the stations to cut out all an- 
nouncements between hookup pro- 
grams together with an under- 
standing as to what' kind of local 
advertising shall be permitted be- 
fore and after a network show. 
These :local ads, the webs complain, 
have often proved embarrassing to 
both them and the network adver- 
tisers. 

Appended to .Patt's report was 
also a, string of regulation and im- 
provement that advertisers sought 
in radio. Above all, commercials 
wanted 'to be assured that their 
spot broadcasting programs would 
not be kicked around on a station 
just because the network put in a 
subsequent requisition of the same 
niche on the schedule. Advertisers, 
like the webs, insist • that- spot an- 
nouncements between two commer- 
cial programs be eliminated by the 
stations' and that the broadcaster^ 
devote" as much time to enlarging 
their audiences as they do to pub- 
licity, promotion and dealer and 
customer contacting. 

..Money Going Elsewhere 

Commercials, have advised- him, 
declared Patt, that the broadcast- 
ing industry would agree to accept 
non-cancellable orders for six 
"months in advance to help them in 
planning and allocating future ad- 
vertising, , appropriations. Bepause 
they can't; figure inore than 60 days 
in advance as far. as radio is con- 
cerned, since the practice among 
the industry' is • not to take orders 
with starting 'dates beyond this pe- 
riod, the -advertiser's money is'go'- 
ing to other media. Advertisers, 
added Patt, have also suggested 
that broadcasting set up a policy- 
making organization such as the 
American Association of Advertis- 
ing Agencies, and the Outdoor Ad- 
vertising Association.

cases, and under close supervision, 
may borrowers use Government ad- 
vances to pay existing! indebtedness 
or finance hew construction. 

Advances may be used in part for 
payment of back, taxes necessary to 
permit operation of properties and 
for minor improvements and re 
pairs, While under exceptional clr 
cumstances loans will >e made to 
contractors. The R.F.C. emphasized 
that it has no Intention of financing 
consumer purchases, installment 
sales, imports or exports, promo 
tional purposes, bf expansion^ into 
new fields. 

Adequate, security must be pro 
vided, while concerns now burdened 
by 'substantial outstanding iridebt 
edness' or with encumbered proper- 
ties must effect an arrangement 
with existing creditors which will 
give ; the Government a prior claim 
Terms will not exceed five years and 
applicants must demonstrate their 
inability to obtain, credit at prevail 
lng bank rates. 

R.F.C. also prescribes that bor 
rowers must not pay salaries which 
it does not deem 'reasonable' and 
requires all applicants to present a 
certificate demonstrating compli- 
ance with the NRA code. Further 
more, all loan seekers must promise 
that they, will not use the advance 
for purchase of materials or equip 
men t from any npn- signer or varl 
ous codes. 

^Possibility^that^major "film" firms' 
may benefit from this provision de 
pends largely on the solvency of the 
corporation. Regulations stipulate 
that R.F.C. does not Intend to make 
loans 'to provide for the operation 
of business in receivership,* but the 
huge' lending agency said it will 
consider requests for loans contin 
gent upon termination of the re- 
ceivership by a settlement with 
creditors to restore the corporation 
to a solvent condition.
